WEDNESDAY,  January  6,  1897. 

At  11  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  on  the  first  Wednesday  of 
January,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  ninety-seven,  being  the  day  prescribed  by  the  constitution 
for  the  Legislature  of  New  Hampshire  to  assemble,  the  follow- 
ing-named persons,  elected  Senators,  assembled  in  the  capitol, 
in  the  city  of  Concord  in  said  state,  and  His  Excellency  the 
Governor,  attended  by  the  Honorable  Council,  having  come 
into  the  senate  chamber,  took  and  subscribed  the  oaths  of 
office,  and  were  duly  qualified  as  Senators,  agreeably  to  the 
provisions  of  the  constitution,  namely:

His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council 
then  withdrawing,  the  Senate  was  called  to  order  by  Edward 
H.  Wason,  clerk  of  the  Senate  of  last  session. 

The  clerk  stated  that  the  first  business  was  the  selection  of 
a  temporary  presiding  officer. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Cheney,  Senator  Faulkner  was  chosen 
temporary  presiding  officer. 

The  clerk  requested  Senators  Kenrick  and  Howard  to  con- 
duct the  temporary  presiding  officer  to  the  chair. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Howard,  it  was  unanimously  voted 
that  Senator  Greenleaf  cast  one  ballot  for  the  Hon.  Chester  B. 
Jordan  as  president. 

Senator  Greenleaf  cast  one  ballot  and  Hon.  Chester  B. 
Jordan,  having  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast,  was  declared 
elected  president. 

The  chair  requested  Senators  Scott  and  Emery  to  conduct 
the  President  to  the  chair. 

The  President,  having  assumed  the  chair,  addressed  the 
Senate  as  follows: 
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Senators  : 

It  were  useless  for  me  to  try  to  find  words  adequate  to  the 
proper  characterization  of  my  obligation  to  you  for  your  great 
kindness  in  making  me  your  presiding  officer;  my  conduct  and 
my  heart,  not  my  lips,  must  make  known  unto  you  my  thanks 
for  your  generous  and  unanimous  action. 

We  have  been  summoned  from  our  homes  and  our  work  by 
the  state  we  love,  to  engage  for  a  while  in  promoting  her  inter- 
ests. We  come  commissioned  by  our  constituents  to  take  up  the 
im])ortant  duties  committed  for  the  time  being  to  our  hands, 
and  to  aid  as  best  we  may  in  securing  and  preserving  the  wel- 
fare of  the  commonwealth.  We  come,  too,  at  a  time  when 
many  of  the  wheels  of  industry  among  us  have  ceased  to  turn, 
and  not  a  few  of  our  fellow  citizens  are  seeking  and  not  finding 
all  the  employment  they  could  wish;  when  money  is  more  coy 
and  retiring  than  for  many  years,  and  it  will,  therefore,  be- 
hoove us  to  guard  well  all  the  avenues  to  the  public  treasury, 
and  to  take  good  care  that  no  unwise  or  unnecessary  legislation 
be  had  calling  for  extravagant  or  useless  expenditure  of  the 
people's  substance.  It  is  wise  economy,  however,  not  to  be 
parsimonious  with  our  charitable,  industrial,  agricultural, 
penal,  and  educational  institutions  and  interests.  Outside  of 
suitable  provision  for  these  and  for  the  proper  maintenance  of 
the  state  government,  I  trust  it  will  not  be  deemed  expedient 
or  just  to  go. 

It  will,  I  am  sure,  be  as  much  our  pleasure  and  duty  to  pre- 
vent unwholesome,  as  to  enact  wholesome,  laws.  Judging 
from  what  I  know  of  'our  present  statutes,  and  of  their  con- 
struction and  interpretation  by  our  court,  we  may  safely  feel 
that  were  the  necessary  appropriation  bills  passed  and  not  a 
single  change  made  in  the  laws  as  they  stand  today,  no  great 
detriment  would  come  to  the  state  in  the  next  two  years  by 
reason  thereof.  But  I  have  no  fears  that  we  shall  not  give 
to  the  state  the  best  service  within  our  powers.  Policy,  prin- 
ciple, interest,  inclination,  and  affection  all  conspire  to  this 
end.  And  did  we  need  other  sources  of  inspiration  we 
could  easily  find  them  in  the  traditions  and  history  of  this 
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province,  colony,  and  state.  Surrounding  us  in  our  deliber- 
ations within  these  walls  are  the  portraits  of  many  of  the  good 
men  and  true  who  have  made  the  state  famous  in  the  noble 
deeds  and  nobler  men  she  has  given  to  the  nation  and  the 
world.  Looking  down  upon  us  and  inspiring  us  whichever 
way  we  turn  within  the  capitol  are  Langdon,  Bartlett,  Bell, 
Plumer,  Harvey,  and  scores  more  grand  men,  whose  illustrious 
lives  and  excellent  works  cover  the  entire  period  of  the  state's 
and  nation's  existence  and  history,  the  memory  of  whom  and 
of  their  parts  so  well  enacted  here  below,  is  still  green  and  fra- 
grant among  us,  their  descendants  and  followers  in  paths  not 
altogether  dissimilar  to  those  which  their  willing  feet  so  suc- 
cessfully trod. 

Senators, — again  thanking  you,  and  extending  to  each  a 
most  cordial  greeting,  the  Chair  awaits  your  pleasure. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Howard,  the  following  resolution  was 
adopted: 

Besolved,  That  William  R.  Jarvis,  as  clerk,  be  elected  by 
acclamation;  that  Thomas  F.  Clifford,  as  assistant  clerk,  be 
elected  by  acclamation;  that  John  Demeritt,  as  sergeant-at- 
arms,  be  elected  by  acclamation;  that  Henry  B.  Stearns,  as 
messenger,  be  elected  by  acclamation,  and  that  Horace  B.  Sher- 
burne, as  doorkeeper,  be  elected  by  acclamation,  and  William 
E.  Jarvis,  Thomas  F.  Clifford,  John  Demeritt,  Henry  B. 
Stearns,  and  Horace  B.  Sherburne  are  hereby  elected  to  the 
several  positions  named,  respectively. 

Thereupon  William  R.  Jarvis,  Thomas  F.  Clifford,  John 
Demeritt,  Henry  B.  Stearns,  and  Horace  B.  Sherburne  ap- 
peared, signified  their  acceptance,  and  were  duly  sworn  to  the 
faithful  discharge  of  their  duties  before  the  President.

The  amendment  was  lost. 

The  question  recurring, 

Shall  the  resolution  be  adopted? 

Senator  Wentworth  moved  to  amend  by  adding  the  "Nashua 
Daily  Telegraph." 

(Discussion  ensued.) 

A  division  was  ordered,  with  the  following  result: 

Eleven  Senators  voted  in  the  affirmative  and  thirteen  Sen- 
ators voted  in  the  negative. 

The  negative  prevailed,  and  the  amendment  was  lost. 

The  question  recurring. 

Shall  the  resolution  be  adopted?

poses, as  stated  in  its  original  articles  of  incorporation,  sub- 
ject to  the  restrictions  hereinafter  provided,  shall  have  the 
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power  and  authority  to  purchase  real  estate,  rights  in  real  es- 
tate, and  water  rights  and  the  rights  of  flowage,  and  the  right 
to  erect  and  maintain  such  necessary  dams  and  reservoirs  for 
the  purpose  of  utilizing  water-power  upon  such  waters, 
streams,  lakes,  and  ponds  in  said  county  of  Belknap,  and  in 
the  town  of  Hill,  in  the  county  of  Merrimack,  and  the  town  of 
Bristol  in  the  coimty  of  Grafton,  as  the  said  corporation  may 
purchase  as  aforesaid,  but  said  corporation  shall  not  have  the 
right  to  use  any  of  its  power  for  electric  lighting  in  said  town 
of  Bristol,  or  the  towns  of  Tilton  and  Meredith  in  the  county 
of  Belknap  aforesaid,  except  for  its  own  uses;  nor  shall  said 
corporation  have  the  right  to  use  or  dispose  of  power  for  the 
use  or  operation  of  electric  railroads,  except  it  may  furnish 
power  to  the  Laconia  Street  Railway  within  the  limits  of  said 
city  of  Laconia. 

Strike  out  the  following  after  the  word  "purposes,"  in  the 
seventh  line  of  section  2:  "and  shall  have  the  right  to  erect 
its  poles  and  string  and  maintain  its  wires  or  other  appliances 
over  land  of  private  individuals,  in  said  counties  and  towns, 
having  due  regard  for  the  public  safety  and  convenience,  and 
doing  no  unnecesssary  damage  to  individuals  or  land  owners; 
and  if  said  corporation  shall  be  unable  to  agree  with  the  own- 
ers of  any  land  over  which  it  may  be  necessary  to  erect  its 
poles  and  string  its  wires  and  maintain  the  same  upon  the 
damage  occasioned  thereby,  either  party  may  apply  to  the 
supreme  court  for  the  county  in  which  such  alleged  damage 
accrues  (occurs),  for  the  assessment  of  damages,  and  said  court, 
at  a  trial  term  thereof,  shall  refer  the  same  to  the  county  com- 
missioners for  said  county,  who  shall  proceed  thereon  in  like 
manner  as  in  the  laying  out  of  highways;  provided,  Jiowever, 
that  if  either  party  shall  desire,  before  reference  to  said  com- 
missioners, they  shall  be  entitled  to  a  trial  by  jury,  in  such 
manner  and  under  such  regulations  as  the  court  may  pre- 
scribe." 

Add  the  following  to  section  5:  "consistent  with  the  ex- 
isting laws  of  the  State." 

Substitute  the  following  for  section  6 : 
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Sect.  6.  For  the  purpose  of  enabling  said  corporation  to 
carry  on  its  business  and  to  purchase  real  estate,  rights  in  real 
estate,  water  rights,  rights  of  fiowage,  the  right  to  erect  and 
maintain  dams  and  reservoirs  as  aforesaid,  and  corporate 
rights  and  franchises,  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  for  the  car- 
rying on  its  business,  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to 
borrow  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  from  time  to 
time,  and  issue  its  notes,  bonds,  and  obligations  therefor,  se- 
cured by  mortgage  or  otherwise,  as  may  be  deemed  necessary 
for  the  best  interests  of  the  corporation;  such  notes,  bonds,  or 
obligations  to  be  in  such  denomination,  bearing  such  dates, 
and  payable  at  such  times  and  at  such  rate  of  interest,  not  ex- 
ceeding 6  per  cent,  as  may  be  fixed  and  determined  by  the  cor- 
poration.

For  Senator,  and  the  like,  .and  beneath  each  designation  there 
shall  be  left  as  many  blank  lines  as  there  are  persons  to  be 
elected  to  such  office.'' 

Strike  out  after  the  word  "candidate,"  in  line  31  of  section 
10,  of  the  printed  bill,  the  words,  "and  a  convenient  space  shall 
follow,"  and  in  lines  32  and  33  of  said  section,  the  words, 
"each  question  submitted,  in  which  the  voter  may  write  Yes 
or  No,"  and  insert  in  place  thereof  the  following:  "The  bal- 
lots shall  be  so  printed  as  to  give  to  each  voter  an  opportunity 
to  designate  by  a  cross  mark  (X)  in  a  square,  his  answer  to  the 
question  submitted." 

Amend  section  14  by  striking  out  in  lines  31  and  32  of  the 
printed  bill  the  words,  "No  person  shall  act  as  inspector  at 
any  election  at  which  he  is  a  candidate  for  any  office." 

Amend  section  15  by  striking  out  in  lines  26,  27,  28,  29,  30, 
and  31,  of  the  printed  bill,  the  words,  "and  shall  be  covered 
at  the  top  with  a  slide  only,  which  shall  not  be  opened  till  the 
name  of  the  person  offering  his  vote  has  been  called  and 
checked  on  the  list  by  the  ward  or  town  clerk,  and  then  shall 
be  shut  until  another  voter  presents  himself,  and  his  name  has 
been  called  and  checked  on  the  list." 
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Amend  section  17  by  striking  out  in  lines  9  to  32,  inclusive, 
of  the  printed  bill,  the  words,  "If  the  voter  shall  desire  to  vote 
for  any  person  whose  name  is  not  printed  as  a  candidate,  in 
the  column  under  his  mark,  he  may  insert  the  name  of  the  can- 
didate of  his  choice,  by  writing  in  such  name  in  the  blank 
space  provided  for  that  purpose,  and  such  shall  be  counted  in 
place  of  the  name  originally  printed  above  said  blank  space, 
whether  the  latter  is  or  is  not  cancelled  or  erased;  provided, 
however,  that  in  case  of  a  candidate  nominated  by  nomination 
papers  for  representative  to  the  general  court,  or  for  any  town 
or  city  office,  and  whose  name  appears  upon  the  printed  ballot, 
the  voter,  if  he  desires,  may  mark  in  the  circle  at  the  head  of 
any  column,  and  may  also  mark  in  the  circle  immediately 
above  such  independent  nomination.  In  such  case  the  vote 
shall  be  counted  for  such  independent  nomination,  and  shall 
be  counted  for  all  the  candidates  in  the  column  under  which 
he  has  marked,  except  for  the  candidates  for  the  same  office 
for  which  the  voter  has  marked  otherwise,  provided  that  in 
such  case  the  voter  shall  erase  the  name  of  any  candidate  for 
whom  he  does  not  desire  to  vote.  Or  if  the  voter  does  not 
desire  to  vote  for  any  person  or  persons  for  a  particular  office, 
he  may  erase  such  name  with  the  effect  that  the  ballot  shall 
not  be  counted  for  the  candidate  whose  name  is  so  erased," 
and  insert  in  place  thereof  the  following:  "In  case  a  voter 
desires  to  vote  for  a  candidate  whose  name  is  not  printed 
under  the  circle  in  which  he  has  marked,  he  shall  erase  or  can- 
cel the  name  of  the  candidate  in  such  column  for  whom  he 
refuses  to  vote,  and  may  vote  for  the  candidate  of  his  choice 
by  making  a  cross  (X)  in  the  square  opposite  the  name  of  such 
candidate,  or  by  writing  in  the  name  of  the  person  for  whom 
he  desires  to  vote  in  the  right  hand  column  prepared  for  the 
purpose.  In  such  case,  the  vote  so  marked  in  the  square,  or 
so  inserted  in  the  right  hand  column  shall  be  counted,  and 
such  ballot  shall  not  be  counted  for  the  candidate  for  the  same 
oflice  whose  name  is  erased.  Unless  cancelled  or  erased,  all 
names  in  the  party  columns,  under  the  circle  marked  by  the 
voter,  shall  be  counted  to  the  exclusion  of  all  others.     One 
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mark  in  the  square  opposite  the  names  of  candidates  for  elect- 
ors of  president  and  vice-president  shall  be  counted  as  a  vote 
for  each.  Provided,  however^,  that  a  voter  may  omit  to  mark 
in  any  circle,  and  may  vote  for  one  or  more  candidates  by 
marking  a  cross  (X)  in  the  square  opposite  the  names,  or  he 
may  insert  the  names  of  the  candidates  of  his  choice  in  the 
blank  or  right  hand  column,  and  such  votes  shall  be  counted.'* 
Also  further  amend  section  17  by  striking  out  in  lines  33, 
34,  and  35  of  the  printed  bill,  the  words:  "In  case  of  a  question 
submitted  to  the  vote  of  the  people,  he  may  write  his  answer 
thereto  in  the  place  designated  by  the  officer  who  prepares  the 
ballots,"  and  insert  in  place  thereof  the  following:  "In  case  of 
a  question  submitted  to  the  vote  of  the  people,  the  voter  may 
mark  in  the  appropriate  square  ,a  cross  (X)  against  the  answer 
which  he  desires  to  give."

This  act  shall  not  include  cross 
walks,  or  foot  paths  outside  the  compact  part  of  towns  and 
cities  that  ,are  worn  only  by  travel  and  not  improved  l)y  towns 
or  cities  or  the  abutters.  Xor  shall  it  include  any  paths  or  walks 
that  are  now  or  may  hereafter  bo  built  for  the  exclusive  use  of 
bicyclists.  The  terms  "bicycle"  and  "tricycle,"  as  used  in  this 
act  shall  be  deemed  to  include  all  vehicles  propelled  by  the  per- 
son riding  the  same,  either  wholly  or  in  part.  The  terms 
"park"  and  "square,"  as  used  in  this  act,  shall  not  include  any 
spaces  under  the  control  of  park  commissioners  or  a  park 
board,  or  a  special  park  department  of  a  town  of  city  liaving 
power  to  make  regulations  relative  to  such  places,  and  this  act 
shall  not  in  any  way  abridge  the  powers  of  such  commissioners, 
board,  or  department.

The  report  was  accepted  and,  on  motion  of  Senator  Went- 
worth,  the  rules  were  so  far  suspended  that  the  joint  resolu- 
tion was  read  a  third  time  by  its  title  and  passed. 
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Senator  Liscom,  for  the  Committee  on  Claims,  to  whom  was 
referred  "A  joint  resolution  in  favor  of  Andrew  J.  Crooker," 
reported  the  same  with  the  resolution: — that  the  resolution 
ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted  and,  on  motion  of  Senator  Scott, 
the  resolution  was  read  a  third  time  by  its  title  and  passed. 

The  following  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Eep- 
resentatives  by  its  clerk:

On  motion  of  Senator  Liscom,  the  Senate  granted  the 
request  of  the  House  of  Representatives  for  a  Committee  of 
Conference,  and  the  President  appointed  as  members  of  such 
committee,  on  the  part  of  the  Senate,  Senators  Liscom, 
Cheney,  and  Campbell. 

(Senator  Faulkner  in  the  chair.) 

On  motion  of  Senator  Emery,  the  following  resolution  was 
adopted: 
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Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Senate  are  due  the  Pres- 
ident for  his  ability,  impartiality,  and  devotion  to  the  duties 
of  his  high  office,  as  shown  this  session. 

The  President  responded  as  follows: 

Senators : 

I  heartily  appreciate  the  sentiments  expressed  by  your  res- 
olution. As  complete  and  gracious  as  are  its  terms,  I  realize 
that  it  does  not,  and  that  any  resolution  cannot,  wholly  em- 
body and  characterize  your  unvarying  kindness  towards  me. 
As  in  my  election,  so  in  this  testimonial,  your  action  is  unan- 
imous. Such  trust  and  commendation  are  as  rare  as  touch- 
ing. General  Garfield,  in  addressing  the  legislature  that  nom- 
inated him  for  United  States  Senator,  said  that  no  flowers 
were  so  sweet  as  those  which  bloomed  over  the  partition  walls 
of  politics. 

Your  presiding  officer  has  much  for  which  to  thank  you. 
Your  cordial  supporFand  friendly  regard  from  the  first  have 
been  all  that  could  be  desired,  and  beyond  what  was  expected. 
My  association  with  you  and  the  officers  of  the  Senate  has  been 
such  as  to  cause  me  to  hold  you  all  in  high  esteem  and  lasting 
remembrance.  But  the  harmony  and  the  delights  of  our  social 
and  official  intercourse  are  now  to  cease.  We  will  return  to 
our  respective  constituencies  the  commissions  they  gave  us  as 
pure  and  unsullied  as  when  received.  This  session  now  end- 
ing has  been  exceedingly  pleasant,  and,  I  hope,  not  unprofit- 
able to  the  State  whose  interests  we  have  conscientiously  en- 
deavored to  guard.  Whatever  the  record,  good  or  bad,  it  must 
stand,  and  we  bear  our  share  of  the  responsibility  for  its 
making. 

The  chair  makes  haste  to  declare  that  he  has  seen  no  dis- 
position on  the  part  of  any  Senator  to  shirk  or  evade  duty. 
Our  body  has  been  a  sensible  one,  taking  reasonable  and  fair- 
minded  views  of  the  various  matters  coming  before  it.  The 
average  judgment  has  almost  invariably  been  in  the  right  di- 
rection. We  have  done  some  good  and,  I  trust,  no  positive 
harm. 
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Senators,  I  will  talk  no  longer,  save  to  say  that  my  friend- 
•ship  for  you  is  warm  and  tender;  that  I  hope  your  future  days 
may  be  good  days,  your  pathway  strewn  with  sweetest  of  flow- 
ers, and  all  your  work  as  pleasant  as  it  has  been  in  this  his- 
toric chamber. 

'On  motion  of  Senator  Welch,  the  following  resolution  was 
adopted:

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THUESDAY,  January   7,  1897. 

The  House  met  at  11  o'clock. 

Prayer  was  offered  by  Eev.  Howard  F.  Hill  of  Concord. 

In  accordance  with  the  House  resolution,  the  Speaker  ap- 
pointed the  following  committee  to  select  a  chaplain:  Messrs. 
Chase  of  Bristol,  Dudley  of  Brentwood,  Home  of  Milton, 
Martin  of  Laconia,  Lewando  of  Wolfeborough,  Lyford  of 
Concord,  Young  of  Manchester,  Ellis  of  Keene,  Tubbs  of 
Newport,  Lane  of  Lancaster. 

Messrs.  Leavitt  of  Effingham  and  Cilley  of  Manchester, 
having  been  qualified  by  His  Excellency  the  Governor,  ap- 
peared and  took  their  seats  as  members  of  the  House. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Lyford  of  Concord, — Eesolved,  That  the 
House  of  Eepresentatives  is  ready  to  meet  the  Senate  in  Joint 
convention,  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  His  Excellency  the 
Governor,  and  any  communication  he  may  be  pleased  to  make, 
and  for  the  transaction  of  such  other  business  as  may  properly 
come  before  such  convention. 

m    CONVENTION. 

The  Honorable  Senate  then  came  in,  and,  the  two  branches 
being  in  convention,  Mr.  French  of  Moultonborough,  for  the 
committee  appointed  by  the  chair  to  wait  upon  the  Hon. 
George  A.  Eamsdell,  and  inform  him  officially  of  his  election 
as  governor  of  the  state  of  New  Hampshire,  reported  that  it 
had  attended  to  that  duty;  that  the  Governor-elect  had  ac- 
cepted said  office,  and  would  meet  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Eepresentatives  in  convention  at  the  earliest  convenient  time 
to  take  the  oath  of  office  and  make  such  communication  as  he 
might  deem  proper. 

Senator  Scott  of  District  No.  15,  for  the  committee  ap- 
pointed by  the  chair  to  wait  upon  Joseph  0.  Hobbs,  Allen  N. 
Clapp,  George  W.  Cummings,  Walter  S.  Davis,  and  Charles  F. 
Piper,  and  inform  them  of  their  election  to  the  honorable 
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council,  reported  that  it  had  attended  to  that  duty  and  had 
notified  the  gentlemen  named  of  their  election  as  councillors 
for  the  ensuing  two  years. 

Senator  Buxton  of  District  No.  9,  for  the  committee  ap- 
pointed by  the  chair  to  wait  upon  Hon.  Frank  P.  Maynard 
and  inform  him  of  his  election  as  commissary-general,  re- 
ported that  it  had  attended  to  that  duty  and  had  notified  that 
gentleman  of  his  election  as  commissary-general  for  the  ensu- 
ing two  years. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Lyford  of  Concord,  a  recess  of  twenty 
minutes  was  taken. 

After  recess,  the  chair  appointed  Senator  Howard  of  Dis- 
trict No.  18,  and  Messrs.  Heath  of  Warner  and  Wallace  of 
Portsmouth  as  a  committee  to  escort  the  Governor  and  the 
Governor-elect  to  Eepresentatives  Hall. 

The  Governor,  Governor-elect,  and  the  Honorable  Coun- 
cil came  in,  and  the  Hon.  George  A.  Eamsdell,  Governor-elect^ 
then  took  and  subscribed  the  oath  of  office,  and  the  oaths  of 
allegiance  before  the  President  of  the  Senate,  and  in  the  pres- 
ence of  both  branches  of  the  Legislature,  whereupon  the  Hon. 
Chester  B.  Jordan,  President  of  the  Senate,  made  proclama- 
tion as  follows: 

George  A.  Eamsdell,  having  been  duly  elected  Governor  of 
New  Hampshire,  accepted  the  office,  and  taken  the  oaths  pre- 
scribed by  the  constitution,  I  do  therefore  declare  and  pro- 
claim His  Excellency  George  A.  Eamsdell  Governor  of  the 
state  of  New  Hampshire,  to  hold  the  office  during  the  period 
prescribed  by  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  state.  And  I 
present  Your  Excellency  with  a  copy  of  the  constitution  of 
the  state,  as  a  guide  in  the  discharge  of  your  official  duties. 

His  Excellency  the  Governor  then  read  the  following  mes- 
sage; 
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Gentlemen  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives : 

I  assume  the  office  of  chief  magistrate  with  a  deep  sense  of 
responsibility  to  the  people  of  the  state,  and  to  Him  of  whose 
throne  "Justice  and  Judgment  are  the  habitation." 

We  take  up  the  work  of  our  respective  branches  of  the  gov- 
ernment when  the  general  depression  in  business  suggests 
and  demands  the  utmost  economy  in  the  administration  of 
affairs  consistent  with  the  good  name  and  permanent  welfare 
of  the  state. 

FINANCIAL. 

The  finances  of  the  state  are  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 
Our  total  indebtedness  at  the  highest  point,  June  1,  1872, 
after  the  assumption  of  a  large  part  of  the  town  and  city  war 
expenses,  amounting  to  $2,206,100,  was  $4,138,124.16. 

The  net  indebtedness  June  1,  1896,  including  the  liability 
of  the  state  for  all  trust  funds  in  its  possession,  was  $1,827,- 
741.37,  showing  a  reduction  of  the  debt  in  twenty-four  years 
of  $2,310,382.79. 

This  reduction  of  the  debt  has  been  effected  notwithstand- 
ing the  large  outlay  for  buildings  erected  upon  land  to  which 
the  state  for  the  most  part  has  a  legal  title.  The  reduction  of 
the  debt  for  the  last  fiscal  year  was  $198,559.28, 

The  commendable  act  of  the  last  Legislature  in  reducing  the 
tax  on  general  savings-bank  deposits  from  one  per  cent  to 
three  fourths  of  one  per  cent,  and  remitting  the  entire  tax 
upon  such  amounts  as  are  loaned  upon  real  estate  in  New 
Hampshire,  together  with  a  shrinkage  of  the  tax  occasioned 
by  large  withdrawals  on  the  part  of  depositors  during  the 
past  two  or  three  years,  has  resulted  in  a  serious  loss  to  the 
towns  and  cities  of  the  state  in  what  is  called  the  savings- 
bank  tax. 

That  portion  of  tax  paid  by  savings  banks  on  account  of 
the  deposits  owned  by  non-residents,  by  statute  constitutes 
a  literary  fund  which  is  annually  divided  among  the  towns 
for  the  benefit  of  the  public  schools.  The  amount  received 
by  towns  and  cities  on  account  of  the  literary  fund  has  fallen 
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off  in  about  the  same  ratio  as  the  amount  received  under  the 
general  distribution  of  the  savings-bank  tax. 

In  view  of  these  facts,  I  recommend  the  Legislature  to 
authorize  a  state  tax  for  the  years  1898-99  of  $400,000  instead 
of  the  tax  of  $500,000  which  has  been  annually  granted  for 
the  past  eight  years. 

In  addition  to  the  tax  which  is  levied  directly  upon  the 
towns  and  cities,  the  state  has  an  annual  income,  of  which 
tliat  portion  of  the  railroad  tax  retained  in  the  treasury  is  the 
principal  item,  which  it  is  estimated  will  amount  to  $175,000 
as  long  as  the  present  state  revenue  laws  are  in  force. 

Only  $150,000  of  the  indebtedness  of  the  state  will  annually 
mature  for  some  time  to  come. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  bonds  maturing  in  1897-98, 
together  with  all  other  necessary  drafts  upon  the  treasury 
during  that  time,  can  be  paid  out  of  funds  available  for  those 
years. 

If  the  same  cannot  be  done  during  the  years  immediately 
succeeding,  the  financial  affairs  of  the  state  will  still  be  in 
good  condition  so  long  as  there  is  no  increase  of  debt. 

While  the  public  debt  is  still  large,  it  must  be  borne  in 
mind  that  within  a  few  years  there  have  been  erected  a  state 
prison  ample  enough  for  the  present  and  prospective  wants 
of  the  state,  at  a  cost  of  $234,973.06;  buildings,  including 
apparatus  at  Plymouth  for  the  accommodation  of  the  normal 
school  costing  $75,998.96;  a  state  library  building  at  a  cost 
of  $313,793.39;  the  Soldiers'  Home  buildings  at  Tilton, 
costing  $50,000;  and  the  building  of  the  College  of  Agricul- 
ture and  the  Mechanic  Arts  at  Durham,  at  a  cost  of  $150,000; 
additions  to  the  buildings  at  the  insane  asylum,  at  a  cost  of 
$38,000;  all  of  the  most  modem  and  substantial  character,  and 
the  aggregate  cost  of  which  ($862,765.41),  represents  nearly 
one  half  of  the  present  indebtedness  of  the  state. 

I  am  not  aware  of  any  reasonable  demand  that  can  be  made 
for  public  buildings,  except  in  connection  with  the  Asylum 
for  the  Insane. 

For  an  exhaustive  statement  of  the  financial  condition  of 
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the  affairs  of  the  state,  reference  can  be  had  to  the  last  annual 
report  of  the  treasurer,  and  to  the  previous  reports  therein 
referred  to. 

The  evidences  of  returning  business  prosperity  are  multi- 
plying in  every  direction,  and  it  is  reasonable  to  hope  that  a 
recovery  from  the  depressed  financial  condition  which  has 
rested  upon  the  entire  country  has  commenced  and  will  con- 
tinue without  interruption,  and  that  our  state  will  in  the 
future  have  the  ability  to  do,  to  a  considerable  extent,  what 
will  tend  to  develop  every  interest  and  section  of  our  domain. 

It  will  not,  of  course,  be  the  part  of  wisdom  to  withhold 
support  from  any  of  the  institutions  which  the  state  has 
founded  and  fostered,  nor  any  of  the  causes  which  the  state 
has,  after  mature  deliberation,  aided;  but  the  utmost  care 
should  be  exercised,  especially  during  a  period  which  we  hope 
is  one  of  transition,  that  the  state's  money  is  carefully  ex- 
pended. 

In  order  that  each  Senator  or  member  of  the  House  may 
act  understandingly  upon  bills  making  drafts  upon  the  treas- 
ury, which  will  come  before  them  for  consideration,  from 
time  to  time,  I  recommend  an  early  examination  of  the  acts  of 
preceding  Legislatures  by  which  annual  or  standing  appropri- 
ations have  been  made  .and  which  are  now  in  force. 

THE  AUSTRALIAN  BALLOT. 

The  Australian  ballot  law,  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of 
1891,  has  been  in  operation  a  sufficient  time  to  show  that  it 
fails  to  accomplish  all  that  was  anticipated,  and  some  most 
serious  defects  have  become  apparent. 

It  is  estimated  that  at  least  five  per  cent  of  the  ballots  cast 
under  this  law  at  the  recent  election  were  rejected  by  reason 
of  imperfect  or  erroneous  marking. 

The  testimony  of  those  having  charge  of  ballots  upon  elec- 
tion day  is  unanimous  that  names  at  the  head  of  the  ticket 
are  much  more  generally  marked  than  those  at  the  end;  that 
voters  apparently  under  the  system  of  a  cross  for  each  name, 
become  indifferent,  confused,  or  wearied  before  the  long  list 
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of  names  is  examined,  especially  in  cases  where  national,  state, 
and  city  elections  are  concurrent. 

I  recommend  an  examination  of  the  form  of  ballot  used  in 
other  states  and  passing  under  the  general  name  of  the  Aus- 
tralian ballot.  Some  of  these  are  a  great  improvement  upon 
that  in  use  in  our  own  state. 

An  arrangement  by  which  the  individual  can  vote  his 
straight  party  ticket  by  making  one  cross  would  seem  to 
remedy  the  most  jDrominent  evil  in  the  system  as  we  have  used 
it.  In  that  connection  provision  could  easily  be  made  by 
which  the  voter  could  substitute  a  name  for  any  nominee 
upon  his  regular  ticket. 

AGRICULTUEE. 

The  29,151  farms  of  New  Hampshire,  valued  at  $66,162,- 
160,  affording  employment  to  42,670  people,  yielding  an 
annual  product  valued  at  $13,761,050,  represent  the  agricul- 
ture of  the  state  which,  in  common  with  other  industries,  is 
suffering  from  the  general  financial  depression. 

The  general  condition  of  agriculture  in  the  state,  as  com- 
pared with  the  condition  two  years  ago,  calls  for  no  special 
mention  beyond  the  fact  that  there  is  increased  evidence  of 
thrift  and  advanced  methods  in  those  sections  adapted  to  the 
use  of  improved  machinery  and  accessible  to  markets,  while 
the  remote  sections  with  rocky  and  sterile  soil  are  tending 
towards  forest  growth. 

The  state  board  of  agriculture  is  contributing  to  the  pros- 
perity of  this  great  industry  by  extensively  advertising  the 
desirable  features  of  New  Hampshire,  thereby  securing  the 
re-occupancy  of  abandoned  farms  and  developing  the  sum- 
mer boarding  interest;  supervising  the  license  and  sale  of 
commercial  fertilizers,  in  the  enforcement  of  dairy  and  other 
laws,  in  securing  legitimate  legislation,  and  in  educational 
work. 

The  grange,  with  state,  county,  .and  219  local  organiza- 
tions, has  become  an  influential  agency  in  New  Hampshire, 
and  an  important  educational  and  social  factor  in  advancing 
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the  interests  of  husbandry,  in  relieving  farm  life  of  its  isola- 
tion and  farmers  of  discontent.  The  co-operative  efforts  of 
the  board  of  agriculture  and  the  grange  have  been  highly 
successful  in  this  direction.  The  state  dairymen's  association 
and  state  horticultural  society,  recently  organized  by  the 
state,  are  promoting  the  interests  of  their  respective  lines,  and 
by  annual  exhibitions  are  contributing  to  the  excellence  of 
New  Hampshire  dairy  and  fruit  produce. 

No  disease  has  affected  the  flocks  and  herds  of  the  state  to 
a  greater  extent  than  is  common  to  such  animals.  Bovine 
tuberculosis  has  been  much  discussed  and  prevails  among 
the  herds  of  this  and  various  foreign  countries.  Its  presence 
causes  serious  loss  to  stock  owners  and  danger  to  human 
health  under  certain  conditions.  The  disease  is  largely  pre- 
ventable by  sanitary  precaution  and  its  suppression  depends 
in  a  great  degree  upon  the  adoption  of  proper  sanitary  meas- 
ures. Ventilation,  sunlight,  exercise,  and  judicious  feeding 
are  among  the  measures  as  essential  in  its  suppression  as  de- 
stroying diseased  animals. 

The  state  board  of  cattle  commissioners  has  pursued  a  con- 
servative policy,  but  neglected  no  legitimate  demand  for  in- 
spection. The  report  of  the  commissioners  will  show  4,500 
cattle  inspected;  560  tuberculous  animals  destroyed,  for  which 
one  half  the  health  value  was  paid,  as  provided  by  law,  call- 
ing for  an  expenditure  of  $16,000  during  the  past  two  years. 
In  the  work  of  the  commission  much  importance  has  been 
attached  to  the  advocacy  and  enforcement  of  preventative 
measures.  It  is  evident  that  progress  has  been  made  in  the 
suppression  of  this  disease  in  the  state,  and  that  a  continuance 
of  intelligent,  conservative  action  along  similar  lines  will 
result  in  reducing  the  disease  in  the  most  practical  manner. 
The  payment  of  one  half  the  health  value  for  diseased  animals 
destroyed  is  regarded  as  a  just  and  equitable  provision,  and  I 
have  no  change  to  recommend  in  the  present  law. 

GOOD   ROADS. 

This  subject  is  attracting  attention  not  only  in  our  own 
state  but  tlirouohout  the  entire  country.     Very  much  can  be 
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said  in  favor  of  substantial  outlays  upon  the  great  highways 
of  the  state  as  well  as  the  roads  Avhich  accommodate  our 
sparsely  settled  sections.  With  a  large  outlay  of  money  in 
this  direction,  New  Hampshire  might  be  made  into  one  grand 
park,  attracting  summer  visitors  and  summer  boarders  in 
almost  unlimited  numbers.  But  the  time  has  not  yet  come 
for  a  state  commission  to  improve  our  highways.  For  the 
present  these  improvements,  for  the  most  part,  must  be  left 
with  the  towns  and  cities. 

I  recommend  the  usual  appropriations  for  repairs  upon 
highways  in  the  northern  portion  of  the  state,  believing  that 
the  money  heretofore  expended  in  that  locality  has  been  pru- 
dently and  .advantageously  used,  and  resulted  in  positive  gain 
to  the  state. 

OUK  FORESTS. 

The  work  of  the  forestry  commission  has  been  carried  on 
during  the  past  two  years  with  due  diligence,  and  the  report 
of  the  commissioners  will  inform  you  in  detail  of  what  has 
been  accomplished.  The  importance  and  necessity  of  the 
preservation  of  the  forest  cover,  so  far  as  it  is  compatible  also 
with  wise  utilization  of  the  forest  product,  will  commend 
themselves  to  the  public  at  large;  while  the  economy  and 
efficacy  of  the  work  already  done  will  still  further  emphasize 
the  desirability  of  its  continuance.  In  a  state  where  the 
natural  resources  are  no  more  extensive  than  they  are  within 
our  borders,  it  behooves  us  to  husband  those  which  we  possess 
with  a  due  regard  to  the  future  as  well  as  the  present;  and  your 
collective  judgment  will  doubtless  deal  with  this  matter  as  it 
best  deserves,  bearing  in  mind  the  fact  that  whatever  tends  to 
make  our  state  attractive  to  parties  desiring  some  escape 
from  more  densely  populated  sections,  and  whatever  tends 
to  hold  or  increase  the  water  flow  in  our  streams,  must  of 
necessity  be  of  more  than  temporary  benefit  to  the  entire 
state. 

EDUCATION. 

The  subject  of  popular  education  is  one  of  continual  inter- 
est and  importance.     All  measures  afl'ecting  the  interests  of 
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the  common  schools  should  receive  most  careful  attention 
and  thoughtful  consideration.  It  is  highly  desirable  that  the 
means  and  agencies  designed  for  educating  our  future  citizens 
should  be  perfected  so  far  as  is  feasible. 

An  increasing  interest  in  educational  affairs  is  shown  by- 
larger  demands  upon  the  superintendent  to  address  the  peo- 
ple on  educational  themes,  by  the  larger  number  of  educa- 
tional organizations,  by  greater  care  and  activity  on  the  part 
of  school  officers,  by  more  largely  attended  school  meetings. 

Especial  effort  has  been  put  forth  to  reach  and  aid  the 
smaller  towns  through  the  day  institutes  to  which  the  citizens 
have  been  especially  invited. 

There  are  signs  that  the  standard  of  qualifications  of  teach- 
ers is  rising.  The  state  certification  of  teachers  through  ex- 
aminations conducted  by  the  department  of  public  instruction, 
though  entailing  much  labor  and  care,  directly  tends  to  ele- 
vate the  standard  of  requirements  for  teachers.  The  various 
county  associations  of  teachers,  largely  formed  through  the 
instrumentality  of  this  department  and  directly  aided  by  it, 
each  holding  several  meetings  during  the  year,  the  Jiumerous 
institutes  adapted  to  all  grades  and  conditions  of  schools,  the 
excellent  summer  institute  free  to  all  teachers  of  the  state, 
serve  to  improve  the  teachers  and  also  to  instruct  the  people 
by  giving  an  intelligent  insight  into  school  affairs. 

The  importance  of  skilled  supervision  of  schools  is  grad- 
ually attracting  deserved  attention  and  in  better  times  more 
and  more  the  larger  towns  and  groups  of  towns  may  be  ex- 
pected to  employ  superintendents  as  executive  officers  in  the 
management  of  their  schools. 

To  meet  more  adequately  present  conditions,  a  revision  of 
the  laws  relating  to  attendance  of  scholars  and  to  truancy 
seems  advisable.  The  present  laws  are  not  wholly  clear  or 
satisfactory  in  practice. 

On  the  whole,  it  may  be  said  that  the  educational  affairs  of 
the  state  are  in  a  prosperous  condition  and  that  the  general 
tendency  is  in  the  right  direction. 

Complete  information  regarding  the  schools  of  the  state 
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will  be  furnished  in  detail  in  the  forthcoming  report  of  the 
superintendent  of  public  instruction. 

NEW      HAMPSHIEE      COLLEGE      OF      AGRICULTURE      AND      THE 
MECHANIC      ARTS. 

The  New  Hampshire  College  of  Agriculture  and  the  Me- 
chanic xirts,  removed  from  Hanover  and  established  at  Dur- 
ham by  the  Legislature  of  1891,  is  doing  a  work  creditable  to 
the  college  and  to  the  state. 

The  state  has  advanced  for  buildings  and  equipments, 
$150,000,  but  the  college  has  resources  independent  of  the 
state,  by  which  its  perpetuity  is  guaranteed.  The  state  holds 
in  trust  the  proceeds  of  the  original  gift  from  the  United 
States  to  the  amount  of  $80,000,  the  interest  of  which  is  an- 
nually available  to  the  college,  and  by  a  more  recent  act  of 
Congress  the  college  receives  ,a  large  annual  appropriation 
from  the  general  government.  The  Benjamin  Thompson 
legacy  of  something  less  than  $-400,000,  now  in  the  posses- 
sion of  the  state,  with  an  increment  of  four  per  cent,  com^ 
pound  interest,  will  be  available  in  1910,  and  place  the  college 
upon  a  firm  foundation. 

The  college  needs,  and  should  have,  in  addition  to  what  has 
already  been  done,  a  moderate  appro j)riation  until  the  Thomp- 
son fund  becomes  available,  after  which  the  college  will  be 
able  to  care  for  itself. 

The  impression  which  prevails  in  some  quarters  that  the 
institution  is  simply  an  agricultural  college  is  erroneous. 
While  it  furnishes  an  abundant  opportunity  to  pursue  a  four 
years'  course  in  agriculture,  a  two  years'  course  in  agriculture 
(as  provided  by  the  last  Legislature),  and  other  courses  in  the 
same  department,  it  also,  in  the  department  of  the  mechanic 
arts,  furnishes  an  opportunity  to  students  who  desire  to  pur- 
sue a  full  course  in  mechanical  engineering,  electrical  en- 
gineering, or  technical  chemistry,  with  general  courses  in  both 
departments.  As  I  close  this  message,  the  catalogue  of  the 
college  for  1896-97  has  come  to  hand.  I  call  your  attention 
to  the  same  as  to  the  work  of  the  institution. 
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military  affairs. 

The  advance  sheets  of  the  adjutant-general's  report,  dated 
October  1,  1896,  and  now  in  the  hands  of  the  printer,  have 
been  submitted  to  me.  It  is  an  exhaustive  statement  of  the 
condition  of  the  National  Guard,  and  worthy  of  a  careful 
perusal.  The  need  of  well  organized  and  disciplined  state 
troops  was  never  more  apparent  than  at  the  present  time,  and 
it  is  fortunate  that  it  can  be  affirmed  of  our  National  Guard 
that  it  was  never  in  better  condition. 

The  revised  register  of  the  soldiers  and  sailors  in  the  War 
of  the  Kebellion  has  been  completed  by  the  adjutant-general 
and  copies  forwarded  to  each  town  and  city  in  the  state,  each 
public  library,  and  each  post  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Ee- 
public,  in  conformity  to  the  law  of  1895.  This  work  is  a 
monument  to  the  industry  and  ability  of  its  author;  in  value  it 
is  not  exceeded  by  any  publication  issued  by  authority  of  the 
state.  Copies  not  already  disposed  of  are  in  the  hands  of  the 
trustees  of  the  state  library,  to  be  sold  ,at  the  price  of  six 
dollars. 

I  concur  in  the  recommendation  of  the  adjutant-general, 
that  honorably  discharged  sailors  and  soldiers  of  the  state  of 
New  Hampshire  should  be  allowed  to  purchase  the  book  at 
the  uniform  rate  of  three  dollars. 

You  will  observe  by  the  report  of  the  adjutant-general  that 
the  department  has  been  obliged  to  carry  over  from  one  year 
to  another  some  unpaid  bills.  This  state  of  affairs  has  re- 
sulted, as  I  understand  it,  from  the  fact  that  bills  for  the  per- 
manent improvement  of  the  camp  ground  have  been  paid  out 
of  the  general  annual  appropriation  for  the  National  Guard, 
which  has  not  been  large  enough  to  meet  current  expenses  of 
the  department  and  improvement  at  the  camp  ground,  for 
which  no  special  appropriation  has  been  made.  This  is  a  mat- 
ter which  should  receive  your  early  attention. 

Attention  is  directed  to  the  reports  of  the  adjutant-general 
and  inspector-general. 
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savings  banks. 

I  have  examined  the  advance  sheets  of  the  report  of  the 
bank  commissioners  and  fully  concur  in  the  suggestions 
therein  made.  The  printed  report  will  soon  be  in  your  hands 
for  examination. 

The  number  of  banks  under  injunction  has  largely  in- 
creased within  the  last  two  years. 

It  is  a  matter  of  congratulation  that  dishonesty  on  the  part 
of  officials  has  contributed  so  small  an  amount  to  the  present 
condition  of  things;  that  while  we  have  many  savings  banks 
unable,  at  present  at  least,  to  do  business,  and  some  that  are 
insolvent,  the  majority  of  our  savings  banks  find  no  difficulty 
in  meeting  reasonable  calls  for  money  by  depositors. 

It  was  not  the  purpose  of  the  state  in  chartering  savings 
banks  that  they  should  be  used  as  banks  of  discount,  and 
deposits  therein  made  subject  to  withdrawal  on  short  notice, 
and  it  is  unfortunate  that  depositors  have  made  unusual  calls 
upon  the  banks  at  times  when  the  general  business  of  the 
country  has  been  and  is  depressed,  and  the  money  market  in 
an  unsettled  condition. 

The  present  statute  regulating  the  investments  of  savings 
banks,  and  which  has  been  in  force  four  years,  has  prevented 
unwise  investments  since  the  passage  of  the  act. 

The  amendments  to  the  laws  regulating  taxation  of  deposits 
in  savings  banks,  as  made  at  the  last  session,  seem  to  operate 
fairly  between  the  state  and  all  other  parties  concerned. 

RAILROADS. 

Since  the  last  meeting  of  the  general  court,  the  Boston  & 
Maine  and  the  Concord  &  Montreal  railroads  have  taken  ad- 
vantage of  authority  granted  by  the  Legislature,  and  the 
former  road  has  taken  a  lease  of  the  latter  with  all  its  branches. 
The  length  of  this  lease,  and  others  heretofore  made,  amounts 
in  each  case  to  practical  consolidation,  and,  apparently,  this 
has  become  the  settled  policy  of  the  state  as  to  railroads. 

The  statutes  authorizing  these  unions  seem  to  have  been 
carefully  drawn,  but  the  strongest  guaranty  that  the  rights  of 
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the  people  will  not  be  invaded  lies  in  the  fact  that  the  state 
and  the  railroads  have  a  common  interest;  that  whatever  will 
tend  to  develop  the  prosperity  of  the  former,  must  necessarily 
bring  good  returns  to  the  latter;  that  good  road-beds,  ample 
terminals,  and  low  freights  and  fares  will  as  surely  increase 
the  prosperity  of  the  state  as  they  will  bring  large  returns  to 
the  corporations  acting  as  common  carriers. 

For  a  detailed  report  of  the  condition  of  our  roads,  you  are 
referred  to  the  exhaustive  report  of  the  board  of  railroad  com- 
missioners. 

FIRE   INSURANCE. 

The  last  annual  report  of  the  insurance  commissioner  was 
made  May  1,  1896,  and  contains  a  large  amount  of  informa- 
tion upon  this  important  subject.  By  it  we  learn  that  "nearly 
all  the  fire  insurance  companies  that  left  the  state  in  1895  have 
returned  and  many  others  with  them,  and  they  are  still  com- 
ing"; that  our  domestic  companies  stand  so  well  with  their 
home  patrons  that  considerably  over  one  third  of  all  the  risks 
written  in  the  state  in  1895  were  placed  in  three  of  our  stock 
companies;  that  the  insurance  capital  of  the  state  has  been 
increased,  during  the  year  covered  by  the  report,  $100,000; 
that  the  valued-policy  law  is  satisfactory  to  the  insured,  and 
that  its  general  adoption  in  the  state  has  wrought  no  harm  to 
the  insurance  companies. 

FIDELITY   AND   CASUALTY   INSURANCE. 

The  business  transactions  of  companies  doing  business 
under  this  head,  which  includes  accident,  burglary,  employer's 
liability,  fidelity,  plate  glass,  steam,  steam  boiler,  suret}',  and 
title  insurance,  are  somewhat  larger  than  during  the  previous 
year. 

Corporations  ,and  individuals  requiring  bonds  of  officers 
and  employees  are  discriminating  in  favor  of  the  bonds  of 
strong  fidelity  companies  as  against  the  personal  bond  of 
individual  sureties. 
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life  insurance. 

The  number  of  life  insurance  companies  doing  business  in 
the  state  remains  the  same  as  ,at  the  beginning  of  the  year, 
thirty-two  in  number. 

FRATERNAL    ASSESSMENT    ASSOCIATIONS. 

Fraternal  Benefit  Associations. 

Under  this  and  similar  heads,  the  insurance  commissioner 
has  been  called  upon  to  decide  many  delicate  questions,  which 
he  seems  to  have  done  to  the  satisfaction  of  all  reasonable 
parties. 

TEMPERANCE. 

The  immoderate  use  of  intoxicating  liquors  being  confes- 
sedly the  cause  of  a  large  part  of  the  pauperism  and  crime  with 
which  the  state  is  afflicted,  and  the  moderate  use  naturally 
leading  to  the  immoderate  use,  the  subject  of  temperance  is 
one  of  deep  concern  to  the  public.  Some  forty  years  ago  a 
prohibitory  law  was  placed  upon  our  statute  books.  The  law 
has  been  enforced  in  New  Hampshire,  as  in  other  states,  in 
localities  where  a  decided  public  sentiment  has  demanded  it, 
and  can  now  be  enforced  wherever  the  resident  population 
desires  it. 

In  our  smaller  towns,  and  perhaps  one  half  our  territory, 
the  law  is  either  enforced  or  sales  are  made  with  such  secrecy 
as  to  preclude  any  large  consumption;  in  some  of  our  larger 
towns  the  law  is  enforced,  but  in  others  little  attempt  is  made 
in  that  direction. 

Within  the  past  few  years  the  policy  of  restricting  in- 
stead of  prohibiting  the  sale  seems  to  have  been  adopted 
in  our  cities.  This,  of  course,  has  been  done  without  author- 
ity of  law,  but  it  has  resulted  in  reducing  the  number  of 
places  where  liquor  is  sold,  and  probably  the  total  amount 
consumed. 

If  any  alteration  or  amendment  of  our  present  law  against 
the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  is  proposed  the  present  session. 
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only  one  question  can  properly  arise,  Will  siieh  alteration  or 
amendment  advance  or  retard  the  canse  of  temperance  in  our 
state? 

ASYLUM    FOR    THE    INSANE. 

This  institution,  which  was  originally  a  private  corporation, 
has  by  legislation  become  substantially  a  state  institution  and 
ranks,  in  the  estimation  of  those  competent  to  judge,  as  one 
of  the  best  asylums  in  the  United  States. 

While  the  asylum  holds  in  trust,  funds  to  a  considerable 
amount,  the  cost  of  the  buildings  has  been  paid  out  of  appro- 
priations made  by  the  state. 

The  number  of  patients  has  recently  been  largely  increased 
by  the  transfer  from  county  almshouses,  and  other  places  of 
detention,  of  persons  found  to  be  insane  and  proper  subjects 
for  treatment  at  the  asylum. 

The  present  structures  are  sufficient  for  the  comfortable 
accommodation  of  350  patients,  while  the  present  numljer  of 
inmates  is  426.  Of  this  number  all  but  seven  or  eight  have 
been  committed  from  our  state,  no  patients  from  abroad  hav- 
ing recently  been  received. 

If  the  work  of  the  commission  of  lunacy  is  to  be  continued, 
and  the  insane  inhabitants  of  the  state  are  to  receive  asylum 
treatment,  additional  buildings  must  be  erected. 

I  recommend  a  careful  consideration  of  the  report  of  the 
trustees  and  the  officers  of  the  asylum,  and  of  any  request 
which  may  be  made  for  an  appropriation  for  buildings  which 
can  be  granted  without  interfering  with  the  economical  sug- 
gestions already  made  in  this  message. 

You  may  find  that  it  will  be  possible  to  ma]:e  an  appro- 
priation, a  fraction  of  which  shall  be  paid  during  each  of  the 
next  three  or  four  years. 

STATE    INDUSTRIAL    SCHOOL. 

The  number  of  inmates  December  30,  1896,  was  14T,  the 
largest  number  in  the  history  of  the  institution,  which  was 
never  in  better  condition.     A  good  teaching  force  has  always 
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been  employed,  rendering  it  possible  for  these  wards  of  the 
state,  if  so  inclined,  to  obtain  a  good  English  education. 

From  a  letter  recently  received  from  the  superintendent,  I 
infer  that  only  one  death  has  occurred  in  the  institution  dur- 
ing the  past  year.  He  writes:  "No  serious  sickness  the  past 
year.  One  discharged  boy  came  home  (as  he  called  the 
school),  to  die.  He  died  the  16th  of  last  February.  He  was 
an  excellent  young  man.  He  had  a  comfortable  home  in 
Boston,  but  preferred  to  die  at  the  school." 

Having  served  for  several  years  as  president  of  the  board  of 
trustees  I  feel  qualified  to  affirm  that  the  sentiment  expressed 
by  tliis  young  man  is  entertained  by  large  numbers  of  those 
who  have  been  inmates  of  the  school.  It  is  not  uncommon 
to  find  young  men  and  men  of  middle  age,  who  at  some  time 
have  been  at  the  school,  now  occupying  positions  of  respon- 
sibility and  trust. 

The  report  of  the  superintendent  is  now  in  press,  and  will 
soon  be  laid  before  you  for  examination. 

normal   school. 

This  institution  is  in  a  prosperous  condition,  annually  fur- 
nishing the  state  with  a  considerable  number  of  thoroughly 
trained  teachers. 

The  efficient  management  of  the  school  under  Dr.  Eounds 
will  doubtless  be  continued  by  his  successor,  who  comes  to 
the  discharge  of  his  work  with  the  highest  recommendations. 

THE    STATE    PRISON. 

The   financial   affairs   of  the  prison   are   in   a   prosperous 

condition.     Under  the  present  contract  for  the  labor  of  the 

prisoners  all  expenses  of  the  institution,  including  salaries  of 

officers,  have  been  paid  out  of  the  proceeds  of  the  labor  of  the 

convicts. 

soldiers'  home. 

The  establishment  of  the  Soldiers'  Home  at  Tilton,  though 
somewhat  delayed,  is  proving  a  blessing  to  the  veterans  of 
the  army  and  navy,  who  seek  its  protection  and  care. 
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The  hospital  building  erected  by  means  of  an  appropria- 
tion made  at  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature,  enables  the 
management  of  the  Home  to  treat  the  sick  and  badly  disabled 
soldiers  and  sailors  as  could  not  be  done  without  it.  The 
number  of  patients  needing  such  treatment  is  of  course  annu- 
ally increasing. 

The  general  government  allows  the  state  ,one  hundred  dol- 
lars per  year  for  each  soldier  and  sailor  admitted  to  the  Home, 
and  such  appropriation  should  be  made  annually  by  the  Leg- 
islature as  will  enable  the  board  of  managers  to  properly  care 
for  the  disabled  men  who  have  such  large  claim  upon  the 
state. 

STATE    LIBRARY. 

The  state  library  building,  erected  at  a  cost  of  somewhat 
more  than  $300,000,  was  dedicated  on  the  8th  day  of  January, 
1895,  with  appropriate  ceremonies,  and  the  state  library  was 
soon  after  transferred  to  its  new  quarters,  which  are  com- 
modious and  permanent. 

Under  date  of  December  1,  1896,  the  trustees  of  the  library 
have  made  their  biennial  report,  which  is  accompanied  by  the 
report  of  the  state  librarian  made  to  the  trustees,  dated  August 
1,  1896.  Both  reports  are  worthy  of  careful  perusal,  as  they 
furnish  the  information  necessary  to  a  good  understanding 
of  the  situation,  condition,  and  needs  of  the  state  library. 

The  personal  inspection,  which  you  will  undoubtedly  make 
at  an  early  day,  renders  it  unnecessary  for  me  to  speak  at 
length  of  the  building,  the  library,  or  its  general  management. 

In  making  appropriations  for  the  future  the  needs  of  the 
library,  which  is  now  substantially  accommodated  and  most 
creditable  to  the  state,  should  be  carefully  considered. 

FISH  AND   GAME   COMMISSION. 

The  fisli  and  game  commission  continues  to  do  a  good  work. 
The  distribution  of  fishes  in  the  waters  of  the  state  has  in- 
creased until  it  amounts  annually  to  several  millions  of  the 
various  species  of  trout. 
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While  the  work  of  the  commission  results  in  an  increase  of 
our  food  supply,  and  adds  to  the  sources  of  recreation  which 
our  people  enjoy,  it  is  also  one  of  the  agencies  by  which  our 
state  is  becoming  more  attractive  to  visitors. 

There  are  now  in  the  state  eleven  hatcheries.  In  the  opin- 
ion of  those  competent  to  judge,  the  number  is  larger  than  the 
necessities  of  the  work  require. 

Recent  legislation  for  the  better  protection  of  deer  and 
moose,  coupled  with  the  act  authorizing  the  employment  of 
detectives  by  the  fish  and  game  commissioners,  has  resulted  in 
an  increase  of  these  animals.  Deer  have  been  seen  in  most  of 
our  towns  within  the  past  year. 

The  report  of  this  commission  will  soon  be  distributed,  and 
contains  valuable  recommendations. 

STATE  BOARD  OF   COMMISSIONERS  OF  LUNACY. 

This  board  has  been  in  existence  but  a  few  years.  By  an 
amendment  to  the  law  creating  it,  passed  by  the  Legislature 
in  1891,  the  board  was  authorized  to  transfer  any  indigent 
insane  person  from  county  farms  and  other  places  of  detention 
to  the  insane  asylum  for  remedial  treatment.  The  cost  of 
supporting  such  patients  at  the  asylum  for  the  year  ending 
June  1,  1896,  was  $16,688.16,  and  the  expense  is  increasing 
as  the  number  of  this  class  of  patients  at  the  asylum  grows 
larger. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  the  law,  as  I  understand  it,  to  transfer 
to  the  asylum  only  such  persons  as  can  be  treated  with  rea- 
sonable hope  of  substantial  mental  improvement,  and  it  fol- 
lows as  a  matter  of  course  that  great  care  should  be  exercised 
in  the  selection  of  proper  subjects  for  treatment. 

Good  results  have  thus  far  followed  the  creation  of  this 
board. 

THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH. 

The  state  board  of  health  continues  its  well-directed  efforts 
to  improve  the  sanitary  condition  of  our  towns  and  cities. 
Considering  the  large  temporary  addition  to  our  population 
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during  the  summer  season,  it  is  a  matter  of  consequence  to 
have  it  understood  that  the  healthfulness  of  our  summer 
resorts  is,  to  a  large  extent,  guaranteed  by  the  existence  of  a 
state  board  of  health. 

The  expense  to  the  state,  of  the  board,  seems  to  be  war- 
ranted by  the  results  produced. 

LABOR. 

By  act  of  the  Legislature  of  1893,  a  bureau  of  labor  was 
established.  I  have  not  had  time  to  examine  into  the  work 
done  in  this  department  during  the  past  four  years,  but  from 
the  fact  that  competent  men  have  been  at  its  head,  I  infer 
that  its  work  has  been  profitable. 

FAST  DAT. 

The  observance  of  Fast  Day,  in  accordance  with  the  design 
of  the  worthy  men  by  whose  efforts  a  day  was  originally  set 
apart  for  special  fasting,  humiliation,  and  prayer,  by  the  Gov- 
ernor, with  .assent  of  the  Council,  having  ceased,  I  recommend 
that  Fast  Day  be  abolished  as  a  legal  holiday,  and  the  words 
"Fast  Day"  be  stricken  out  of  the  statutes  wherever  they 
occur,  and  any  other  amendments  made  necessary  to  the  prac- 
tical abolition  of  Fast  Day. 

MEDICINE  AND  SURGERY. 

I  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Legislature  to  the  fact 
that  New  Hampshire  stands  practically  alone  in  having  no 
statute  regulating  the  practice  of  medicine  and  surgery,  and 
recommend  the  enactment  of  a  law  by  which  none  but  men 
and  women  reasonably  well  educated  and  having  a  good 
knowledge  of  medicine  and  surgery  shall  be  allowed  to  prac- 
tice in  this  state. 

If  there  is  no  satisfactory  tribunal  now  in  existence,  by 
which  the  qualification  of  applicants  to  practise  can  be  fairly 
determined,  the  Legislature  can  easily  create  one. 
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STATE  board  OF  CHARITIES  AND  CORRECTION. 

This  board,  appointed  under  the  law  of  1895,  has  made  a 
report  which  will  soon  be  distributed.  I  have  not  had  time 
to  familiarize  myself  fully  with  the  work  of  this  commission, 
and  without  special  comment  call  your  attention  to  the  report. 

AMENDMENTS  TO  THE  STATUTES. 

I  am  not  aware  that  any  considerable  number  of  amend- 
ments to  the  statutes  of  the  state  are  needed.  Statutes  with 
which  the  people  have  long  been  familiar  should  not  be 
changed  without  good  reason. 

My  attention  has  been  called  to  a  few  instances  in  which 
it  seems  that  changes  might  be  made  to  advantage. 

As  our  laws  governing  the  distribution  of  intestate  estates 
upon  the  decease  of  a  husband  leaving  a  widow  and  one  child 
now  stand,  the  widow  receives  but  one  third  of  the  estate  and 
the  child  two  thirds.  I  recommend  an  amendment  by  which 
the  widow,  whenever  she  is  the  mother  of  the  surviving  child, 
shall  receive  one  half  of  the  estate. 

I  also  recommend  an  amendment  of  the  statutes,  by  which 
the  age  of  consent,  as  it  is  termed,  shall  be  raised  from  thir- 
teen and  fourteen  years  respectively  to  sixteen  years. 

CONCLUSION. 

In  conclusion  I  would  say,  that  while  every  session  of  the 
Legislature  brings  to  its  members  questions  of  importance  to 
the  people  of  the  state,  I  can  see  no  reason  why  the  business 
of  this  session  cannot  be  properly  considered  and  an  adjourn- 
ment made  at  a  reasonably  early  day. 

His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council 
then  withdrew.

Mr.  C'lough  of  Alton  reported  that  the  committee  appointed 
by  the  joint  convention  to  notify  Hon.  Jacob  H.  Gallinger  of 
his  election  as  United  States  Senator,  for  the  term  of  six  years 
from  March  3,  1897,  had  attended  to  its  duty  and  laid  before 
the  House  the  following  letter  from  the  Hon.  J.  H.  Gallinger, 
accepting  the  office. 

Washington,  D.  C,  January  30,  1897. 

Messrs.  A.  Crosby  Kennett,  William  R.  Clougli,  and  William  J. 
Ahem,  Notification  Committee  of  the  Joint  Convention,  New 
Hampshire  Legislature : 

Gentlemen, — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  courteous  favor  of 
the  20th  inst.,  notifying  me  that  on  that  day  I  was  elected 
Senator  of  the  United  States,  to  represent  the  state  of 
New  Hampshire  in  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  for  the 
full  term  of  six  years  from  the  4th  day  of  March,  1897,  and 
requesting  my  acceptance  of  the  office. 

In  reply,  permit  me  to  say  that  I  am  duly  mindful  of  the 
high  honor  conferred  upon  me  by  the  Joint  Convention,  in 
electing  me  to  this  high  and  honorable  position,  and  in  ac- 
cepting the  same  I  pledge  myself  to  give  to  the  state  my  best 
possible  service.  While  representing,  on  all  strictly  political 
questions,  the  principles  of  the  party  to  which  I  belong, 
it  will  be  my  constant  endeavor  to  advocate  such  measures  as 
I  believe  are  calculated  to  advance  the  material  and  moral  in- 
terests of  the  people  of  New  Hampshire,  regardless  of  political 
or  religious  considerations.  At  the  same  time  I  shall  keep 
constantly  in  mind  the  fact  that  the  interest  of  the  country  at 
large,  especially  in  the  matter  of  economic  and  financial  legis- 
lation, demands,  and  should  receive,  the  cordial  support  of 
every  man  in  public  life  M'ho  desires  to  see  a  return  of  pros- 
perity to  our  jieople,  and  whose  aim  and  purpose  are  to  make 
this  great  Republic  strong,  vigorous,  and  enduring. 
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Be  good  enough  to  return  to  ])oth  branches  of  the  Legisla- 
ture my  profound  acknowledgments  for  the  honor  conferred, 
and  my  heartfelt  wish  that  individually  and  collectively  they 
may  be  blessed  with  health,  happiness,  and  prosperity. 
I  have  the  honor  to  be,  gentlemen.

(Mr.  Jewett  of  Laconia  in  the  chair.) 

SPECIAL  ORDER. 

Mr.  Pierce  of  Somersworth  called  for  the  special  order,  it  be- 
ing An  .act  to  amend  the  cliarter  of  tbe  city  of  Somersworth. 
The  question  being  stated,  Shall  the  report  of  the  minority 
be  substituted  for  that  of  the  majority? 

(Discussion  ensued.) 

Messrs.  Pierce  of  Somersworth  and  B.  P.  Peirce  of  Dover 
spoke  against  the  substitution;  IMessrs.  Bales  of  Wilton  and 
Barrett  of  Walpole  in  favor  thereof.  The  House,  upon  a 
viva  voce  vote,  refused  to  substitute  the  minority  report  for 
that  of  the  majority.  Mr.  Bales  of  Wilton  called  for  a  divi- 
sion. A  division  being  had,  47  gentlemen  voted  in  the  affir- 
mative and  189  in  the  negative,  and  the  motion  was  lost. 

The  question  being  upon  the  adoption  of  the  resolution  re- 
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ported  by  the  committee,  that  the  bill  ought  to  pass,  on  a 
viva  voce  vote  the  resolution  was  adopted.  Mr.  Ahern  of 
Concord  offered  the  following  amendment:  Amend  said  ])ill  by 
adding  the  following  section,  to  wit:  That  the  bill  take  effect 
and  become  a  law,  provided  it  is  approved  of  by  a  majority  of 
the  voters  of  said  Somersworth,  at  a  special  or  regular  election 
held  by  said  city  of  Somersworth.  The  amendment  was  lost. 
Mr.  Pierce  of  Somersworth  moved  that  the  rules  be  sus- 
pended and  the  bill  read  a  third  time  by  title  and  put  upon  its 
passage  at  the  present  time.  A  yea  and  nay  vote,  demanded 
by  Mr.  Bales  of  Wilton,  resulted  as  follows:

SPECIAL    ORDER. 

Mr.  Dudley  of  Brentwood  called  for  the  special  order,  it 
being  An  act  in  amendment  of,  and  in  addition  to,  chapter  73 
of  the  Public  Statutes,  relating  to  the  repairs  of  highways  in 
towns.  The  question  being  upon  the  adoption  of  the  amend- 
ment offered  by  Mr.  Dudley  of  Brentwood,  the  gentleman 
withdrew  his  amendment  and  moved  to  amend  the  bill  by 
offering  the  following  lull  as  a  substitute  therefor: 

An  act  to  amend  chapter  29,  sections  3  and  5,  of  the  Laws 
of  1893,  relating  to  highway  agents. 

Amend  chapter  29,  Laws  of  1893,  by  substituting  the  fol- 
lowing for  section  3  of  said  chapter:  "The  selectmen  of  each 
town  shall  appoint  annually  in  the  month  of  March,  one  or 
'  more,  not  exceeding  three,  highway  agents  who  shall  have 
charge  of  the  construction  and  repair  of  all  highways  and 
bridges  wdthin  the  town,  and  who  shall  be  responsible  to  the 
selectmen  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  their  duties  and  be 
subject  to  removal  by  the  selectmen.  Said  highway  agents 
shall  have  authority  to  appoint  surveyors  in  different  sections 
of  the  town,  who  shall  act  under  the  direction  of,  and  be  sub- 
ject to  removal  by  said  highway  agents,  and  shall  report  to 
them  weekly.  The  highway  agents  appointed  by  the  select- 
men shall  have  authority  to  employ  the  necessary  men  and 
teams  and  purchase  timber,  plank,  and  other  material  for  the 
construction  and  repair  of  highways  and  bridges;  and  they 
may  remove  gravel,  rocks,  or  other  material,  from  one  part  of 
the  town  to  another,  doing  no  damage  to  adjoining  land  for 
the  purpose  of  grading  or  otherwise  repairing  the  same.  Said 
highway  agents  appointed  by  the  selectmen  shall  be  sworn  to 
the  faithful  discharge  of  their  duties,  give  bonds  to  the  sat- 
isfaction of  the  selectmen  for  the  acts  of  themselves  and  sur- 
veyors appointed  by  them,  and  be  responsible  to  the  selectmen 
for  the  expenditure  of  money  and  the  discharge  of  their  duties 
generally.     The  compensation  of  highway  agents  appointed  . 
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by  the  selectmen,  and  of  surveyors  appointed  by  said  highway 
agents,  shall  be  fixed  by  the  selectmen,  and  the  highway  agents 
shall  render  to  the  selectmen  monthly  statements  of  their  ex- 
penditures and  receive  no  money  from  the  treasurer  except  on 
the  order  of  the  selectmen.  Unless  towns  vote  otherwise, 
sixty  per  cent,  at  least,  of  the  money  appropriated  for  the  re- 
pair of  highways  shall  be  expended  before  the  fifteenth  day  of 
June  of  each  year." 

Amend  section  5  of  said  chapter  by  striking  out  "A  town 
fails  to  elect  at  its  annual  election  or,"  so  that  said  section 
when  amended  shall  read:  "If  a  person  chosen  as  road  agent 
fails  to  so  qualify  before  the  first  day  of  April,  the  office  shall 
be  deemed  vacant,  and  shall  be  filled  by  the  selectmen  by  ap- 
pointment. And  in  the  event  of  a  vacancy  caused  by  death 
or  otherwise,  the  selectmen  shall  appoint  some  competent  per- 
son to  fill  out  the  unexpired  term,  who  shall  qualify  and  per- 
form his  duties  as  prescribed  by  section  3  of  this  act." 

This  act  shall  take  efi^ect  upon  its  passage. 

(Discussion  ensued.) 

The  motion  was  lost  on  a  viva  voce  vote.  Mr.  Dudley 
called  for  a  division.  A  division  being  had,  the  vote  was 
declared  by  the  Speaker  to  be  manifestly  in  the  negative  and 
the  amendment  was  not  adopted. 

(Mr,  Lyford  of  Concord  in  the  chair.) 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Pillsbury  of  Londonderry,  the  following 
amendments  were  adopted: 

Amend  by  striking  out  section  4  of  said  bill  and  substitu- 
ting in  place  thereof  the  following:  "The  moneys  so  raised  and 
collected  shall  be  expended  in  repairing  highways  under  the 
authority  of  the  selectmen.  They  shall  appoint  annually,  in 
the  month  of  March,  a  general  highway  agent,  who  shall  have 
charge  of  the  construction  and  repair  of  all  highways  and 
bridges  within  the  town,  and  have  direct  control  of  the  ma- 
chinery, teams,  tools,  and  all  other  articles  owned  by  the  town 
and  used  for  this  purpose:  said  general  highway  agent  shall 
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be  responsible  to  tbe  selectmen  for  the  faithful  discharge  of 
his  duties,  and  be  subject  to  removal  by  the  selectmen.  Said 
general  highway  agent  shall  have  general  authority  over  the 
surveyors  who  may  be  elected  as  the  towns  may  direct  for  the 
different  highway  districts,  and  each  surveyor  shall  be  re- 
quired to  render  an  itemized  account  to  the  general  highway 
agent  at  the  end  of  each  week  when  any  labor  has  been  per- 
formed in  his  district,  and  any  surveyor  who  is  unfaithful 
and  negligent  in  his  duty  may  be  removed  by  the  selectmen 
for  just  cause. 

Amend  section  5  of  said  bill  by  inserting  the  word  "entire,'* 
after  the  word  "their,"  in  the  first  line  of  said  section,  and  by 
inserting  the  words  "one  half,"  after  the  word  "paid,"  in  the 
second  line  of  said  section,  so  that  said  section  as  amended 
shall  read  as  follows:  "If  towns  do  not  order  their  entire 
highway  taxes  paid  in  money,  they  may  be  paid  one  half  in 
labor,  subject  to  the  limitations  and  conditions  in  relation 
thereto  provided  by  law." 

Section  8  of  said  bill  is  amended  by  striking  out  all  of  said 
section  after  the  word  "animals,"  in  the  sixth  line  of  said 
section. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Dudley  of  Brentwood,  the  following 
amendment  was  adopted:  Amend  by  adding  after  the  word 
"same,"  in  section  18,  the  words:  "And  any  town  not  adopt- 
ing this  act  may  afterwards  vote  to  return  to  the  present  sys- 
tem, at  an}^  time  after  four  years." 

Mr.  Wheeler  of  Greenville  offered  the  following  amend- 
ment: Amend  by  inserting  the  words  "a  two  thirds,"  between, 
the  words  "by"  and  "vote,"  in  section  18.  The  amendment 
was  lost. 

The  question  being  stated.  Shall  the  bill  be  read  a  third 
time?  Mr.  Pratt  of  Concord  moved  to  lay  the  bill  upon  the 
table  to  be  printed.  The  motion  did  not  prevail.  The  ques- 
tion being  stated,  discussion  ensued.  The  bill  was  then  or- 
dered to  a  third  reading. 

Mr.  Pillsbury  of  Londonderry  moved  that  the  rules  be  sus- 
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pended  and  the  bill  read  a  third  time  by  title  and  pnt  npon  its 
passage.  On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  motion  prevailed.  Mr. 
Prentiss  of  Walpole  called  for  a  division.  A  division  being 
had,  147  gentlemen  voted  in  the  affirmative  and  111  in  the 
negative.  The  necessary  two  thirds  of  the  members  jjresent, 
under  Rule  51,  not  voting  in  the  affirmative,  the  motion  was 
lost.  On  motion  of  Mr.  Elwell  of  Exeter,  the  bill  was  laid 
upon  the  table  to  be  printed.

The  reports  were  accepted  and  the  bills  severally  laid  upon 
the  table  to  be  printed. 

Mr.  Whalen,  for  the  Committee  on  Forestry,  to  whom  was 
referred  An  act  to  protect  the  timber  sujjply  of  the  state,  re- 
ported the  same  with  the  resolution, — inexpedient  to  legislate. 

Mr.  Gerrish,  for  the  Committee  on  County  Affairs,  to  whom 
was  referred  An  act  relating  to  the  salary  of  the  treasurer  of 
the  county  of  Hillsborough,  reported  the  same  with  the  reso- 
lution,— that  the  bill  be  referred  to  the  Hillsborougli  county 
delegation. 

Mr.  Batchelder,  for  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary,  to 
whom  was  referred  An  act  authorizing  the  Hartford  Water 
Company  of  Hartford,  Vermont,  to  extend  its  system  of  water- 
works into  the  village  of  A\^est  Lebanon,  New  Hampshire,  re- 
ported the  same  with  the  resolution, — that  the  bill  be  sent  to 
the  Committee  on  Incorporations,  as  the  object  desired  cannot 
be  obtained  under  the  general  law. 

Mr.  Elwell,  for  the  Committee  on  Elections,  to  whom  was 
referred  A   petition   requesting   that   the   House   authorize 
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William  T.  Fitzgerald  to  hold  a  seat  in  said  House,  instead  of 
John  P.  Cronin,  as  representative  from  Ward  5,  Nashua,  re- 
ported the  same  with  the  resolution, — that  William  T.  Fitz- 
gerald is  not  entitled  to  a  seat  in  this  House.

government  promised  to  aid  Spain  in  the  maintenance  and 
preservation  of  the  island.  Also  that  all  the  way  down, 
through  the  different  administrations,  up  to  the  close  of  the 
last  Cuban  war,  our  government  has  reiterated  and  supported 
that  promise,  always  on  condition  that  Spain  should  not  vol- 
untarily cede  the  island  to  any  other  foreign  power.  Such  a 
contract  seems  not  only  to  have  been  made  with  Spain,  but 
made  known  to  other  foreign  governments,  and  the  committee 
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do  not  believe  that,  under  such  circumstances,  our  govern- 
ment would  be  at  all  justified  in  pressing  the  matter,  either  of 
the  belligerency  or  independence  of  Cuba,  as  now  situated; 
therefore,  the  following  is  proposed  as  a  substitute  for  the 
resolution  sent  to  committee: 

Resolved  by  the  House  of  Eepresentatives,  the  Senate  con- 
curring, That  we  heartily  sympathize  with  the  people  of 
Cuba,  in  their  gallant  struggle  for  independence,  and  that  we 
believe  it  to  be  the  duty  of  our  government  to  continue  her 
friendly  oilices  in  the  settlement  of  the  Cuban  difficulties, 
until  some  arrangement  shall  have  been  perfected  for  the 
autonomy,  or  self-government,  of  the  people  of  that  island, 
and  the  restoration  of  peace  thereon. 

The  report  was  accepted.  Mr.  Lyford  of  Concord  moved 
that  the  resolution  be  laid  upon  the  table  to  be  made  the  spe- 
cial order  for  Tuesday,  February  9,  at  11.30  o'clock.  On  a 
viva  voce  vote  the  motion  prevailed.

MESSAGE     PROM     THE     SENATE. 

A  message  from  the  Honorable  Senate,  by  its  Clerk,  an- 
nounced that  the  Senate  had  passed  the  following  concurrent 
resolution,  in  the  passage  of  which  it  asked  the  concurrence 
of  the  House  of  Eepresentatives: 

Whereas,  There  is  pending  before  the  Senate  of  the 
United  States  a  treaty  between  the  United  States  of  America 
and  Great  Britain,  for  the  arbitration  of  matters  in  difference 
between  the  two  countries; 

Resolved,  That  the  Senate  and  House  of  Eepresentatives  of 
the  state  of  New  Hampshire  hereby  declare  their  unqual- 
ified approval  of  this  most  beneficent  attempt  to  avoid  war,  or 
threats  of  war,  and  in  place  thereof  to  set  up  the  principles 
of  Christianity  and  humanity  that  call  for  a  peaceful  settle- 
ment of  international  disputes;  and, 

Resolved,  That  we  urge  the  Senators  of  the  United  States 
from  New  Hampshire  to  use  their  utmost  endeavors  to  bring 
about  a  ratification  and  approval  by  the  Senate  of  any  treaty 
which  shall  honorably  consummate  this  method  of  adjusting 
international  difficulties  between  these  two  nations. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Lyford  of  Concord,  the  concurrent  reso- 
lution was  laid  upon  the  table. 

(Mr.  Lyford  of  Concord  in  the  chair.) 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Pierce  of  Somersworth,  the  following 
concurrent  resolution  was  adopted: 

"Whereas,  There  is  now  pending  in  Congress  a  bill  to 
establish  a  National  ]\Iilitary  Park,  to  commemorate  the  cam- 
paign, siege,  and  defense  of  Vicksburg,  and; 
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Whereas,  The  operations  that  culminated  almost  simul- 
taneously at  Gettysburg  and  Vicksbiirg,  in  July,  1863,  not 
only  mark  the  turning  point  in  the  War  of  the  Rebellion,  but 
also  constitute  one  of  the  greatest  epochs  in  the  history  of 
our  country,  and  should  both  be  commemorated  in  the  most 
impressive  and  enduring  manner  possible;  and, 

Whereas,  The  establishment  of  a  National  Military  Park 
at  Vicksburg  will  be  a  most  fitting  and  appropriate  monu- 
ment to  the  great  Commander,  whose  genius  planned  these 
operations,  and  directed  them  to  a  successful  issue;  and. 

Whereas,  The  state  of  New  Hampshire  has  an  especial 
interest  in  this  bill,  for  the  reason  that  three  of  her  gallant 
infantry  regiments,  the  Sixth,  the  Ninth,  and  the  Eleventh, 
participated  in  the  operations  it  is  intended  to  commemorate; 
therefore. 

The  Legislature  of  the  state  of  New  Hampshire,  by  this 
concurrent  resolution,  asks  that  the  above-named  bill  be 
passed  during  this  session  of  Congress,  and  requests  the  Sen- 
ators and  members  of  the  House  of  Eepresentatives  in  Con- 
gress, from  New  Hampshire,  to  labor  earnestly  for  its  passage, 
and  the  Secretary  of  State  is  hereby  directed  to  send  a  copy 
of  this  resolution  to  the  Senators  and  members  of  the  House 
of  Representatives  from  New  Hampshire,  to  the  Hon.  Thomas 
B.  Reed,  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  and  to  the 
Hon.  John  A.  T.  Hull,  chairman  of  the  House  Committee  on 
Military  Affairs.

MESSAGE  from  THE  SENATE.

REPORT  OF  THE  STATE  BOARD  OF  AGRICULTURE. 

The  state  Board  of  Agriculture,  to  whom  was  referred  by 
the  Legislature  of  1895,  An  act  providing  for  state  highways, 
with  instructions  to  investigate  the  subject  and  report  to  the 
next  session  of  the  Legislature,  having  considered  the  same, 
beg  leave  to  report  as  follows:  Having  made  investigation  in 
regard  to  the  working  of  laws  enacted  by  various  states,  for 
highway  supervision  and  management,  and  also  made  avail- 
able as  far  as  possible  the  information  upon  the  subject  fur- 
nished by  the  Office  of  Eoad  Inquiry  of  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture,  and  recognizing  the  importance 
and  influence  of  good  roads  in  sustaining  the  prosperity  of 
rural  towns,  and  their  special  value  to  the  summer  boarding 
industry,  we  beg  leave  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Legislature 
to  the  importance  of  educational  work  in  the  interest  of  better 
roads,  and  respectfully  recommend  the  consideration  of  some 
form  of  state  aid  for  the  support  of  highways  in  rural  towns. 

Yet,  in  view  of  the  general  financial  depression,  and  the 
amount  required  to  carry  the  provisions  of  the  bill  into  effect. 
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we  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  interests  of  all  parties  at  this 
time  require  the  indefinite  postponement  of  the  bill,  and 
report  accordingly,

withdrawal  from  the  consideration  of  the  House.  The  report 
was  accepted  and  the  resolution  adopted. 

Mr.  Martin,  for  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary,  reported  a 
bill  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the  West  Derry  Sewerage 
Association,"  and  recommended  its  passage.  The  report  was 
accepted,  the  bill  read  a  first  time  and  ordered  to  a  second 
reading.  On  motion  of  Mr.  Pillsbury  of  Londonderry,  the 
rules  were  suspended,  the  bill  read  a  second  and  third  time  by 
title,  and  passed. 

Mr.  Hosford,  for  the  Committee  on  Eevision  of  the  Stat- 
utes, to  whom  ^\'as  referred  An  act  in  amendment  of  chapter 
67  of  the  Public  Statutes,  in  relation  to  the  laying  out  of 
highways,  reported  the  same  with  the  resolution, — that  the 
bill  ought  to  pass,  with  the  following  amendments:  Insert 
the  following  in  section  2:  "This  act  shall  only  apply  to  Coos 
and  Grafton  counties."  Amend  section  2  by  striking  out  the 
figure  "2,"  and  inserting  instead  thereof  the  figure  "3."  The 
report  was  accepted  and  the  amendments  adopted.  The  bill 
was  then  laid  upon  the  table  to  be  printed. 

Mr.  Lyford,  for  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary,  to  whom 
was  referred  An  act  to  regulate  the  use  of  bicycles  and  similar 
vehicles,  reported  the  same  with  the  resolution, — that  the 
same  ought  to  pass,  with  the  accompanying  amendment: 
Strike  out  section  1  of  said  bill  and  insert  the  following: 

Section  1.  "Whoever,  without  the  permit  provided  for  in 
section  3  of  this  act,  rides  a  bicycle  or  a  tricycle  on  a  sidewalk, 
or  rides  such  machine  in  the  streets,  squares,  or  parks  of  any 
city  or  town,  when  the  same  is  not  provided  with  a  suitable 
alarm  bell,  adapted  for  use  by  the  rider,  or  who  rides  the 
same  in  the  compact  part  of  any  city  or  town  at  a  rate  of 
speed  exceeding  ten  miles  an  hour,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine 
not  exceeding  ten  dollars,  and  shall  be  further  liable  for  all 
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damage  occasioned  to  any  person  by  such  unlawful  act.  The 
provisions  of  this  section,  however,  shall  not  be  construed  to 
apply  to  children  under  the  age  of  twelve  years.  The  report 
was  accepted,  the  amendment  adopted,  and  the  bill  laid  upon 
the  table  to  be  printed.

An  act  repealing  chapter  59  of  the  Pamphlet  Laws  of  1893, 
relating  to  damages  happening  in  the  use  of  highways,  was 
taken  up.  Mr.  Lyford  of  Concord  moved  that  the  bill  be  laid 
upon  the  table  and  made  the  special  order  for  Tuesday,  Feb- 
ruary 16,  at  3  o'clock.  Mr.  Wallace  of  Portsmouth  moved 
that  the  bill  be  indefinitely  postponed.  Discussion  ensued. 
Mr.  Shirley  of  Andover  moved  that  the  bill  be  laid  upon  the 
table.  On  a  viva  voce  vote,  the  motion  was  lost.  Mr.  Shirley 
called  for  a  division.  A  division  being  had,  the  vote  was  de- 
clared to  be  manifestly  in  the  negative,  and  the  motion  was 
lost.  Mr.  Shirley  demanded  the  yeas  and  nays,  and,  pending 
the  roll-call,  moved  to  adjourn.  The  motion  was  lost.  Mr. 
Shirley  withdrew  the  demand  for  the  yeas  and  nays.  Mr. 
Wallace  having  withdrawn  the  motion  to  indefinitely  post- 
pone. The  question  then  being  upon  the  motion  to  lay  the 
bill  upon  the  table,  and  make  it  the  special  order  for  Tuesday, 
February  16,  at  3  o'clock,  on  a  viva  voce  vote,  the  motion 
prevailed. 
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unfinished  business. 

Mr.  Lyford  of  Concord  called  tot  the  unfinished  business, 
it  being  An  act  repealing  certain  sections  of  chapter  57  of  the 
Public  Statutes,  relating  to  inventory  blanks.  The  question 
being  upon  the  motion  to  substitute  the  report  of  the  minor- 
ity for  that  of  the  majority,  on  a  viva  voce  vote,  the  negative 
prevailed.  Mr.  Shirley  of  Andover  called  for  a  division, 
pending  which  discussion  took  place.  A  division  being  had, 
102  gentlemen  voted  in  the  afhrmative  and  124  in  the  nega- 
tive, and  the  motion  to  substitute  was  lost.  The  question 
then  being  upon  the  adoption  of  the  resolution  reported  from 
a  majority  of  the  committee, — ought  to  pass, — on  a  viva  voce 
vote,  the  resolution  was  not  adopted.  Mr.  Pillsbury  of  Lon- 
donderry called  for  a  division.  A  division  being  had,  122 
gentlemen  voted  in  the  affirmative  and  11.5  in  the  negative, 
and  the  resolution  was  adopted.  The  bill  was  then  laid  upon 
the  table  to  be  printed. 

By  unanimous  consent,  at  the  request  of  Mr.  Wingate  of 
Stratham,  x\n  act  to  change  the  method  of  electing  county 
commissioners  was  taken  up.  The  bill  had  been  reported 
from  the  Committee  on  County  Affairs,  with  the  resolution, — ■ 
that  the  bill  ought  not  to  pass,  and  the  resolution  was  adopted 
under  a  misunderstanding  on  the  part  of  the  House.  By 
unanimous  consent,  that  action  of  the  House  was  annulled, 
and,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Pierce  of  Somersworth,  the  bill  and  the 
pending  resolution  were  laid  upon  the  table  and  made  a  spec- 
ial order  for  Wednesday,  February  17,  at  3  o'clock. 

MESSAGE   FROM   THE   GOVERNOR.

I  hereby  transmit  a  communication  from  the  Comptroller 
of  the  Currency,  also  the  information  requested  by  the  House 
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of  Representatives,  concerning  the  cost  of  maintenance  of  the 
several  state  commissions.

The  following  communication  from  the  Comptroller  of  the 
Currency  was  read  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Banks:

office  of  the  comptroller  of  the  currency, 

Washington,  D.  C,  January  18,  1897. 
Hon.  George  A.  Ramsdell,  Governor,  Concord,  N.  H.: 

Sir, — I  have  the  honor  to  direct  your  attention  to  the  act 
of  Congress,  passed  1873,  incorporated  in  the  Revised  Statutes 
of  the  United  States  as  section  333,  authorizing  the  Comp- 
troller of  the  Currency  to  incorporate  in  his  annual  report  to 
Congress,  in  addition  to  specific  information  relative  to  Na- 
tional Banks,  "A  statement  exhibiting  under  appropriate 
heads  the  resources  and  liabilities,  and  condition  of  the  banks,, 
banking  companies,  and  savings  banks  organized  under  the 
laws  of  the  several  states  and  territories,  such  information  to  be 
obtained  by  the  Comptroller  from  the  reports  made  by  such 
banks,  banking  companies,  and  savings  banks  to  the  legisla- 
tures or  officers  of  the  different  states  and  territories,  and 
when  such  reports  cannot  be  obtained,  the  deficiency  to  be 
supplied  from  such  other  authentic  sources  as  may  be  avail- 
able." 

Since  that  date,  and  in  compliance  with  this  provision  of 
law,  reports  issued  from  this  bureau  have  contained  all  pos- 
sible information  obtainable  in  respect  of  the  condition  of 
banks  and  banking  institutions.  As  you  are  doubtless  aware, 
there  is  no  other  public  officer  of  the  United  States  charged 
by  law  with  the  duty  of  collecting  and  publishing  banking 
statistics,  and  it  is,  therefore,  necessary  that  the  Comptroller 
of  the  Currency  shall  have  the  required  information  and,  in 
order  that  the  most  satisfactory  results  may  be  obtained,  that 
the  data  shall  be  compiled,  approximately  at  least,  from  re- 
ports of  the  same  date.     At  present  there  are  a  number  of 
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states  which  make  no  provision  for  the  submission  of  reports- 
from  banks  and  bankers  to  any  public  officer  of  the  state; 
others  which  provide  merely  for  an  annual  report  of  re- 
sources and  liabilities  of  incorporated  banking  institutions^ 
and  still  others  which  provide  for  compilation  and  publication 
of  quite  complete  returns,  but  too  late  in  the  year  for  use  by 
this  bureau  in  the  current  report;  consequently,  in  such  in- 
stances, the  data  is  not  available  until  about  a  year  after  its 
receipt  here. 

In  order  that  uniformity  in  time  and  manner  of  reporting- 
may  be  secured,  I  have  the  honor  to  suggest  that  the  attention 
of  the  Legislature  of  your  state  be  called  to  the  subject,  and' 
that  it  be  requested  to  enact  such  legislation  as  will  result  in 
the  submission  to  a  designated  public  official  of  the  state,  of 
reports  of  condition  by  all  banks,  banking  institutions,  and*^ 
private  banks  doing  business  in  your  state,  at  the  same  dates 
on  which  national  banks  are  required  to  make  their  report  to: 
the  Comptroller  of  the  Currency.  Provisions  should  also  be 
made  for  the  prompt  tabulation  and  publication  of  these 
returns. 

I  enclose  herewith,  for  your  information,  blank  reports  of 
condition  and  of  earnings  and  dividends,  furnished  to  na- 
tional banks  by  this  bureau,  and  suggest  that  similar  forms 
be  adopted  and  used  by  state  banks  and  bankers.  A  copy  of 
my  last  annual  report  to  Congress,  containing  a  compilation 
of  the  National  Bank  Act,  and  a  digest  of  national  bank  de- 
cisions, together  with  other  information  of  interest  regard- 
ing foreign  and  domestic  systems  of  banking,  has  been  mailed 
to  you. 

I  trust  that  at  the  earliest  practicable  date  you  will  give 
this  matter  your  full  consideration,  and  make  such  specific 
recommendations  to  your  Legislature  on  the  subject  as  will 
result  in  the  enactment  of  laws  whereby  the  Comptroller  of 
the  Currency  may  fully  comply  with  the  act  of  Congress  here- 
inbefore quoted.

Add  after  the  word  "franchises,"  in  the  last  line  of  said  sec- 
tion 1,  the  following  words:  "In  a  sum  not  exceeding  the 
amount  of  the  capital  stock,  viz.:  three  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars." Amend  section  2  by  adding  after  the  word  "])assage," 
in  the  first  line  of  said  section,  the  following  words:  "And  all 
acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  this  act  are  hereby 
repealed."  The  House  concurred  in  the  amendments  sent 
down  from  the  Honorable  Senate,  and  the  bill  was  sent  to 
the  Secretary  of  State  to  be  engrossed.

3.  Amend  section  17  by  striking  out  the  third  paragraph 
in   sayi   section   and   inserting   instead   thereof   the   words: 
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"Any  voter  may  designate  the  candidate  for  any  office  for 
whom  he  desires  to  vote,  by  a  cross-mark  in  the  square  oppo- 
site such  person's  name,  as  heretofore,  and  such  marks  shall 
be  counted  in  preference  to  the  mark  at  the  head  of  the  ticket 
so  far  as  they  conflict.  No  mark  shall  be  counted  as  a  vote  for 
any  candidate  unless  the  intersection  of  the  lines  forming 
such  cross-mark  is  within  the  appropriate  square  at  the  right 
of  the  name  of  the  candidate."'

Mr.  Wingate,  for  the  Committee  on  the  Asylum  for  the 
Insane,  to  whom  was  referred  the  annual  reports  of  the  several 
boards,  officers,  and  agents  of  the  New  Hampshire  asylum  for 
the  insane,  report  thereon  as  follows:  We  have  carefully  con- 
sidered the  reports  submitted  to  us,  and  find  them,  appar- 
ently, fair  and  just  reports  of  the  proceedings  and  work  of  the 
several  officials,  and  of  the  condition  of  the  institution,  and  a 
reasonable  exposition  of  the  requirements  thereof. 

We  have  visited  the  asylum  and  have  inspected  the  build- 
ings and  the  patients  therein.  The  various  halls,  offices,  and 
J  wards  are  in  perfect  order,  and  the  patients  seem  to  be  as  well 
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and  tenderly  cared  for  as  is  possible.  The  only  apparent 
defect  is  the  crowded  condition  of  several  of  the  wards.  To 
place  one  hundred  and  sixty  insane  persons  in  rooms  intended 
to  accommodate  only  seventy-two,  is  an  evil  which  does  not 
require  inspection  to  demonstrate.  In  the  words  of  His 
Excellency  the  Governor,  "If  the  commission  of  lunacy  is  to 
be  continued,  and  the  insane  inhabitants  of  the  state  are  to 
receive  asylum  treatment,  additional  buildings  must  be 
erected."  The  superintendent  Justly  says  in  reply  to  inquiries 
of  your  committee,  "It  would  seem  that  there  must  be  only 
one  logical  conclusion,  only  one  alternative  left  for  the 
trustees,  namely,  that  in  case  the  institution  is  not  enlarged 
they  must  refuse  admission  to  any  more  patients,  allowing 
only  cases  to  be  admitted  in  priority  of  their  application. 
This  is  a  step  they  do  not  wish  to  take,  as  it  is  manifestly 
unjust  to  the  insane  of  New  Hampshire."'  The  request  of  the 
trustees  for  an  appropriation  for  additional  buildings  seems, 
therefore,  but  reasonable  and  necessary,  if  a  continuance  of 
the  liberal  policy  of  the  state  towards  its  unfortunate  wards 
is  to  be  continued. 

With  high  appreciation  of  the  faithful  and  judicious  man- 
ner in  which  the  general  financial  affairs  of  the  asylum  have 
been  managed  by  the  trustees,  and  doubting  not  that  the  same 
conservative,  prudential  methods  would  obtain  in  the  future, 
your  committee,  nevertheless,  in  view  of  the  undoubted  state 
ownership  of  the  institution,  suggest  whether  some  more 
direct  system  of  supervision  by  the  state  may  not  be  desirable. 
It  would  appear  that  if  the  accounts  were  audited  and  the  se- 
curities periodically  examined  by  some  state  official,  prefer- 
ably by  the  bank  commissioners,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Governor  and  Council,  the  method  would  be  more  satisfac- 
tory, and  would  also  serve  to  relieve  the  trustees  of  an  impres- 
sion somewhat  prevalent,  that  the  institution  is  managed  as  a 
close  corporation.  It  would  also  tend  to  rectify  any  careless- 
ness in  minor  details  of  economy,  concerning  which  your  com- 
mittee made  inquiries,  and  wherein  there  was  an  appearance 
of  the  possibilities  of  the  general  market  not  having  been  con- 
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suited  before  making  purchases.  So,  also,  at  a  time  when  the 
values  of  so  many  securities  are  fluctuating,  it  may  be  desir- 
able that  all  proposed  changes  in  permanent  investments 
should  be  submitted  to  the  approval  of  the  Grovernor  and 
Council.  These  methods,  if  adopted,  may  prove  an  addi- 
tional incentive  to  the  philanthropically  disposed  to  bestow 
further  gifts  upon  a  most  deserving  institution,  with  a  knowl- 
edge that  every  possible  care  will  be  taken  that  their  gifts  shall 
not  be  diverted  from  their  intended  purpose.  The  report  was 
accepted  and,  by  unanimous  consent,  laid  upon  the  table  to 
be  printed. 

Mr.  Wingate,  for  the  Committee  on  the  Asylum  for  the 
Insane,  to  whom  was  referred  An  act  in  relation  to  the  New 
Hampshire  asylum  for  the  insane,  reported  the  same  in  a 
new  draft  and  recommended  its  passage.  The  report  was 
accepted,  the  bill  read  a  first  time  and  ordered  to  a  second 
reading.

Amend  section  19  by  inserting  after 
the  words,  "1892,"  in  the  sixteenth  line,  the  words,  "and  in 
such  case."     The  report  was  accepted. 

Mr.  Lyford  of  Concord  moved  that  the  amendments  re- 
ported from  the  committee  of  the  whole  be  adopted  and, 
pending  that  motion,  moved  the  previous  question.

Art  Association.  To  a  special  committee,  consisting  of  the 
Manchester  delegation,  on  motion  of  the  same  gentleman. 

MESSAGE  FROM  THE  SENATE. 

A  message  from  the  Senate,  by  its  Clerk,  announced  that 
the  Senate  concurred  with  the  House  of  Eepresentatives  in  the 
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passage  of  the  following  bill:  An  act  to  authorize  the  Clare- 
mont  Water  Works  Company  to  refund  its  present  funded 
indebtedness  and  to  provide  means  for  the  extension  of  its 
works. 

The  message  also  announced  that  the  Senate  had  granted 
the  request  of  the  House  of  Eepresentatives  for  a  committee 
of  conference  on  the  amendments  to  the  following  entitled 
bill:  "An  act  relating  to  the  terms  of  oflfice  of  certain  city 
officials  of  the  city  of  Manchester."  The  President  has  named 
as  members  of  such  committee,  on  the  part  of  the  House,  Sen- 
ators Bodwell,  Campbell,  and  Howard. 

EEPOETS    OF    COMMITTEES. 

Mr.  Hosford,  for  the  Committee  on  Revision  of  Statutes, 
reported  An  act  for  the  protection  of  public  burial  places  of 
the  dead  against  trespass  by  stock,  and  recommended  its 
passage. 

Mr.  Foster,  for  the  Committee  on  State  Prison,  reported  An 
act  in  relation  to  the  administration  of  the  state  prison,  and 
recommended  its  passage. 

Mr.  Pressler,  for  the  Committee  on  Eevision  of  Statutes, 
reported  An  act  to  sever  the  land  of  Charles  D.  Atwood  from 
the  village  school  district  in  Lisbon,  and  annex  the  same  to 
the  school  district  of  the  town  of  Lyman,  and  recommended 
its  passage. 

The  reports  were  accepted,  the  bills  severally  read  once,  and 
ordered  to  a  second  reading. 

Mr.  Graf,  for  the  Committee  on  Appropriations,  to  whom 
was  referred  A  joint  resolution  appropriating  money  for  grad- 
ing and  otherwise  improving  the  grounds  around  the  Weare 
monument,  in  Hampton  Falls,  reported  the  same  with  the 
resolution, — that  the  joint  resolution  be  indefinitely  post- 
poned.    The  report  was  accepted  and  the  resolution  adopted. 

Mr.  Brown,  for  the  Committee  on  Engrossed  Bills,  re- 
ported that  it  had  examined  bills  with  the  following  titles  and 
found  them  correctly  engrossed: 

An  act  to  change  the  name  of  Court  Rockingham  No.  7539, 
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Ancient  Order  of  Foresters  of  America,  of  Portsmouth,  to 
Court  Eockingham  No.  6,  Foresters  of  America,  of  Ports- 
mouth. 

An  act  to  disannex  the  homestead  of  B.  W.  Couch  from  the 
town  school  district  and  annex  said  premises  to  School  Dis- 
trict No.  20,  in  the  city  of  Concord,  for  school  purposes. 

An  act  to  amend  chapter  114  of  the  Public  Statutes  of  New 
Hampshire,  entitled  "Licensing  shows,  billiard  tables,  and 
bowling  alleys." 

An  act  to  prohibit  the  taking  of  fish  through  the  ice  from 
the  waters  of  Webster  lake,  and  other  specified  lakes,  ponds, 
and  streams  in  the  state. 

An  act  empowering  the  Governor  and  Council  to  take  lands 
and  other  proj)erty,  when  necessary  for  the  use  of  the  state, 
and  prescribing  the  methods  of  taking  the  same. 

An  act  in  amendment  of  section  6  of  chapter  83  of  the  Pub- 
lic Statutes,  in  relation  to  the  settlement  of  paupers.  The 
report  was  accepted. 

Mr.  Ellis,  for  the  Committee  on  Appropriations,  to  whom 
was  referred  An  act  to  establish  the  office  of  state  forester, 
reported  the  same  with  the  resolution, — that  it  is  inexpedient 
to  legislate.  The  report  was  accepted.  The  question  being 
upon  the  adoption  of  the  resolution  reported  from  the  com- 
mittee, Mr.  Lyman  of  Exeter  moved  to  lay  the  bill  upon  the 
table.  The  motion  was  lost.  The  question  then  being  upon 
the  adoption  of  the  resolution,  discussion  ensued.  On  a  viva 
voce  vote  the  resolution  was  adopted.  Mr.  Lyman  of  Exeter 
called  for  a  division.  A  division  being  had,  156  gentlemen 
voted  in  the  affirmative,  and  35  gentlemen  in  the  negative, 
and  the  resolution  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Ellis,  for  the  Committee  on  Appropriations,  to  whom 
was  referred  An  act  providing  for  permanent  improvements 
at  the  state  camp  ground,  reported  the  same  with  the  follow- 
ing amendment,  and  recommended  its  j)assage:  Strike  out 
the  word  "ten,"  before  the  word  "thousand,"  in  the  first  line 
and  insert  in  place  thereof  the  word  "eight."  The  report  was 
accepted,  the  amendment  adopted,  and  the  bill  ordered  to  a 
third  reading. 
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Mr.  Ohellis,  for  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary,  to  whom 
was  referred  An  act  to  free  toll  bridges,  reported  the  same 
with  the  resolution, — that  the  bill  ought  to  pass.  The  report 
was  accepted  and  the  bill  laid  upon  the  table  to  be  printed. 

Mr.  Graf,  for  the  Committee  on  Appropriations,  to  whom 
was  referred  An  act  providing  for  the  appointment  of  a 
brigade  engineer  of  the  New  Hampshire  National  Guard, 
reported  the  same  with  the  resolution, — that  the  bill  ought 
to  pass.  The  report  was  accepted.  The  question  being  upon 
the  adoption  of  the  resolution  reported  from  the  committee, 
on  a  viva  voce  vote,  the  resolution  was  not  adopted.  Mr.  Cilley 
of  Manchester  called  for  a  division.  A  division  being  had, 
the  vote  was  declared  to  be  manifestly  in  the  affirmative  and 
the  resolution  was  adopted.  The  bill  was  then  laid  upon  the 
table  to  be  printed. 

Mr.  French,  for  the  Committee  on  Railroads,  to  wliom  was 
referred  An  act  to  incorporate  the  ]\Ianchester,  Chester,  and 
Haverhill  Street  Eailway  Company;  An  act  to  incorporate  the 
Nashua,  Salem,  and  Haverhill  Street  Eailway;  An  act 
to  incorporate  the  Nashua,  Manchester,  and  Concord  Elec- 
tric Railroad  Company;  An  act  to  incorporate  the  Merrimac 
Valley  and  St.  Lawrence  Railway  Company,  reported  the 
same  with  the  accompanying  statement  of  facts  with  resolu- 
tion attached  thereto:  The  foregoing  bills  having  been  in- 
troduced by  the  same  party,  and  all  being  promoted  by  the 
same  persons,  have  been  considered  together.  Although 
there  was  some  variation  in  the  names  of  the  incorporators, 
it  appeared  that  Charles  Corliss,  E.  H.  Hoyt,  Thomas  Sanders, 
and  E.  B.  Fuller  of  Haverhill,  Mass.,  were  named  as  incorpo- 
rators in  all  four  of  the  bills,  and  that  those  four  gentlemen 
and  the  undisclosed  principals  behind  them  were  the  real  pro- 
moters of  all  the  bills.  Repeated  hearings  were  had  and  a  full 
opportunity  was  given  to  every  one  interested  to  appear  and 
be  heard.  The  only  ones  of  the  promoters  who  appeared 
before  tlie  committee  in  support  of  the  bills  were  Thomas 
Sanders  and  E.  B.  Fuller,  both  of  Haverhill,  Mass.,  accom- 
panied by  Henry  W.  Burgett  of  Newton,  Mass.,  who  was

named  as  incorporator  in  one  of  tlie  bills.  Mr.  Fuller  acted 
as  counsel  for  the  promoters. 

Among  those  who  appeared  in  opposition  to  the  granting 
of  these  charters  were  the  Nashua  .Street  Eailway,  through 
their  counsel,  George  B.  French,  and  their  superintendent, 
P.  F.  Sullivan;  the  Manchester  Street  Eailway,  through  their 
counsel,  E.  M.  Topliff  and  David  A.  Taggart,  and  the  Con- 
cord Street  Eailway,  through  their  president,  John  H.  Albin, 
and  their  counsel,  N.  E.  Martin.  The  Boston  &  Maine  Eail- 
road,  through  their  representatives  also  appeared  in  opposi- 
tion to  the  bill. 

The  promoters  produced  no  evidence  whatever  with  refer- 
ence to  the  business  to  be  accommodated  by  the  proposed  rail- 
ways, and  no  evidence  that  the  people  living  upon  the  pro- 
posed lines  desired  their  construction,  and  no  evidence  that 
the  public  good  is  in  any  way  to  be  subserved  by  the  building 
of  these  roads,  and  no  person  living  upon  the  several  proposed 
routes  appeared  before  the  committee  in  favor  of  the  bills. 
The  promoters'  counsel,  Mr.  Fuller,  admitted  that  he  could 
point  out  no  specific  objection  to  our  general  street  railway 
law  except  that  it  provided  for  a  tribunal  to  determine 
whether  the  public  good  required  the  taking  of  public  and  pri- 
vate property  for  the  building  of  street  railways,  which  he 
thought  was  unnecessary.  He  expressed  the  belief  that  any- 
body should  have  the  right  to  build  a  railroad  in  the  public 
ways  with  the  same  facilities  that  they  might  establish  a  line 
of  omnibuses;  and  that  the  selectmen  of  the  towns  should 
have  the  power  to  determine  where  in  the  road  the  railway 
should  be  located,  and,  after  such  location,  should  have  no 
right  to  change  it.  Mr.  Sanders,  another  of  the  promoters, 
stated  that  there  were  parties  behind  himself  and  his  assO' 
ciates  in  this  general  scheme,  but  declined  to  disclose  their 
names  to  the  committee.  Mr.  Sanders  also  stated,  in  substance, 
that  he  and  his  associates  were  not  in  this  scheme  as  phil- 
anthropists, but  for  the  purpose  of  making  money. 

Mr.  P.  F.  Sullivan,  of  the  Nashua  Street  Eailway  Company, 
testified  that  there  was  no  demand  for  any  of  the  proposed 
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roads;  that  whenever  a  road  should  be  needed,  running  from 
Nashua,  his  company  was  read  to  build  the  same,  and  that  he 
should  not  come  to  the  Legislature  for  a  charter,  but  sliould 
extend  the  road  under  the  provisions  of  the  general  law,  which 
now  governed  all  street  railways  in  New  Hampshire  and  was 
amply  sufficient  for  all  purposes  of  legitimate  street  railway 
building;  but  for  speculative  street  railway  organizations, 
parties  naturally  go  to  the  Legislature  to  obtain  special 
charters.  The  representatives  of  the  Manchester  and  Con- 
cord street  railway  stated  similar  views  with  reference  to  any 
roads  out  of  those  respective  cities  that  should  be  needed,  and 
further  stated  that  they  were  now  satisfactorily  operating 
under  the  general  law,  and  that  its  provisions  were  amply  suf- 
ficient for  all  extensions  or  new  roads  that  may  hereafter  be 
needed.  Upon  these  facts  the  committee  finds  that  the  pub- 
lic good  does  not  require  the  granting  of  either  of  the  pro- 
posed charters,  and  report  the  following  resolution: — Resolved^ 
That  each  of  the  bills  be  indefinitely  postponed.  The  report 
was  accepted. 

The  question  being  upon  the  adoption  of  the  resolution 
reported  from  the  committee,  Mr.  Pierce  of  Somersworth 
moved  that  the  bills  and  report  be  laid  upon  the  table  and 
made  the  special  order  for  Tuesday,  March  2,  at  3  o'clock. 
Mr.  Lyford  of  Concord  opposed  the  motion.  Mr.  Pierce  of 
Somersworth  rose  to  the  point  of  order  that  the  motion  was 
debatable  only  as  to  the  time  stated.  The  Speaker  ruled 
that  the  motion  was  debatable,  and  that  the  gentleman  from 
Concord  would  proceed  in  order.  Mr.  Pierce  appealed  from 
the  decision  of  the  chair,  and  subsequently  withdrew  the 
appeal.  The  question  being  upon  the  motion  to  lay  the 
bills  and  report  upon  the  table,  and  make  them  the  special 
order  for  Tuesda}^,  March  2,  at  3  o'clock,  Mr.  Lyford  of  Con- 
cord demanded  the  yeas  and  nays.  Mr.  Lyford  subsequently 
withdrew  the  call,  which  was  renewed  by  Mr.  Pierce  of  Som- 
ersworth. The  roll  was  called  with  the  following  result: 
Yeas,  232;  nays,  37,  and  the  motion  prevailed.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  LIQUOR  LAWS. 

A  majority  of  the  Committee  on  Liquor  Lav/s,  to  whom 
was  referred  x\n  act  in  amendment  of  chapter  112,  section  33, 
of  the  Public  Statutes,  relating  to  the  sale  of  spirituous  and 
intoxicating  liquors,  and  to  repeal  all  provisions  of  law  giving 
to  complainants  or  private  individuals  the  whole  or  any  part 
of  the  fine  or  penalty  imposed  for  the  violation  of  a  statute, 
having  considered  the  same,  report  the  same  in  a  new  draft 
and  with  the  following  resolution: — Besolved,  That  the  bill 
ought  to  pass. 

CLAEENCE  W.   PLUMMEE, 

For  the  Committee. 

A  minority  of  the  Committee  on  Liquor  Laws,  to  whom 
was  referred  An  act  in  amendment  of  chapter  113,  section  33, 
of  the  Public  Statutes,  relating  to  the  sale  of  spirituous  and 
intoxicating  liquors,  having  considered  the  same,  report  the 
same  with  the  following  resolution: — Besolved,  That  it  is  in- 
expedient to  legislate. 

Some  of  the  reasons  which  have  led  us  to  report  as  we  have 
are  as  follows:  The  practice  of  giving  a  share  of  the  fines 
collected  to  citizens  and  municipalities,  who  carry  on  prose- 
cutions against  violaters  of  our  criminal  laws,  and  pay  all  the 
expense  of  the  prosecution,  is  as  old  as  our  state  government 
and  the  history  of  legislation  by  Anglo  Saxons.  One  of  the 
earliest  acts,  passed  in  this  state  in  1680,  was  an  act  giving 
"informers"  (as  they  were  then  called),  against  illegal  liquor 
sellers,  one  half  of  the  fines  imposed.  Since  that  time  hun- 
dreds of  acts  have  been  passed,  of  a  similar  nature,  until  today 
there  are  more  tban  fifty  chapters  of  the  Public  Statutes  rela- 
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ting  to  crimes,  which  depend  largely  for  their  enforcement 
upon  private  prosecutors.  No  evidenqe  has  been  offered  be- 
fore our  committee  to  show  that  these  statutes  have  ever 
worked  injury  or  injustice  to  any  one.  On  the  other  hand, 
much  evidence  has  been  produced  to  show  that  they  subserve 
a  useful  purpose,  and  have  accomplished  great  good  in  con- 
victing himdreds,  if  not  thousands,  of  law  breakers  who  would 
have  otherwise  continued  to  violate  the  laws  of  the  state  with 
impunity.  No  law-abiding  citizen  ever  has  been  or  can  be 
injured  by  them.  If  they  interfere  with  lawlessness  and 
crime,  as  they  certainly  do,  they  should  be  sustained  instead 
of  being  repealed.  It  is  claimed  by  some  that  cheap  men, 
tramps,  etc.,  have  gone  about  the  state  prosecuting  liquor  sel- 
lers and  others  for  the  money  they  could  make,  but  no  evi- 
dence has  been  offered  to  substantiate  this  claim,  and,  in  our 
judgment,  no  such  evidence  can  be  found,  because  it  is  a  well- 
known  fact  that  the  prejudice  which  exists  in  the  minds  of 
grand  and  petit  jurors,  justice,  police,  and  other  courts  and 
prosecuting  officers  makes  it  impossible  for  such  people  to 
procure  convictions.  Further,  they  have  not  the  means  to 
advance  with  which  to  carry  on  prosecutions.  Much  evidence 
was  produced  before  the  committee,  and  we  think  it  was  con- 
clusively proven,  that  it  was  practically  impossible  for  muni- 
cipalities, organizations  of  the  best  citizens,  and  individuals 
of  the  highest  standing  in  the  community,  to  carry  on  this 
class  of  prosecutions  and  pay  their  bills  out  of  the  moieties 
received.  All  the  evidence  adduced  shows  that  municipal- 
ities, associations,  and  individuals,  who  have  carried  on  pros- 
ecutions, have  been  obliged  to  contribute  of  their  own  means 
in  addition  to  the  moieties  in  order  to  pay  their  bills. 

The  primary  purpose  of  the  promoters  of  this  act  is  to 
cut  off  the  moiety  feature  of  our  liquor  laws.  The  act  in  its 
original  draft  applied  solely  to  that  law.  In  view  of  this 
it  is  a  significant  fact,  to  which  we  call  attention,  that 
no  temperance  man,  especially  no  active  temperance  man, 
who  has  had  experience  in  enforcement  of  the  law 
is  asking  for  the  repeal  of  the  laws  as  they  now  stand.     The 
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clamor  for  its  repeal  emanates  entirely  from  the  liquor  dealers 
and  from  their  sympathizers  who  want  a  license  law,  or  to  so 
emasculate  the  present  prohibitory  law  as  to  make  evasions  of 
its  provisions  easy  and  profitable.  The  promoters  of  this  act 
have  evidently  become  satisfied  that  npon  no  sound  princi- 
ple can  the  moiety  features  of  the  prohibitory  law  be  repealed, 
and  those  features  allowed  to  exist  in  the  large  number  of 
other  acts  that  are  now  upon  our  statute  books,  especially  in 
such  as  the  fish  and  game  laws,  diseased  animals,  adulteration 
of  foods,  etc.  If  any  exception  was  to  be  made,  it  should  be 
made  in  favor  of  the  continuance  of  the  clause  in  the  prohib- 
itory law  which  is  designed  to  protect  our  homes  from  the 
ravages  made  by  the  use  of  liquor  as  a  beverage,  instead  of  in 
favor  of  those  which  protect  animals  and  property. 

The  repeal  of  tlie  moiety  features  of  our  liquor  statutes  at 
the  present  time,  under  existing  conditions,  would  practically 
nullify  the  law  and  put  a  stop  to  its  enforcement.  It  is  a 
notorious  fact,  which  cannot  be  winked  out  of  sight,  that  a 
large  per  cent  of  the  public  officers  of  this  state,  whose 
sworn  duty  it  is  to  enforce  this  class  of  laws,  absolutely  neg- 
lect and  refuse  to  perform  their  duty,  justifying  their  action 
upon  one  pretext  or  another,  none  of  which  pretexts  will  stand 
the  scrutiny  of  an  honest  man,  or  will  be  held  valid  at  the  final 
reckoning  day.  The  liquor  interest  has  already  too  much 
incentive  to  enter  into  politics  for  the  purpose  of  electing  and 
controlling  the  officers  having  to  do  with  the  enforcement  of 
the  liquor  laws,  but,  if  the  moiety  feature  of  the  law  is  re- 
moved, they  will  have  still  greater  inducement,  because  if 
they  can  then  control  the  public  officers,  nothing  can  be  done 
in  the  way  of  enforcement,  and  they  can  sell  with  impunity, 
a  condition  of  afi^airs  which  they  would  much  prefer  to  any 
license  law  that  could  be  adopted,  as  it  would  be  much 
cheaper. 

We  are  aware  that  this  statement  will  be  met  by  the  state- 
ment that  repealing  the  moiety  clause  will  not  affect  the  right 
of  individuals  to  prosecute.  Theoretically  this  is  so,  but 
practically  it  erects  an  absolute  bar  to  prosecutions  by  indi- 
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viduals,  for  the  reason  that  very  few,  if  any,  individuals  can 
be  fonnd  who  will  be  disposed  or  can  afford  to  give  their  time 
and  advance  the  large  sums  of  money  which  are  always  neces- 
sary to  carry  on  successful  prosecutions,  when  all  of  the  fine& 
collected  must  go  into  the  county  treasury.  The  active  tem- 
perance people  of  the  state  have  to  earn  their  money  by  the 
sweat  of  their  brow,  or  some  legitimate  industry',  which  re- 
turns comparatively  small  profits,  whereas  the  liquor  seller, 
by  reason  of  the  tremendous  profits  derived  from  his  business, 
is  always,  ready,  willing,  and  able  to  put  in  large  sums  to  fight 
and  delay  any  prosecution  that  may  be  made. 

If  the  Legislature  should  ever  conclude  to  repeal  the  moiety 
features  of  our  laws,  it  will  be  necessary  for  them  to  establish 
and  maintain,  at  great  expense,  a  state  constabulary,  or  detec- 
tive force,  of  sufficient  size  to  patrol  the  state,  vested  with  full 
authority  to  execute  the  laws.  It  will  also  be  necessary  to 
thrib'ble  the  salaries  of  the  solicitors,  so  they  can  give  their 
whole  time  to  the  duties  of  their  office.  The  salaries  now  paid 
them  are  entirely  inadequate  to  enable  them  to  give  the  time 
and  attention  necessary  for  any  substantial  enforcement.  It 
will  also  be  necessary  for  the  Legislature  to  devise  and  pass- 
laws  which  will  compel  unwilling  and  dishonest  police  com- 
missioners, mayors,  selectmen,  and  solicitors  to  do  their  duty. 

There  are  many  other  reasons  which  might  be  given„ 
which  will  readily  suggest  themselves  to  thinking  men.

Mr.  (Uough  of  Alton  offered  the  following  resolution: 
Whereas,  Notwithstanding  the  desire  of  our  government 
to  avoid  meddling  with  the  affairs  of  the  Spanish  government 
in  Cuba,  it  is  manifest  that  such  desire  should  nut  carry  it  to 
a  point  of  weakness  in  the  consideration  of  its  plain  duty  to 
observe  with  watchfulness  the  conduct  of  those  affairs,  as 
bearing  upon  the  common  rights  of  civilization  and  the  pro- 
tection of  our  own  citizens  on  that  island.  The  people  of 
this  country  can  no  longer  close  their  eyes  to  the  cruel  atroci- 
ties, almost  daily  reported,  committed  by  the  Spanish  au- 
thorities upon  her  own  ])risoners  of  war,  and  likewise  upon 
American  citizens  temporarily  residing  in  Cuba.  We  believe 
the  "masterly  inactivity"  of  this  adminstration,  regarding  the 
grave  offenses  against  civilization  and  international  inter- 
course and  law,  continually  being  committed  in  a  country 
so  contiguous  to  ours  as  the  island  of  Cuba,  is  inexcusable 
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,and  ought  not  to  longer  remain  iinrebnked  by  the  people  of 
our  government,  therefore  we  propose  the  following  concur- 
rent resolution: 

Resolved  by  the  House  of  Eepresentatives,  the  Senate  con- 
curring, That  we  view  with  deep  concern  and  regret  the  obsti- 
nate inaction  of  this  administration  in  refusing  to  demand  of 
Spain  civilized  methods  of  warfare  in  Cuba,  and  respectful 
and  Just  treatment  of  our  citizens  temporarily  residing  there 
And  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  we  believe  it  is  the  duty  of  this  government 
to  change  its  present  policy  of  weakness  to  one  of  patriotic 
firmness,  making  proper  demands  upon  Spain  to  adopt  civil- 
ized methods  of  warfare  in  the  island  of  Cuba,  and  to  accord  to 
all  American  citizens  residing  therein  every  just  and  proper 
right  and  protection.     And  be  it  also  further 

Resolved,  That  Ave  believe  it  is  the  duty  of  the  government 
to  dispatch  a  war  vessel,  or  as  many  as  may  be  necessary  ta 
insure  compliance  with  above  demands,  to  the  waters  of  that 
island.  The  time  for  prompt  and  decisive  action  has  arrived 
and  our  people  are  aroused. 

The  question  being  upon  the  adoption  of  the  resolution,, 
discussion  ensued.  Mr.  Shirley  of  Andover  moved  that  the 
resolution  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary. 
On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  motion  prevailed.  ]\Ir.  Clough  of 
Alton  called  for  a  division  and,  on  motion  of  the  same  gentle- 
man, a  division  pending,  the  resolution  was  laid  upon  the 
table. 

TAKEN  FKOM  THE  TABLE. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Clement  of  Warren,  An  act  in  relation 
to  certain  fur-bearing  animals  was  then  taken  from  the  table.

A  message  from  the  Honorable  Senate,  by  its  Clerk,  an- 
nounced that  the  Senate  had  granted  the  request  of  the  House 
of  Representatives  for  a  committee  of  conference  on  the  fol- 
lowing entitled  bill:  "An  act  in  amendment  of  chapter  90  of 
the  Public  Statutes,  relating  to  the  election  of  oiftcers  of 
school  districts."     The  President  appointed  as  members  of 
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such  committee,  on  the  part  of  the  Senate,  Senators  Scott, 
Graves,  and  Fellows. 

The  message  also  announced  that  the  Senate  concurred 
with  the  House  of  Representatives  in  the  passage  of  the  fol- 
lowing bills: 

An  act  in  relation  to  the  East  Grafton  Union  Meeting 
House  Society. 

An  act  in  amendment  of  chapter  101,  Laws  of  1895,  rela- 
ting to  taxation  of  property. 

An  act  in  amendment  of  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to  amend 
the  charter  of  the  city  of  Portsmouth,"  and  in  amendment 
of  chapter  23,  section  35,  of  the  Public  Statutes. 

The  message  also  announced  that  the  Senate  refused  to 
concur  with  the  House  of  Representatives  in  the  passage  of 
the  following  entitled  bill:  "An  act  in  amendment  of  section 
1  of  chapter  7  of  the  Laws  of  the  state  of  New  Hampshire," 
passed  at  the  January  session,  1895,  relating  to  the  giving  of 
cigarettes,  snuif,  and  tobacco  to  minors. 

The  message  also  announced  that  the  Senate  had  passed 
bills  with  the  following  titles,  in  the  passage  of  which  it  asked 
the  concurrence  of  the  House  of  Representatives: 

An  act  authorizing  the  admission  of  the  New  England 
Live  Stock  Insurance  Company  to  do  business  in  the  state  of 
New  Hampshire.  Read  a  first  and  second  time,  and  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Insurance. 

An  act  to  prohibit  fishing,  boating,  and  bathing  in  Round 
pond.  Read  a  first  and  second  time  and  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Fisheries  and  Game. 

The  message  also  announced  that  the  Senate  concurred 
with  the  House  of  Representatives  in  the  passage  of  the  fol- 
lowing bill,  with  amendments,  in  the  passage  of  which  amend- 
ments it  asked  the  concurrence  of  the  House  of  Representatives: 
An  act  enlarging  the  corporate  powers  and  privileges  of  the 
Laconia  Electric  Lighting  Company.  Amend  the  title  by 
striking  out  the  words,  "enlarging  the  corporate  powers  and 
privileges  of,*"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words,  "in 
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relation  to/'  so  tliat  the  title  as  amended  shall  read :  An  act 
in  relation  to  the  Laconia  Electric  Lighting  Company. 

Amend  the  bill  as  follows:  Strike  out  section  1  and  insert 
the  following:  Section  1.  The  Laconia  Electric  Lighting 
Company,  a  corporation  organized  and  existing  nnder  the 
laws  of  the  state  of  New  Hampshire,  and  having  its  place  of 
business  at  Laconia,  in  the  county  of  Belknap,  is  hereby  con- 
tinued a  body  corporate  and  politic,  for  the  purpose  of  con- 
structing machinery,  maintaining,  and  operating  electric 
light  stations,  furnishing  electric  appliances  and  power  for 
lighting  and  other  purposes,  as  stated  in  its  original  articles 
of  incorporation,  subject  to  the  restrictions  hereinafter  pro- 
vided, shall  have  the  power  and  authority  to  purchase  real 
estate,  rights  in  real  estate,  and  water  rights  and  the  rights 
of  llowage,  and  the  right  to  erect  and  maintain  such  neces- 
sary dams  and  reservoirs  for  the  purpose  of  utilizing  water 
power  upon  such  rivers,  streams,  lakes,  and  ponds,  in  said 
county  of  Belknap,  and  in  the  town  of  Hill  in  the  county  of

Street  Eailway,  within  the  limits  of  said  city  of  Laconia. 

Strike  out  the  following  after  the  word  "purposes,"  in  the 
seventh  line  of  section  2:  "and  shall  have  the  right  to  erect 
its  poles  and  string  and  maintain  its  wires  or  other  appliances 
over  land  of  private  individuals  in  said  counties  and  towns, 
having  due  regard  for  the  public  safety  and  convenience,  and 
doing  no  unnecessary  damage  to  individuals  or  land-owners; 
and  if  said  corporation  shall  be  unable  to  agree  Avith  the 
owners  of  any  land  over  which  it  may  be  necessary  to  erect  its 
poles  and  string  its  wires,  and  maintain  the  same,  upon  the 
damage  occasioned  thereby,  either  party  may  apply  to  the 
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supreme  court  for  the  county  in  which  such  alleged  damage 
accrues  (occurs),  for  the  assessment  of  damages,  and  said 
court,  at  a  trial  term  thereof,  shall  refer  the  same  to  the 
county  commissioners  for  said  county,  who  shall  proceed 
thereon  in  like  manner  as  in  the  laying  out  of  highways;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  if  either  party  shall  desire,  before  refer- 
ence to  said  commissioners,  they  shall  be  entitled  to  a  trial  by 
jury,  in  such  manner  and  under  such  regulations  as  the 
court  may  prescribe."  Add  the  following  to  section  5:  "Con- 
sistent with  the  existing  laws  of  the  state."  Substitute  the 
following  for  section  6:  Section  6,  For  the  purpose  of  en- 
abling said  corporation  to  carry  on  its  business  and  to  pur- 
chase real  estate,  rights  in  real  estate,  water  rights,  rights  of 
flowage,  the  right  to  erect  and  maintain  dams  and  reservoirs 
as  aforesaid,  and  corporate  rights,  and  franchises  as  herein- 
after provided,  and  for  the  carrying  on  its  business,  it  is  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  borrow  such  sums  of  money  as 
may  be  necessary  from  time  to  time,  and  issue  its  notes,  bonds, 
and  obligations  therefor,  secured  by  mortgage  or  otherwise, 
as  may  be  deemed  necessary  for  the  best  interests  of  the  cor- 
poration; such  notes,  bonds,  or  obligations  to  be  in  such 
denomination,  bearing  such  dates  and  payable  at  such  times 
and  at  such  rate  of  interest,  not  exceeding  6  per  cent,  as  may 
be  fixed  and  determined  by  the  corporation.  The  amend- 
ments were  concurred  in.

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cinct  of  Wolfeboroiigh  to  construct  and  maintain  an  electric 
plant,  reported  the  same,  in  a  new  draft,  with  the  resolution, — 
that  the  bill  ought  to  pass.  The  report  was  accepted,  the 
bill  read  a  first  time,  and  ordered  to  a  second  reading. 

Mr.  Batchelder,  for  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary,  to 
whom  was  referred  An  act  to  regulate  the  licensing  and  reg- 
istration of  physicians  and  surgeons,  reported  the  same,  in  a 
new  draft,  with  the  resolution, — that  the  bill  ought  to  pass. 
The  report  was  accepted.  On  motion  of  Mr.  Jewett  of  La- 
conia,  the  rules  were  suspended,  the  bill  read  a  first  and  sec- 
ond time  by  title,  and  laid  upon  the  table  to  be  printed. 

Mr.  Marsh,  for  the  special  committee,  consisting  of  the 
delegation  from  Nashua,  to  whom  was  referred  An  act  cre- 
ating a  board  of  trustees  for  suburban  cemeteries  in  Nashua, 
New  Hampshire,  reported  the  same  and  recommended  its  pas- 
sage. The  report  was  accepted.  On  motion  of  Mr.  Marsh 
of  Nashua,  the  rules  were  suspended  and  the  bill  read  a  third 
time  and  passed. 

Mr.  Cilley,  for  the  Committee  on  Fisheries  and  Game,  to 
whom  was  referred  An  act  to  prohibit  fishing,  boating,  and 
bathing  in  Eound  pond,  reported  the  same  with  the  recom- 
mendation that  the  bill  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the 
Judiciary.     The  report  was  accepted  and  the  bill  so  referred. 

Mr.  Tilton,  for  the  Committee  on  Incorporations,  to  whom 
was  referred  An  act  to  incorporate  the  \\liitefield  Electric 
Light  Company,  reported  the  same  with  an  amendment  and 
recommended  its  passage.  Amend  by  striking  out  section  3 
and  inserting  the  following:  Section  3.  Said  corporation 
shall  have  the  right  to  erect  poles  and  place  wires  thereon,  or 
to  lay  subterranean  pipes,  tubes,  or  boxes,  and  in  other  ap- 
propriate and  convenient  ways,  in  the  public  streets  and  high- 
ways in  said  town;  provided  that  the  location  and  manner  of 
construction  of  said  poles,  pipes,  boxes,  or  tubes,  and  the 
maintenance  of  the  same,  shall  be  approved  by  the  selectmen 
of  said  town,  with  the  right  to  relay  and  repair  the  same  after 
first  having  obtained  the  permission  of  the  selectmen  of  said 
town  to  make  use  of  the  streets  and  higliways  for  the  purpose 
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aforesaid,  due  regard  being  had  to  the  public  safety  and  travel.; 
and  may  locate  and  put  in  position  its  lines  of  wire  and  other 
means  of  transmission  over  or  through  public  or  private 
property,  or  lands,  within  said  town,  with  the  right  to  main- 
tain and  repair  the  same,  doing  no  greater  injury  to  property 
or  lands  than  it  may  reasonably  do  in  carrying  out  the  pur- 
poses of  this  act;  and  said  corporation  may  agree  with  the 
selectmen  of  said  town,  and  other  persons  or  corporations^ 
that  are  injured  by  this  corporation  in  carrying  out  the  pur- 
pose of  this  act,  as  to  the  damages  to  be  paid  for  such  injuries, 
and,  in  case  of  failure  to  agree,  either  party  may  petition  the 
supreme  qourt,  at  a  trial  term  held  in  the  county  of  Coos,  to 
have  the  same  assessed,  and  such  proceedings  shall  be  had  as 
may  be  determined  upon  by  said  court  and  execution  shall 
issue  accordingly.  The  report  was  accepted,  the  amendment 
adopted,  and  the  bill  laid  upon  the  table  to  be  printed. 

Mr.  Ahern,  for  a  majority  of  the  Committee  on  Appropria- 
tions, to  whom  was  referred  A  joint  resolution  in  favor  of  the 
New  Hampshire  College  of  Agriculture  and  the  Meclianie 
Arts,  reported  the  same  and  recommended  its  passage. 

Mr.  McKellips  of  Northumberland,  a  minority  of  the  com- 
mittee, reported  the  bill  with  the  resolution, — that  the  joint 
resolution  be  referred  to  the  next  Legislature. 

Mr.  McKellips  m.oved  to  substitute  tlie  report  of  the  major- 
ity for  that  of  the  minority. 

(Discussion  ensued.) 

On  a  viva  voce  vote,  the  motion  was  lost.  The  report  of  the 
majority  of  the  committee  was  then  accepted.  On  motion  of 
Mr.  B.  P.  Peirce  of  Dover,  the  rules  were  suspended,  and  the 
joint  resolution  read  a  third  time  and  passed. 

The  Committee  on  the  Judiciary,  to  whom  Avas  referred  a 
resolution  requesting  the  committee  to  inquire  into  and  ascer- 
tain the  interest  of  the  state  in  the  property,  business,  and 
organization  of  the  New  Hampshire  Asylum  for  tlie  Insane 
and  report  the  result  of  their  inquiries  to  the  House,  having 
considered  the  same,  submitted  the  following  report: 
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In  1838  there  was  passed  an  "Act  to  incorporate  the  New 
Hampshire  Asylum  for  the  Insane.'*  The  text  of  this  act 
shows  that  it  was  the  purpose  of  the  Legislature  to  create  a 
private  corporation  not  under  the  immediate  control  of  the 
state. 

In  1839  an  act  in  amendment  to,  ana  explanatory  of,  the 
act  of  1838  was  passed.  By  this  act  the  management  and 
control  was  vested  in  the  board  of  trustees  appointed  by  the 
corporation  and  the  state;  the  trustees  were  authorized  to 
encourage  subscriptions  and  donations  to  the  corporation,  to 
bind  the  coi'poration  by  contracts,  to  appoint  their  own  pres- 
ident, secretary,  and  treasurer  and  other  officers,  to  make  rules 
and  regulations  for  the  conduct  of  the  asylum  officers  and 
its  affairs,  and  have  the  appropriation  and  control  of  all 
funds,  devises,  grants  of  land,  and  bequests,  with  poM'er  to 
convey  the  same. 

Trouble  at  once  arose  between  the  original  incorporators 
under  the  act  of  1838  and  the  trustees  appointed  by  the  state 
under  the  act  of  1839,  in  regard  to  the  management  of  the 
institution,  which  led  to  additional  legislation  in  1840,  by 
which  the  state  ousted  the  original  incorporators  and  assumed 
absolute  control  of  the  asylum.  This  act  is  the  key  to  the 
situation  and  is  as  follows: 

An  act  in  addition  to  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate 
the  New  Hampshire  Asylum  for  the  Insane." 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  in  General  Court  convened:  That  from  and 
after  the  passage  of  this  act,  the  board  of  trustees,  named  in 
the  act  incorporating  said  asylum,  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Governor  and  Council,  and  the  term  of  office  of  the  present 
board  of  trustees  shall  terminate  and  expire  whenever  said 
new  board  of  trustees  shall  have  been  appointed,  and  said 
board  of  trustees  shall  have  the  same  term  of  office,  and  shall 
have  and  exercise  all  the  power  vested  in  the  present  board  of 
trustees  by  the  act  incorporating  said  asylum  and  by  the  act 
in  amendment  of,  and  explanatory  of  said  act,  passed  July  6, 
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1839,  and  shall  also  have  and  exercise  all  the  rights,  powers, 
and  duties  now  vested  by  said  acts  in  said  corporation. 

Sect.  2.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  at  any  time  within 
five  months  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  the  private 
contributors  to  said  asylum  are  hereby  authorized  to  demand 
and  receive  of  the  ti'^asurer  of  said  corporation  any  sums  by 
them  subscribed  and  actually  paid,  with  their  proportion  of 
the  interest  that  may  have  accrued  to  said  corporation 
thereon,  for  and  in  behalf  of  said  asylum  or  any  securities 
given  for  said  contributions,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
treasurer  to  pay  out  and  deliver  the  same  within  two  months 
from  the  time  of  demand  of  the  same. 

Sect.  3.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  such  funds  as  shall 
remain  in  said  corporation  shall  be  invested  by  said  board  of 
trustees,  and  kept  at  annual  interest,  until  the  same,  together 
with  such  other  donations  as  shall  from  time  to  time  he  re- 
ceived, shall  amount  to  the  sum  of  forty  thousand  dollars,  at 
which  time,  or  any  previous  time,  as  the  Legislature  shall 
direct,  the  said  board  shall  proceed  to  locate  and  establish 
such  asylum  at  such  suitable  place  as  shall  be  approved  of  by 
the  Legislature,  for  the  reception  of  such  pauper  lunatics  and 
insane  persons  as  may  be  chargeable  to  the  several  towns  and 
counties  in  this  state,  or  who  may  be  in  prison  for  the  com- 
mission of  offenses,  or  who  may  be  so  furiously  mad  as  to 
render  it  manifestly  dangerous  to  the  peace  and  safety  of  the 
community  that  they  should  be  at  large,  and  such  other  insane 
persons  whose  friends  shall  apply  for  the  benefit  of  said 
asylum  in  their  behalf, — such  persons  to  be  received  under 
such  conditions  and  regulations  as  the  Legislature  shall  from 
time  to  time  direct  and  appoint. 

Sect.  -i.  Be  it  further  enacted.  That  said  trustees  shall 
report  to  the  adjourned  session  of  the  Legislature  the  amount 
of  funds  on  hand,  and  the  mode  of  investment  of  the  same, 
with  an  estimate  of  the  necessary  expenses  to  purchase  land 
and  for  the  erection  and  furnishing  suitable  buildings  and 
apartments  for  the  accommodation  of  120  patients,  and  shall 
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also  report  the  annual  average  expense  at  which  their  friends, 
or  those  liable  for  tlieir  maintenance,  may  support  the  same 
at  said  asylum,  together  with  such  information  in  relation  to 
the  location  of  this  institution  and  such  other  facts  in  connec- 
tion witli  the  establishment  of  an  asylum  as  they  may  deem 
important  for  the  consideration  of  the  Legislature. 

Sect.  5.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  acts  and  parts  of 
acts  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  be,  and  the 
same  are  hereby  repealed,  and  the  Legislature  may  at  any  time 
alter,  amend  and  repeal  this  act  whenever  the  public  good 
may  require  it  to  be  done.     Approved  June  19,  18^:0. 

The  next  day  after  the  passage  of  the  act  the  Governor 
approved  it,  and  appointed  twelve  new  trustees,  who  immedi- 
ately entered  upon  the  discharge  of  their  duties.  There  is  no 
doubt  in  the  mind  of  the  committee  that  by  the  terms  of  this 
act  and  the  subsequent  action  of  the  trustees  thereunder,  the 
property  and  all  interests  of  the  New  Hamphire  Asylum  for 
the  Insane  became  vested  in  the  state  as  completely  and  irrev- 
ocably as  though  the  original  charter  had  created  a  state 
asylum.  In  no  subsequent  act  of  the  Legislature  has  the  state 
parted  with  its  absolute  ownership  of  this  institution.  In  re- 
ports of  committees,  in  acts  of  the  Legislature,  and  in  the  offi- 
cial work  of  its  trustees,  the  New  Hampshire  Asylum  for  the 
Insane  is  everywhere  treated  as  a  state  institution,  subject  to 
the  control  of  the  state,  and  amenable  to  its  supervision.  The 
Legislature  can  change  its  management,  create  new  officers 
and  agents,  limit  or  enlarge  the  scope  of  its  work,  take  control 
of  its  trust  funds,  and  do  anything  except  divert  these  funds 
from  the  purposes  for  which  the  trusts  were  created.  While 
the  statutes  of  1842  referred  to  the  institution  as  a  corpora- 
tion, the  state  is  the  sole  incorporator,  in  whom  is  vested  all 
its  powers  and  privileges  and  upon  whom  rests  the  entire  re- 
sponsibility for  its  management. 

A  brief  of  the  legislative  and  official  history  of  the  New 
Hampshire  Asylum  for  the  Insane  was  submitted  to  the  com- 
mittee by  counsel  for  the  trustees.  The  committee  did  not 
think  it  necessarv  to  traverse  in  detail  the  different  acts  of  the 
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Legislature,  reports  of  visitors,  trustees,  etc.,  referred  to  in 
this  brief.  They  have  made  sufficient  examination  to  satisfy 
themselves  of  its  accuracy  and  to  enable  them  to  reach  their 
conclusions.  A  copy  of  this  brief  is  appended  to  this  report, 
that  the  House  may  have  before  it  the  information  which 
guided  the  committee  in  its  deliberations  and  enabled  it  to 
find  that  the  New  Hampshire  Asylum  for  the  Insane  is  in  all 
respects  a  state  institution.  To  avoid  further  investigation, 
we  recommend  that  the  trustees  convey  all  property,  standing 
in  the  name  of  the  New  Hampshire  Asylum  for  the  Insane, 
to  the  state.

IN   the   matter   of   the    new   HAMPSHIRE   ASYLUM   FOR   THE 

INSANE. 

To  the  Judiciary  Committee  of  the  House  of  Fepresentatives: 

The  resolution  now  pending  before  the  committee  is  in  the 
following  terms: 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Judiciary  inquire 
into  and  ascertain  the  interest  of  the  state  in  the  property, 
business,  and  organization  of  the  New  Hampshire  Asylum  for 
the  Insane,  and  report  the  result  of  their  inquiries  to  the 
House. 

To  aid  the  committee,  and  upon  its  request,  the  following 
statements  and  conclusions  are  respectfully  submitted  for 
their  consideration.     They  are  derived  from  the  various  leg- 
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islative  enactments  between  1838  and  1896,  from  the  reports 
of  the  trustees  to  the  Legishiture,  from  the  report  of  the 
board  of  visitors  and  the  building  committee  to  the  Legisla- 
ture of  1812,  from  the  legislative  files  in  the  office  of  the  Sec- 
retary of  State,  from  various  House  and  Senate  journals,  and 
from  a  book  entitled  "Archives  of  the  New  Hampshire  Asylum 
for  the  Insane,"  published  in  1890,  in  which  are  found  ex- 
tracts from  the  various  state  newspapers  between  1833  and 
1813.  The  quotations  from  various  state  papers,  as  printed 
in  the  "Archives,"  are  assumed  to  be  correct,  and  have  not 
been  verified. 

In  1832,  a  select  committee  of  the  House  of  Eepresentatives, 
to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of  the  Governor's  message  as 
related  to  the  return  of  insane  persons  in  the  state,  made  a 
report,  accompanied  by  the  resolution  "That  it  is  expedient 
that  an  asylum  for  the  insane  be  established";  but  no  legisla- 
tive action  was  then  taken.  The  subject  of  building  an 
asylum  for  the  insane  was  discussed  each  year  in  the  news- 
papers, and  frequently  in  the  governors'  messages,  until  July 
2,  1838,  when  there  was  passed  "An  act  to  incorporate  the 
New  Hampshire  Asylum  for  the  Insane."  Laws,  1838,  c.  378, 
p.  316. 

The  act  in  substance  provided  that  the  forty-eight  persons 
named,  and  every  other  person  who  should  contribute  fifty 
■dollars  ($50),  should  be  a  corporation.  The  corporation  was 
authorized  to  receive  and  hold  any  grants,  devises,  donations, 
and  bequests,  subscriptions  of  money  or  other  property  to  be 
used  and  improved  for  the  erection,  support,  and  maintenance 
of  an  asylum  for  the  insane,  and  to  manage,  exchange,  and 
convey  the  same.  It  was  placed  under  the  direction  of 
twelve(12)  trustees,  eight  (8)  to  be  chosen  by  the  corporation 
and  four  (1)  by  the  visitors,  i.  e.,  the  Governor  and  Council, 
President  of  the  Senate,  and  Speaker  of  the  House.  The 
visitors  were  also  to  see  that  the  design  of  the  institution  is 
carried  into  full  effect,  and  make  annual  reports. 

The  state's  thirty  (30)  shares  of  stock  in  the  New  Hamp- 
shire Bank,  worth  some  $17,000,  were  given  in  aid  of  the 
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asylum,  upon  condition  that  $15,000  additional  had  been  paid 
or  secured  to  it. 

The  corporation  was  authorized  to  alter  its  corporate  name 
and  assume  the  name  of  some  benefactor. 

The  plain  purpose  of  the  foregoing  act  was  to  incorporate 
a  private  eleemosynary  corporation  not  under  the  immediate 
control  of  the  state;  to  encourage  the  establishment  of  an 
asylum,  but  not  to  have  the  state  assume  any  special  respon- 
sibility therefor. 

"An  act  in  amendment  to,  and  explanatory  of,  an  act  to 
incorporate  the  New  Hampshire  Asylum  for  the  Insane"  was 
approved  July  6,  1839.     Laws,  1839,  c.  456,  p.  399. 

By  this  act  the  management  and  control  was  vested  in 
the  board  of  trustees  appointed  by  the  corporation  and  the 
state;  the  trustees  were  authorized  to  encourage  subscriptions 
and  donations  to  the  corporation;  to  bind  the  corporation  by 
contracts;  to  appoint  their  own  president,  secretary,  treasurer, 
and  other  officers;  to  make  rules  and  regulations  for  the  con- 
duct of  the  asylum  officers  and  its  affairs,  and  have  the  appro- 
priation and  control  of  all  funds,  devises,  grants  of  land  and 
bequests,  with  power  to  convey  the  same. 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  essential  change  made  by  the  act 
of  1839  was  to  take  the  power  of  control  and  management 
from  the  corporation  (the  forty-eight  corporators  and  those 
who  should  become  members  by  the  payment  of  $50  or  more) 
and  vest  that  power  in  the  board  of  trustees,  eight  (8)  of  whom 
were  appointed  by  the  corporation  and  four  (4)  by  the  state. 
The  reasons  which  led  to  this  transfer  of  power  from  the  origi- 
nal corporation  to  the  trustees,  a  part  of  whom  directly  rep- 
resented the  state,  are  fully  stated  in  an  open  letter  from  John 
H.  Steele  (afterwards  governor)  to  the  citizens  of  New  Hamp- 
shire, published  in  the  "People  and  Patriot,"  December  16, 
1839,  and  reprinted  in  the  "Archives,"  pp.  340-252.  By  this 
letter  it  appears  that  the  corporators,  before  the  appointment 
of  four  (4)  state  trustees,  had  passed  votes  assuming  to  them- 
selves the  power  to  locate  the  asylum,  had  adopted  by-laws 
"so  framed  as  to  deprive  the  trustees  of  all  power  and  give  to 
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the  fifty-clollar  subscribers  the  entire  control,  not  only  of  the 
trustees  chosen  by  them,  but  of  those  appointed  by  the  state. 
In  fact  (as  stated  by  Mr.  Steele),  the  entire  board  of  trustees 
were  made  mere  tools  by  a  majority  of  the  fifty-dollar  sub- 
scribers, who  by  chance  or  design  chose  to  meet  and  give 
their  orders." 

The  foregoing  indicates  the  motive  which  induced  the  state 
to  pass  the  act  of  1839,  and  to  protect  its  own  interest  in  the 
asylum  against  the  presumptuous  exercise  of  power  by  origi- 
nal corporators. 

The  jealousy  and  ill  feeling  existing  in  1839,  between  the 
corporators  (under  the  act  of  1838)  on  the  one  side,  and  the 
representatives  of  the  state  on  the  other,  resulted  in  the  pas- 
sage of  an  act  at  the  June  session,  1840,  entitled  "An  act  in 
addition  to  an  act  to  incorporate  the  New  Hampshire  x4isylum 
for  the  Insane.'-'approved  June  19,  1810  (Laws,  1840,  ch.  493, 
p.  429),  by  which  the  state  summarily  turned  out  the  old 
trustees,  provided  for  the  appointment  of  the  entire  board 
of  trustees  by  the  Governor  and  Council,  vested  the  entire  con- 
trol in  its  own  trustees  so  appointed,  provided  that  the  private 
contributors  to  the  asylum  might  demand  their  subscriptions, 
with  interest,  at  any  time  within  five  months  after  the  passage 
of  the  act,  and  directed  the  treasurer  to  pay  said  contributors 
within  two  months  after  such  demand,  provided  that  the  board 
should  locate  the  asylum  where  the  Legislature  should 
approve,  for  the  reception  of  such  pauper  lunatics  and  insane 
persons  as  may  be  chargeable  to  the  several  towns  and  counties 
in  this  state,  or  who  may  be  in  prison  for  the  commission  of 
offenses,  or  who  may  be  so  furiously  mad  as  to  render  it 
manifestly  dangerous  to  the  peace  and  safety  of  the  community 
that  they  should  be  at  large,  etc.;  such  persons  to  be  received 
under  such  conditions  and  regulations  as  the  Legislature 
may  from  time  to  time  direct  and  appoint,  and  practically 
assumed  the  responsibility  of  the  asylum  as  a  state  institu- 
tion, all  of  which  is  evidenced  by  the  act  of  June  19,  1840,  of 
which  the  following  is  a  copy: 

An  act  in  addition  to  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate 
the  New  Hampshire  Asylum  for  the  Insane." 
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Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Eepresentatives  in  General  Court  convened:  That  from  and 
after  the  passage  of  this  act,  the  board  of  trustees,  named  in 
the  act  incorporating  said  asylum,  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Governor  and  Council,  and  the  term  of  office  of  the  present 
board  of  trustees  shall  terminate  and  expire  whenever  said 
new  board  of  trustees  shall  have  been  so  appointed,  and  said 
board  of  trustees  shall  have  the  same  term  of  office,  and  shall 
have  and  exercise  all  the  power  vested  in  the  present  board  of 
trustees  by  the  act  incorporating  said  asylum,  and  by  the  act 
in  amendment  of,  and  explanatory  of,  the  said  act,  passed 
July  6,  1839,  and  shall  also  have  and  exercise  all  the  rights, 
powers,  and  duties  now  vested  by  said  acts  in  said  corporation. 

Sect.  2.  Be  it  further  enacted.  That  at  any  time  within 
five  months  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  the  private 
contributors  to  said  asylum  are  hereby  authorized  to  demand 
and  receive  of  the  treasurer  of  said  corporation  any  sums  by 
them  subscribed  and  actually  paid,  with  their  proportion  of 
the  interest  that  may  have  accrued  to  said  corporation  thereon, 
for  and  in  behalf  of  said  asylum,  or  any  securities  given  for 
said  contributions,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer 
to  pay  out  and  deliver  the  same  within  two  months  from  the 
time  of  demand  of  the  same. 

Sect.  3.  Be  it  further  enacted.  That  such  funds  as  shall 
remain  in  said  corporation  shall  be  invested  by  said  board  of 
trustees,  and  kept  at  annual  interest,  until  the  same,  together 
with  such  other  donations  as  shall  from  time  to  time  be  re- 
ceived, shall  amount  to  the  sum  of  forty  thousand  dollars,  at 
which  time,  or  at  any  previous  time  as  the  Legislature  shall 
direct,  the  said  board  shall  proceed  to  locate  and  establish 
such  asylum  at  such  suitable  place  as  shall  be  approved  of  by 
the  Legislature,  for  the  reception  of  such  pauper  lunatics  and 
insane  persons  as  may  be  chargeable  to  the  several  towns  and 
counties  in  this  state,  or  who  may  be  in  prison  for  the  com- 
mission of  offenses,  or  who  may  be  so  furiously  mad  as  to 
render  it  manifestly  dangerous  to  the  peace  and  safety  of  the 
community  that  they  should  be  at  large,  and  such  other  insane 
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persons  whose  friends  shall  apply  for  the  benefit  of  said 
asylum  in  their  behalf — such  persons  to  be  received  under 
such  conditions  and  regulations  as  the  Legislature  shall  from 
time  to  time  direct  and  appoint. 

Sect.  4.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  said  trustees  shall 
report  to  the  adjourned  session  of  this  Legislature  the  amount 
of  funds  on  hand,  and  the  mode  of  investment  of  the  same, 
with  an  estimate  of  the  necessary  expenses  to  purchase  land 
and  for  the  erection  and  furnishing  suitable  buildings  and 
apartments  for  the  accommodation  of  120  patients,  and  shall 
also  report  the  annual  average  expense  at  which  their  friends 
or  those  liable  for  their  maintenance  may  support  the  same  at 
said  asylum,  together  with  such  information  in  relation  to  the 
location  of  this  institution,  and  such  other  facts  in  connection 
with  the  establishment  of  an  asylum,  as  they  may  deem  im- 
portant for  the  consideration  of  the  Legislature. 

Sect.  5.  Be  it  further  enacted.  That  all  acts  and  parts  of 
acts  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  be,  and  the 
same  are  bereby  repealed  and  that  the  Legislature  may  at  any 
time  alter,  amend,  and  repeal  this  act,  whenever  the  public 
good  may  require  it  to  be  done.     Approved  June  19,  1810. 

On  June  20,  1810,  the  next  day  after  the  foregoing  act  was 
approved,  the  twelve  new  trustees  were  appointed  by  Governor 
Page,  as  provided  for  in  the  act.  (Records  of  the  Governor 
and  Council,  June  20,  1810.)  The  new  trustees,  as  required 
by  section  1  of  the  act  of  June  19,  1810,  made  their  report  to 
the  adjourned  session  in  November,  stating  the  amount  of 
funds  on  hand  at  $20,606.99,  of  which  $17,500  was  the  stock 
of  the  New  Hampshire  bank  contributed  by  the  state  (on 
which  was  subsequently  realized  about  $15,000).  They  also 
reported  that  the  town  of  Concord  would  contril>ute  $9,500, 
one  member  of  the  board  of  trustees  $500,  and  other  su1)scrip- 
tions  amounting  to  $325,  provided  the  asylum  should  be  lo- 
cated in  Concord.  This  made  the  total  available  fuuds  $30,- 
931.99.  They  also  reported  the  further  facts  required  by 
the  act  of  June  19,  1810.  (Ileport  of  trustees,  "Archives," 
appendix.) 
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The  foregoing  report  was  transmitted  to  the  Honse  Novem- 
ber 25,  1840,  (House  Journal,  p.  43),  and  was  referred  to  a 
select  committee  (House  Journal,  p.  112),  whose  report  will 
be  found  in  the  appendix  to  the  journal,  p.  434. 

Thereupon  the  Legislature  passed  "An  act  to  locate  and 
authorize  the  erection  of  the  New  Hampshire  Asylum  for  the 
Insane,"  of  which  the  following  is  a  copy: 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Eepresentatives  in  General  Court  convened:  That  the  New 
Hampshire  Asylum  for  the  Insane  be  located  within  the  limits 
of  the  town  of  Concord,  and  that  the  board  of  trustees  of  said 
asylum  be  authorized  to  purchase  land,  and  proceed  to  the 
erection,  furnishing,  and  establishment  of  the  same  in  said 
town  for  the  reception  of  one  hundred  and  twenty  patients 
whenever  said  town  of  Concord  shall  have  transferred  and 
conveyed  to  said  asylum  undoubted  securities  for  the  payment 
of  money  to  the  amount  of  nine  thousand  five  hundred  dollars; 
and  that  said  trustees  report  at  the  next  session  of  the  Legis- 
lature the  progress  made,  the  amount  and  condition  of  the 
funds  on  hand,  and  such  other  information  relating  to  the 
institution  as  they  may  deem  important  for  the  consideration 
of  the  Legislature. 

Sect.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  all  act  and  parts 
of  acts  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  be,  and 
the  same  are  hereby  repealed,  and  that  the  Legislature  may  at 
any  time  alter,  amend,  and  repeal  this  act  whenever  the  public 
good  may  require.  Approved  December  17,  1840.  Laws 
November  session,  1840,  p.  476. 

The  trustees  made  their  second  report  to  the  Legislature  of 
1841,  and  a  copy  will  be  found  in  the  appendix  to  the 
"Archives."  They  reported  that  they  had  located  the  asylum 
in  Concord,  and  that  the  $9,500  pledged  by  the  city  of  Con- 
cord had  been  secured;  that  a  building  committee  had  been 
appointed,  authorized  to  erect  suitable  buildings  on  the  land 
obtained  for  that  purpose;  that  the  contractors  were  then 
engaged  in  laying  the  foundation,  and  that  the  trustees  ex- 
pected that  the  whole  would  be  finished  for  the  reception  of 
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one  liuudred  and  twenty  patients  by  the  first  of  November, 
184.2. 

Xo  further  action  appears  to  have  been  taken  by  the  Legis- 
hiture  at  this  session. 

At  the  Jnne  session,  1843,  the  board  of  visitors,  consisting 
of  the  Governor  and  Council,  the  President  of  the  Senate,  and 
the  Speaker  of  the  House,  made  a  full  and  elaborate  report, 
accompanying  which  was  the  report  of  the  building  com- 
mittee and  the  report  of  the  trustees.  The  original  reports 
are  in  the  legislative  tiles  of  1842,  but  a  copy  may  be  found  in 
the  '"'Archives,"  pages  276-291.  An  examination  of  the  re- 
port of  the  board  of  visitors  shows  that  they  regarded  the 
asylum  as  a  state  institution,  and  they  recommended  the 
Legislature  to  make  an  additional  appropriation  for  the  pur- 
pose of  erecting  a  new  building.  The  following  extract  from 
their  report  is  significant: 

"^"We  would  therefore  respectfully  suggest  that  the  Legis- 
lature at  its  present  session  appropriate  that  sum  for  the  use 
of  the  asylum.  We  are  all  of  the  opinion  that  it  would  be 
economy  for  the  state  now  to  complete  this  institution;  mate- 
rials are  on  hand  which  may  profitably  be  used,  and  laborers 
are  now  in  the  employ  of  the  state  Avhose  further  service  could 
be  advantageously  secured;  and  as  we  have  commenced  this 
■work  of  philanthropy  every  consideration  of  humanity  should 
prompt  us  to  go  forward  and  do  what  we  can  to  give  to  those 
w^ho  are  now  involved  in  darkness  and  derangement,  the  light 
of  intelligence  and  the  restoration  of  reason." 

""Archives,"  p.  279.  House  Journal,  Xovember  session, 
1842,  p.  422. 

This  report  was  signed  by  Govenior  Hubbard,  the  five  mem- 
bers of  the  Council,  the  President  of  the  Senate,  and  the 
Speaker  of  the  House.  The  real  relations  of  the  state  to  the 
asylum,  according  to  the  views  of  the  trustees,  may  be  found 
in  the  following  extract  from  the  trustees'  report: 

"7Vn'.s  instil uiioii  is  the  property  of  the  state,  although  nearly 
one  half  of  its  cost  is  the  gift  of  individuals  and  of  the  town 
of  Concord.     Thus  far  the  state  has  acted  with  praisew^orthy 
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liberality,  and  the  state  may  well  be  proud  of  her  asylum. 
The  funds  given  by  the  state,  however,  have  proved  much  less 
than  was  anticipated,  while  necessary  expenses  have  been 
incurred  which  were  not  estimated,  and  a  further  appropri- 
ation will  be  necessary  to  furnish  the  buildings,  and  put  the 
institution  in  a  fit  state  for  the  reception  of  patients." 
"Archives,"  p.  290.  House  Journal,  November  session,  1842, 
p.  433. 

At  the  June  session,  1842,  a  resolution  was  passed  appro- 
priating $4,000  for  the  completion  of  the  asylum.  House 
Journal,  p.  236. 

The  Revised  Statutes  of  1842  were  approved  December  23, 
1842,  and  Avere  to  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  March,  1843. 
Revised  Statutes,  c.  230,  p.  475. 

In  the  repealing  act  (Revised  Statutes,  p.  493),  the  "Act  to 
incorporate  the  New  Hampshire  Asylum  for  the  Insane," 
passed  June  session,  1838,  was  expressly  repealed. 

By  chapter  9  of  the  Revised  Statutes  (1842),  the  establish- 
ment of  the  Asylum  for  the  Insane  as  a  state  institution  under 
the  sole  management  and  control  of  the  state  through  trustees 
appointed  by  it  is  clearly  evidenced.  It  was  there  provided 
that  the  trustees  appointed  by  the  state  shall  take  charge  of 
the  property  and  concerns  of  the  asylum;  shall  see  that  its 
affairs  are  conducted  properly;  may  enter  into  and  bind  the 
asylum  by  such  contracts  relative  to  the  support  of  patients 
and  the  affairs  of  the  asylum  as  they  may  deem  advantageous, 
and  may  receive,  appropriate,  control,  convey,  or  invest  any 
property  given  to  or  owned  by  the  asylum,  in  such  manner  as 
they  may  think  expedient. 

The  report  of  the  board  of  visitors,  trustees,  and  superin- 
tendent to  the  Legislature  of  1843  will  be  found  in  Appendix 
of  House  Journal,  p.  272.  The  visitors  recommended  the 
erection  of  a  new  building  exclusively  for  the  use  of  the  vio- 
lently insane,  in  the  following  words: 

It  occurs  to  the  hoard  of  visitors,  that  such  a  building  is 
necessary  for  the  full  and  perfect  accomplishment  of  tlie  hu- 
mane ])urposes  of  this  institution,  and  they  would  recommend 
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that  the  state,  at  as  early  a  time  as  may  be  convenient,  should 
provide  for  the  erection  of  such  a  building. 

The  select  committee  of  the  House  on  the  Insane  Asylum 
also  recommended  an  appropriation  of  $3,000  for  such  a 
building,  but  the  matter  was  postponed  to  the  next  session 
of  the  Legislature, 

By  the  act  of  June  18,  1844  (Laws,  1844,  c.  88),  the  state 
directed  the  trustees  and  board  of  visitors  to  make  duplicate 
reports  to  the  Legislature  annually,  one  copy  to  be  presented 
to  the  Senate  and  one  to  the  House.  In  the  report  of  the 
trustees  to  the  Legislature  in  1844,  after  summarizing  their 
financial  statement,  they  say: 

It  will  be  perceived  by  the  above  estimate  that  the  whole 
amount  expended  in  the  erection  of  the  hospital,  barn,  and 
out-buildings  for  the  farm,  consisting  of  121  acres,  supply  of 
water,  furniture,  farming  tools,  stock,  and  other  property  on 
hand  cmd  now  in  possession  of,  owned  and  controlled  by  the 
state,  is  thirty-five  thousand  two  hundred  and  sixty-six  dollars 
and  seventy  cents.     House  Journal,  p. 209. 

They  reported  that  an  additional  building  is  absolutely 
needed,  which  will  cost  about  $2,500.  House  Journals,  1844, 
p.  211. 

A  joint  resolution  was  approved  June  19,  1844,  which  pro- 
vided 

That  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  be,  and  the  same  is 
hereby  appropriated,  to  build  and  complete  a  building  near 
the  New  Hampshire  Asylum  for  the  Insane,  for  the  keeping 
of  such  of  the  insane  as  are  violent,  noisy,  and  dangerous;  to 
make  repairs,  procure  additional  furniture,  and  pay  the  debts 
now  outstanding  against  the  asylum;  and  the  balance,  if  any, 
to  be  a  fund  for  the  use  of  said  asylum;  and  the  Governor  is 
hereby  authorized  to  draw  said  sum  from  the  treasury  by 
warrant.     Laws  of  1844,  c.  100. 

In  the  report  of  the  trustees  for  the  year  1845  (House 
Journals,  1845,  p.  359),  they  referred  to  the  new  building 
erected  within  the  past  year,  and  that  the  needed  additional 
furniture,  on  account  of  the  increase  of  patients,  had  been 
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supplied,  "and  other  outlays  suggested  in  our  last  year's 
report  for  the  preservation  of  the  property  of  the  state  have  been 
made.'' 

In  1849  Avas  passed  "An  act  to  provide  for  the  enlargement 
of  the  iSTew  Hampshire  Asylum  for  the  Insane,"  to  the  etfect 

That  the  sum  of  $15,000  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  appro- 
priated to  the  New  Hampshire  Asylum  for  the  Insane,  for  the 
purpose  of  erecting  an  addition  or  wing  to  the  present  build- 
ing, for  the  accommodation  of  fifty  more  insane  persons,  with 
the  necessary  furniture,  fixtures,  and  conveniences  for  the 
same;  also  for  the  enlargement  of  the  barn  and  washhouse, 
building  a  woodhouse,  and  repairing  the  fences  on  the  farm. 
Laws,  1849,  c.  845. 

Without  specifying  in  detail  the  further  acts  of  the  state, 
appropriating  money  for  the  erection,  enlargement,  and  repair 
of  various  buildings,  the  following  general  statement  of  such 
appropriations  may  be  referred  to,  and  authority  therefor  will 
be  found  in  the  Session  Laws  of  the  various  vears  indicated.

The  foregoing  does  not  include  the  various  appropriations 
made  by  the  state  for  the  care  of  indigent  insane. 

The  report  of  the  trustees  to  the  Legislature  is  now  in  the 
hands  of  the  printer  and  is  not  available  for  use  in  preparing 
this  statement;  we  therefore  direct  the  attention  of  the  com- 
mittee to  the  report  of  the  trustees  made  to  the  Governor  and 
Council,  jSTovember,  1894,  a  copy  of  which  is  herewith  sub- 
mitted, from  which  it  appears  that  funds  then  amounting  to 
$294,682.89  at  their  par  value  were  held  in  trust  for  the  bene- 
fit and  use  of  the  New  Hampshire  asylum. 

The  report  shows  (pages  469-473)  the  names  of  the  donors, 
the  amount  of  each  fund,  and  the  securities  in  which  they 
have  been  invested.  It  will  be  noted  that  more  than  one  half 
of  the  entire  trust  funds  of  the  asylum  are  derived  from  a 
single  legacy,  namely,  that  of  Moody  Kent  of  Pittsfield.  The 
following  is  a  list  of  said  several  funds  and  the  amount 
thereof:

Extracts  from  the  wills  and  trust  agreements  of  the  donors 
of  the  foregoing  gifts  will  be  submitted  herewith,  and  from 
these  it  will  appear  that  while  there  is  an  implied  condition 
that  all  the  trust  funds  so  given  must  be  preserved  and  their 
income  devoted  to  the  general  charitable  uses  of  the  asylum, 
many  of  the  trusts  were  created  upon  the  express  condition 
that  their  income  shall  be  used  for  certain  specified  purposes 
only. 

One  hundred  .and  fourteen  acres  of  the  land  under  and  about 
the  asylum  buildings  were  conveyed  to  "The  New  Hampshire 
Asylum  for  the  Insane,"  January  22,  1841,  by  Benjamin 
Gale  and  wife  (31  acres),  by  Elisha  Morrill  and  wife  (76  acres), 
by  Hall  Burgin  and  Sampson  Bullard  (7  acres). 

From  January  22,  1841,  to  this  date,  the  records  show  more 
than  twenty  conveyances  of  land  and  rights  to  the  asylum,  and 
the  deeds  have  run  to  the  "New  Hampshire  Asylum  for  the 
Insane." 

The  originals  of  copies  of  all  deeds  will  be  submitted  to  the 
committee  herewith. 

THE  RELATIONS  OF  THE  ASYLUM  TO  THE  STATE. 

The  foregoing  are  but  few  of  the  many  facts  tending  to 
show  the  true  relation  of  the  asylum  to  the  state.     A  hasty 
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examination  of  the  reports  of  the  trustees  and  messages  of  the 
governors  since  1844  shows  that  th^  action  of  the  state  has 
uniformly  coiToborated  the  conclusions  herein  submitted,  but 
they  cannot  be  collated  and  summarized  in  season  for  pre- 
sentation with  this  statement. 

From  the  facts,  the  following  conclusions  are  submitted,, 
namely: 

1.  The  New  Hampshire  Asylum  for  the  Insane  was  origi- 
nally a  private  charitable  corporation,  created  in  1838  by  the 
state  for  the  care  of  the  insane,  and  it  continued  as  a  private 
corporation  until  June  19,  1840,  when  the  state  substituted 
itself  in  the  place  of  the  original  private  corporators,  whose 
corporate  powers  were  then  definitely,  fully,  and  finally 
abrogated. 

The  original  corporators  were  allowed  to  receive  back  their 
entire  contributions  to  the  charity.  From  the  financial 
reports,  it  is  fairly  inferable  that  they  did  withdraw  so  much 
of  such  contributions  as  they  desired. 

2.  The  impression  apparently  entertained  by  some  that 
the  asylum  is  still  a  private  corporation  is  clearly  erroneous. 
The  act  creating  the  original  corporation  (July  2,  1838)  was- 
in  substance  repealed  by  the  act  of  June  19,  1840,  when  the 
state  put  itself  in  the  place  of  the  original  corporators,  and  it 
was  repealed  in  express  terms  by  chapter  230  of  the  Kevised 
Statutes  (December  23,  1842). 

From  June  19,  1840,  to  this  date,  so  far  as  can  be  ascer- 
tained, the  only  corporation  having  the  control  of,  or  any 
official  relations  with,  the  New  Hampshire  Asylum  for  the 
Insane  has  been  the  state  of  New  Hampshire,  acting  through 
trustees  appointed  by  its  Governor  and  Council  for  the  time 
being.  The  asylum,  under  the  act  of  1840,  is  a  corporation 
having  one  member  only,  and  that  member  is  the  state  of  New 
Hampshire.  In  this  corporation  the  state  has  no  associates. 
This  conclusion  does  not  seem  to  be  affected  by  the  fact  that 
the  state  acts  through  trustees  which  it  has  the  sole  power  to> 
appoint. 

3.  The  entire  property  of  the  asylum  is  owned  by  the  state 
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or,  to  speak  technically,  by  a  corporation  of  which  the  state  is 
the  sole  member.  The  land,  buildings,  and  other  property 
purchased  with  money  appropriated  by  the  state  is  its  absolute 
property.  The  funds  which  have  been  donated  to  the  asylum 
for  the  care  of  the  insane  are  trust  funds  held  by  the  state  in 
trust  for  the  purposes  specified  by  the  donors.  Some  of  the 
trust  funds  are  held  in  the  state  treasury,  and  other  trust 
funds  are  in  the  custody  of  the  state's  other  agents,  namely, 
the  trustees  of  the  asylum. 

It  is  immaterial  whether  the  trust  funds  are  in  the  custody 
of  one  agent  of  the  state,  namely,  the  state  treasurer,  or  in  the 
custody  of  other  agents,  namely,  the  trustees  of  the  asylum. 
The  state  of  New  Hampshire  is  the  real  trustee,  and  the  trust 
funds  are  in  fact  held  by  it  subject  to  such  conditions  with  ref- 
erence to  their  use  as  may  have  been  expressly  imposed  or 
legally  implied  when  the  respective  trusts  were  created  by  the 
donors. 

4.  The  agents  of  the  state,  namely,  the  trustees,  were  au- 
thorized to  have  charge  of  the  property  and  concerns  of  the 
asylum,  and  to  receive,  appropriate,  control,  convey,  or  invest 
any  property  given  to,  or  owned  by,  the  asylum  in  such  man- 
ner as  they  may  think  expedient;  and  they  were  also  author- 
ized to  take  and  hold  in  trust  for  the  asylum  any  grant  or 
devise  of  real  estate,  or  any  donation  or  bequest  of  personal 
property,  and  might  apply  the  same,  unless  otherwise  re- 
stricted, to  lessen  the  expense  of  the  indigent  insane.  Ee- 
vised  Statutes,  1843,  ch.  9. 

But  the  trustees  were  and  are  the  mere  agents  of  the  state. 
The  state  may  at  any  time  revoke  the  powers  conferred  upon 
the  trustees  and  bestow  them  on  other  agents. 

It  is  submitted  that  the  New  Hampshire  Asylum  for  the 
Insane  is  a  purely  state  institution;  that  its  property  is  owned 
(either  absolutely  or  in  trust)  by  the  state;  and  that  no  person 
or  corporation  has  any  authority  with  reference  to  the  man- 
agement of  its  affairs  unless  that  authority  is  derived  from 
the  state  of  New  Hampshire. 

Notwithstanding  the  legal  relations  of  the  state  to  the

asylum,  it  must  be  admitted  that  the  representatives  of  the 
state  in  1840  acted  with  wisdom  and  sagacity.  From  the 
messages,  reports,  and  other  documents  of  that  time  it  is 
clear  that  while  they  intended  to  make  the  asylum  a  state 
institution,  they  at  the  same  time  desired  to  place  it  upon  such 
foundation  as  to  encourage  the  aid  of  benevolent  persons  to 
the  charity  thus  established. 

Whether  any  considerable  part  of  the  $294,000  of  the  funds 
already  given  and  now  held  in  trust  would  have  been  devised 
to  the  state  of  New  Hampshire  for  charitable  uses  is  very 
doubtful,  and  the  fact  must  have  been  apparent  to  the  repre- 
sentatives of  1840.  By  administering  the  affairs  of  the 
asylum  under  the  corporate  name  then  assumed,  and  through 
trustees  thus  appointed,  it  seems  probable  that  many  contri- 
butions of  trust  funds  have  been  made  which  otherwise  might 
have  been  withheld  from  this  institution  and  bestowed  upon 
purely  private  charities. 

The  foregoing  facts  and  suggestions  are  made  with  the 
hope  that  they  will  afford  some  aid  to  the  Judiciary  Committee 
in  their  investigation  of  the  questions  submitted  by  the  House 
of  Eepresentatives.

in  towns,  and  in  amendment  of  chapter  73  of  the  Public 
Statutes."  The  bill  was  read  once.  On  motion  of  Mr. 
Batchelder  of  Keene,  the  rules  were  suspended,  the  bill  read 
a  second  and  third  time  by  title  and  passed, 

EEPORTS    OF    COMMITTEES. 

Mr.  Brown,  for  the  Committee  on  Engrossed  Bills,  reported 
that  it  had  examined  bills  with  the  following  titles  and  found 
them  correctly  engrossed: 

An  act  to  provide  for  the  appointment  of  boards  of  health 
in  the  several  towns. 

An  act  to  promote  the  setting  out  and  care  of  nut,  shade, 
and  ornamental  trees  in  highways,  cemeteries,  commons, 
schoolhouse  yards,  and  other  public  places.  The  report  was 
accepted. 

Mr.  French,  for  the  Committee  on  Railroads,  to  whom  was 
referred  An  act  to  incorporate  the  Laconia  and  Belknap 
Mountain  Electric  Railroad,  and  An  act  to  incorporate  the 
Laconia  and  Gilmanton  Electric  Railroad,  submitted  the  fol- 
lowing report:  The  bills  were  introduced  by  Mr.  Gerald 
of  Belmont.  A  hearing  was  fixed  for  Tuesday,  February  23, 
both  forenoon  and  afternoon,  and  several  days  previous  to 
said  day,  notice  was  given  the  introducer  and  also  sent  to  the 
incorporator  first  named  in  the  bills.  Mr.  Gerald  appeared 
at  the  hearings  and  informed  the  committee  that  he  had  no 
desire  to  be  heard  and  disclaimed  any  interest  whatever  in 
the  bills.     No  person  appeared  in  behalf  of  the  bills  at  either 
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of  the  attempted  hearings,  or  at  any  other  time,  and  no  evi- 
dence in  any  way  was  presented  to  the  committee  that  any 
person  or  persons  desired  the  charters,  or  that  the  public 
good  would  be  subserved  by  the  granting  of  them,  or  that  the 
charters  were  required  for  any  public  use.  For  these  reasons 
the  committee,  by  a  unanimous  vote,  reported  the  bills  with 
the  resolution, — that  the  bills  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Mr.  Harvey,  for  the  Committee  on  Railroads,  to  whom  was 
referred  An  act  to  incorporate  the  Mont  Vernon  Railroad, 
submitted  the  following  report:  A  hearing  was  had  and  the 
questions  involved  were  fully  discussed  with  the  incorpora- 
tors. An  adjournment  was  taken,  but  before  the  adjourned 
meeting  the  incorporators  informed  your  committee  that  they 
had  carefully  examined  the  provisions  of  the  general  railroad 
law  and  were  convinced  that  the  provisions  of  the  general  law 
will  fully  enable  them  to  construct  the  proposed  railroad 
when  needed.

called;  for  putting  a  stand-pipe  in  said  Normal  Hall,  and  for 
a  toilet  room  in  the  school  building,  and  the  Governor  is 
hereby  authorized  to  draw  his  warrant  for  said  sum,  for  the 
purpose  aforesaid,  out  of  any  money  in  the  treasury  not 
otherwise  appropriated. 

The  question  being  upon  the  adoption  of  the  amendments 
reported  from  the  committee,  discussion  ensued.  On  a  viva 
voce  vote,  the  amendments  were  not  adopted.     Mr.  Ellis  of 
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Keene  called  for  a  division,  and,  a  division  being  had,  105 
gentlemen  voted  in  the  affirmative  and  128  in  the  negative, 
and  the  amendments  were  not  adopted.  Mr.  Ahern  of  Con- 
cord demanded  the  yeas  and  nays.

As  soon  as  possible  after  receiving  the  resolution,  the  com- 
mittee, upon  investigation,  ascertained   tliat  the  railroads 
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doing  business  in  this  state  had  not  conformed  to  the  provis- 
ions of  law  therein  named,  but  upon  their  .attention  being 
called  to  the  same,  all,  with  the  exception  of  the  Maine  Cen- 
tral, made  immediate  response,  claiming  that  their  attention 
had  not  been  previously  called  to  the  provisions  of  said  chap- 
ter, but  that  they  would  hasten  to  comply  therewith.  Your 
committee  is  satisfied  that  the  railroads  either  have  or  will 
cause  a  copy  of  said  law  to  be  posted  as  required  therein,  and 
deem  further  legislation  upon  the  subject  unnecessary.

Amend  section  1  by 
striking  out  the  following  words  in  said  section,  "and  to  see 
that  they  are  kept  duly  closed,"  so  that  said  section,  as 
amended  shall  read:  Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
board  of  selectmen  of  towns  to  provide  and  maintain  around 
all  public  burial  places  of  the  dead  a  good  and  sufficient  fence, 
and  to  supply  the  same  with  necessary  gates.  The  House  con- 
curred in  the  amendment. 

The  message  also  announced  that  the  Senate  concurred 
with  the  House  of  Representatives  in  the  passage  of  the  fol- 
lowing bill,  Avith  amendment,  in  the  passage  of  which  amend- 
ment it  asked  the  concurrence  of  the  House  of  Representatives: 
An  act  in  relation  to  special  railroad  commissioners.  Amend 
section  2  by  striking  out  the  following  words  in  first  line  of 
said  section,  "upon  its  passage,"  and  insert  in  place  thereof 
the  following  words,  "December  31,  1897,"  so  that  said  sec- 
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tion,  as  amended,  shall  read  as  follows:  Section  2.  This  act 
shall  take  effect  December  31,  1897.  The  House  concurred 
in  the  amendment. 

The  message  also  .announced  that  the  Senate  concurred 
with  the  House  of  Representatives  in  the  passage  of  the  fol- 
lowing concurrent  resolution: — Resolved  by  the  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives, the  Senate  concurring,  that  An  act  in  amend- 
ment of  chapter  90  of  the  Public  Statutes,  relating  to  the 
election  of  officers  of  school  districts,  be  recalled  from  the 
Secretary  of  State.  By  unanimous  consent  the  bill  was  put 
back  upon  its  second  reading.

The  moderator,  clerk, 
and  school  board  shall  be  sworn.  On  motion  of  Mr.  Heath  of 
Warner,  the  rules  were  suspended,  the  bill  read  a  third  time 
by  title,  and  passed.

At  the  annual  election,  each  town 
shall  elect  by  ballot  one  or  more,  not  exceeding  three,  highway 
agents  who,  under  the  direction  of  the  selectmen,  shall  have 
charge  of  the  construction  and  repair  of  all  highways  and 
bridges  within  the  town;  and  shall  have  authority  to  employ 
the  necessary  men  and  teams,  and  purchase  timber,  plank, 
and  other  material  for  the  construction  and  repair  of  high- 
ways and  bridges;  and  they  may  remove  gravel,  rocks,  or  other 
materials  from  one  part  of  the  town  to  another,  doing  no 
damage  to  adjoining  land,  for  the  purpose  of  grading  or  other- 
wise repairing  the  same.  Said  .agents  shall  be  sworn  to  the 
faithful  discharge  of  their  duty,  give  bonds  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  selectmen,  and  be  responsible  to  them  for  the  expendi- 
ture of  money  and  the  discharge  of  their  duties  generally. 
The  compensation  of  said  agents  shall  be  fixed  by  the  town  or 
selectmen,  and  they  shall  render  to  the  selectmen  monthly 
etatements  of  their  expenditures,  and  receive  no  money  from 
the  treasurer  only  on  the  order  of  the  selectmen.  The  report 
was  accepted  and  the  "amendment  adopted.  On  motion  ol  Mr.

MESSAGE    FROM    THE    SENATE. 

A  message  from  the  Senate,  by  its  Clerk,  announced  that 
the  Senate  concurred  with  the  House  of  Representatives  in 
the  passage  of  the  following  bill,  with  amendments,  in  the  pas- 
sage of  which  amendments  it  asked  the  concurrence  of  the 
House  of  Eepresentatives:  An  act  in  amendment  of  the  Pub- 
lic Statutes,  relating  to  the  manner  of  conducting  caucuses 
and  elections. 

Amend  section  10  by  striking  out,  in  lines  17, 18,  19,  and  20 
of  the  printed  bill,  the  words,  "A  blank  space  shall  be  left 
immediately  after  the  name  of  each  candidate,  in  which  the 
voter  may  insert  the  name  of  any  person  for  whom  he  desires 
to  vote,"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following:  "Im- 
mediately above  the  name  of  each  candidate  shall  be  printed 
the  political  designation  of  the  office  for  which  he  is  nom- 
inated, as  'For  Governor,^  'For  Senator,^  and  the  like,  and  at 
the  right  of  the  name  of  each  candidate,  and  on  the  same 
line  there  shall  be  a  square,  except  that,  in  case  of  electors  of 
president  and  vice-president  of  the  United  States,  one  square 
shall  suffice  for  each  group  of  electors. 

"In  the  last  or  right-hand  column  of  each  ballot  there  shall 
be  no  circle  or  device,  but  there  shall  be  printed  in  the  regular 
order  the  political  designation  of  each  office,  as  Tor  Gov- 
ernor,' '^For  Senator,'  and  the  like,  and  beneath  each  designa- 
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tion  there  shall  1)6  left  as  many  blank  lines  as  there  are  persons 
to  be  elected  to  such  office."  Strike  out  after  the  word  "can- 
didates," in  line  31  of  section  10  of  the  printed  bill,  the  words, 
"and  a  convenient  space  shall  follow,"  and  in  lines  32  and  33 
of  said  section  the  words,  "each  question  submitted,  in  which 
the  voter  may  write  'yes'  or  'no,'  and  insert  in  place  thereof 
the  following:  "The  ballots  shall  be  so  printed  as  to  give  to 
each  voter  an  opportunity  to  designate  by  a  cross  mark  (X)  in 
a  square,  his  answer  to  the  question  submitted." 

Amend  section  14  by  striking  out  in  lines  31  and  32  of  the 
printed  bill,  the  words,  "No  person  shall  act  as  inspector  at 
any  election  at  which  he  is  a  candidate  for  any  office." 

Amend  section  15  by  striking  out  in  lines  26,  27,  28,  29, 
30,  and  31  of  the  printed  bill,  the  words,  "and  shall  be  covered 
at  the  top  with  a  slide  only,  which  shall  not  be  opened  till  the 
name  of  the  person  offering  his  vote  has  been  called  and 
checked  on  the  list  by  the  ward  or  town  clerk,  and  then  shall 
be  shut  until  another  voter  presents  himself,  and  his  name  has 
been  called  and  checked  on  the  list." 

Amend  section  17  by  striking  out  in  lines  9  to  32,inclusive, 
of  the  printed  bill,  the  words,  "If  the  voter  shall  desire  to  vote 
for  any  person  whose  name  is  not  printed  as  a  candidate,  in  the 
column  under  his  mark,  he  may  insert  the  name  of  the  candi- 
date of  his  choice  by  writing  in  such  name  in  the  blank  space 
provided  for  that  purpose,  and  such  shall  be  counted  in  place 
of  the  name  originally  printed  above  said  blank  space,  whether 
the  latter  is  or  is  not  cancelled  or  erased;  provided,  however, 
that  in  case  of  a  candidate  nominated  by  nomination  papers 
for  representative  to  the  general  court,  or  for  any  town  or 
city  office,  and  whose  name  appears  upon  the  printed  ballot, 
the  voter,  if  he  desires,  may  mark  in  the  circle  at  the  head 
of  any  column,  and  may  also  mark  in  the  circle  immediately 
above  such  independent  nomination.  In  such  case  the  vote 
shall  be  counted  for  such  independent  nomination  and  shall  be 
counted  for  all  the  candidates  in  the  column  under  which  he 
has  marked,  except  for  the  candidates  for  the  same  office  for 
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which  the  voter  has  marked  otherwise,  provided  that  in  sucli 
case  the  voter  shall  erase  the  name  of  any  candidate  for  whom 
he  does  not  desire  to  vote.  Or  if  the  voter  does  not  desire  to 
vote  for  any  person  or  persons  for  a  particular  office,  he  may 
erase  such  name  with  the  effect  that  the  ballot  shall  not  be 
counted  for  the  candidate  whose  name  is  so  erased,"  and  insert 
in  place  thereof  the  following:  "In  case  a  voter  desires  to  vote 
for  a  candidate  whose  name  is  not  printed  under  the  circle  in 
which  he  has  marked,  he  shall  erase  or  cancel  the  name  of  the 
candidate  in  such  column  for  whom  he  refuses  to  vote,  and 
may  vote  for  the  candidate  of  his  choice  by  marking  a  cross 
(X)  in  the  square  opposite  the  name  of  such  candidate,  or  by 
writing  in  the  name  of  the  person  for  whom  he  desires  to 
vote  in  the  right-hand  column  prepared  for  the  purpose.  In 
such  case  the  vote  so  marked  in  the  square,  or  so  inserted  in 
the  right-hand  column,  shall  be  counted,  and  such  ballot  shall 
not  be  counted  for  the  candidate  for  the  same  office  whose 
name  is  erased.  Unless  cancelled  or  erased,  all  names  in  the 
party  columns  under  the  circle  marked  by  the  voter  shall  be 
counted  to  the  exclusion  of  all  others.  One  mark  in  the 
square  opposite  the  names  of  candidates  for  electors  of  presi- 
dent and  vice-president  shall  be  counted  as  a  vote  for  each. 
Provided,  however,  that  a  voter  may  omit  to  mark  in  any  circle 
and  may  vote  for  one  or  more  candidates  by  marking  a  cross 
(X)  in  the  square  opposite  the  names,  or  he  may  insert  the 
names  of  the  candidates  of  his  choice  in  the  blank  or  right- 
hand  column,  and  such  votes  shall  be  counted." 

Also  further  amend  section  17  by  striking  out  in  lines  32, 
33,  and  34  of  the  printed  bill,  the  words:  "In  case  of  a  ques- 
tion submitted  to  the  vote  of  the  people,  he  may  write  his 
answer  thereto  in  the  place  designated  by  the  officer  who  pre- 
pares the  ballots,"  and  insert  in  place  thereof  the  following: 
"In  case  of  a  question  submitted  to  the  vote  of  the  people, 
the  voter  may  mark  in  the  appropriate  square  a  cross  (X) 
against  the  answer  which  he  desires  to  give."  The  amend- 
ments were  concurred  in. 
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special  order. 

Mr.  Dudley  of  Brentwood  called  for  the  special  order,  it 
being  An  act  relative  to  the  payment  of  tuition  of  children 
attending  school  outside  the  town  in  which  they  reside. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Warren  of  Kochester,  at  5.15,  the  House 
adjourned.

An  act  in  amendment  of  section  4,  chapter  156,  Public 
Statutes,  relating  to  the  capital  per  mile  of  railroads  organ- 
ized under  the  general  law. 

An  act  in  amendment  of  chapter  90  of  the  Public  Statutes, 
relating  to  the  election  of  officers  of  school  districts. 

The  message  also  announced  that  the  Senate  had  passed 
bills  with  the  following  titles,  in  the  passage  of  which  it  asked 
the  concurrence  of  the  House  of  Representatives:

Amend  section  2  by  striking  out  the  word  "shall,"  in  the  first 
line,  and  inserting  in  i)lace  thereof  the  word  "may." 

An  act  to  incorporate  the  Cheshire  County  Savings  Bank 
of  Keene.  Amend  section  2  by  striking  out  the  word  "shall," 
in  the  first  line,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  word 
"may." 

The  House  severally  concurred  in  the  amendments  sent 
down  from  the  Honorable  Senate. 

The  message  also  announced  that  the  Senate  concurred 
with  the  House  of  Eepresentatives  in  the  adoption  of  the  fol- 
lowing resolution: — Resolved,  That  the  Senate  be,  and  is 
hereby,  requested  to  return  to  the  House  of  Eepresentatives, 
for  further  consideration.  An  act  to  establish  the  Contoocook 
Village  District,  including  the  Contoocook  Fire  Precinct,  and 
hereby  return  the  same.     On  motion  of  Mr.  Heath  of  Warner, 
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the  bill  was  put  back  upon  its  second  reading  and  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary.

An  act  in  amendment  of  chapter  263  of  the  Laws  of  1891, 
amending  chapter  242  of  the  Session  Laws  of  1881,  author- 
izing the  town  of  Eochester  to  establish  water-works  in  said 
town.  Eead  a  first  time.  On  motion  of  Mr.  Warren  of  Eoch- 
ester, the  rules  were  suspended,  the  bill  read  a  second  and 
third  time  by  title,  and  passed. 

The  message  also  announced  that  the  Senate  concurred 
with  the  House  of  Eepresentatives  in  the  passage  of  the  fol- 
lowing bills,  with  amendments,  in  the  passage  of  which 
amendments  it  asked  the  concurrence  of  the  House  of  Eep- 
resentatives: 

An  act  in  relation  to  the  taking  of  ice.     Amend  section  1 
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by  striking  out  the  words  "or  which  such  person  may  have 
good  reason  to  suspect  or  believe  are  so  polluted,"  in  the  7th, 
8th,  and  9th  lines.  Also  strike  out  the  words  "one  thousand," 
in  the  11th  line,  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "two 
hundred  and  fifty."  On  motion  of  Mr.  Chase  of  Bristol,  the 
House  voted  to  non-concur  in  the  amendments  and  to  ask  for 
a  committee  of  conference.  The  Speaker  appointed  as  mem- 
bers of  such  committee,  on  the  part  of  the  House,  Messrs. 
Chase  of  Bristol,  Bales  of  Wilton,  and  Pierce  of  Somersworth. 
A  joint  resolution  relating  to  repairs  on  State  Normal  School 
building.  Amend  bill  as  follows:  Strike  out  the  words 
"three  thousand,"  in  the  first  line,  and  insert  in  place  thereof 
the  words  "seven  hundred  and  fifteen."  Strike  out  the  words 
"and  heating,"  in  the  third  line.  Insert  after  the  word 
"school,"  in  the  sixth  line,  the  words  "for  painting  Normal 
Hall,  so  called;  for  a  stand-pipe  in  said  Normal  Hall,  and  for  a 
toilet  room  in  the  school  building."  On  motion  of  Mr.  Cur- 
rier of  Bristol,  the  House  voted  to  non-concur  in  the  amend- 
ments, and  to  ask  for  a  committee  of  conference.  The  Speaker 
appointed  as  members  of  such  committee,  on  the  part  of  the 
House,  Messrs.  Currier  of  Plymouth,  Ahern  of  Concord,  and 
French  of  Moultonborough. 

KEPORTS    OF    COMMITTEES. 

Mr.  Marsh,  for  the  special  committee,  consisting  of  the  del- 
egation from  the  city  of  Nashua,  to  whom  was  referred  An  act 
in  amendment  of,  and  in  addition  to,  the  charter  of  the  city  of 
Nashua,  reported  the  same  with  the  resolution, — inexpedient 
to  legislate.  The  report  was  accepted  and  the  resolution 
adopted. 

Mr.  Wingate,  for  the  Committee  on  the  Asylum  for  the  In- 
sane, reported  An  act  in  relation  to  the  New  Hampshire  Asy- 
lum for  the  Insane,  and  recommended  its  passage.  The  re- 
port was  accepted.  The  bill  was  read  a  first  time  and,  on 
motion  of  Mr.  Lyford  of  Concord,  the  rules  were  suspended, 
the  bill  read  a  second  time  by  title,  and  laid  upon  the  table  to 
be  printed. 
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Messrs.  N.  S.  Huntington,  James  E.  French,  John  Pen- 
der, 0.  B.  Warren,  E.  H.  Carr,  E.  G.  Morrison,  W.  J.  Ahern, 
E.  E.  Bishop,  C.  H.  Merrill,  for  the  Committee  on  Railroads, 
to  whom  was  referred  An  act  to  incorporate  the  Milford  and 
Manchester  Railroad,  submitted  the  following  report: 

MAJOBITY  REPORT. 

The  foregoing  bill  was  referred  to  the  Railroad  Com- 
mittee on  the  25th  day  of  January,  1897,  and  on  the  28th  day 
of  January  the  committee  notified  all  parties  that  a  hearing 
would  be  had  February  3.  At  the  time  appointed,  the  pro- 
moters appeared  by  their  counsel,  and  declined  to  then  be 
heard,  or  to  agree  upon  a  definite  date  for  a  hearing.  The 
opponents  of  this  bill  were  present  and  desired  to  go  forward 
with  a  hearing  upon  the  merits.  Because  of  the  refusal  of 
the  promoters  to  then  proceed  with  the  hearing,  the  bill  re- 
mained in  the  hands  of  the  committee  without  action.  No 
intimation  was  made  by  the  promoters  that  action  of  the  com- 
mittee was  desired  until  the  afternoon  of  Thursday,  March  11, 
too  late  for  a  hearing  that  week.  The  committee  then  ap- 
pointed Tuesday,  March  16,  to  hear  the  parties,  and  at  that 
time  the  promoters  and  opponents  were  present  with  their 
counsel. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  hearing,  the  committee  stated  to 
the  parties,  in  substance,  that  the  committee  understood  this 
same  bill  was  considered  and  disapproved  by  the  Legislature 
of  1895,  and  that  the  promoters  then  applied  to  the  court; 
that  long  hearings  were  had  before  referees  appointed  by  the 
court,  upon  the  merits  of  the  case,  and  that  the  referees  have 
found  that  the  public  good  does  not  require  the  building  of 
the  proposed  road,  and  so  reported  to  the  court  last  week. 
The  committee  asked  for  the  following  information: 

1.  What  is  the  status  of  the  proceedings  before  the  court? 

2.  Whether  the  judgment  of  the  court  can  legally,  or 
ought  practically  to  affect  the  action  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives or  this  committee? 

3.     Whether,   since   the   hearing   before   the    referees   or 
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since  their  report  was  made,  there  has  been  any  change  of 
conditions  which  bear  on  the  question  whether  the  road  ought 
to  be  built?  In  other  words,  has  anything  happened  since 
the  referees'  findings  which  ought  to  be  considered  in  deter- 
mining the  question  of  public  good  ? 

4.  What  are  the  reasons,  if  any,  for  re-trying  the  question 
just  determined  by  the  referees,  or  reviewing  the  judgment 
of  the  court? 

5.  How  many  days  were  consumed  in  trying  the  case 
before  the  referees;  how  many  witnesses  were  examined,  and 
how  much  time  do  the  parties  expect  to  take  before  the  com- 
naittee,  if  it  shall  be  decided  that  the  committee  ought  to  re- 
try the  case? 

6.  Any  other  facts  bearing  on  the  question  of  re-hearing 
or  re-trial  of  the  case,  or  reviewing  the  judgment  of  the  court, 
which  either  party  desires  to  present  to  the  committee? 

Upon  the  foregoing  questions  both  parties  agreed  that  the 
bill  was  considered  and  disapproved  by  the  Legislature  of 
1895,  and  that  the  promoters  then  applied  to  the  court;  that 
hearings  covering  fourteen  full  days'  time  were  had  before  the 
referees;  that  the  merits  of  the  case  were  fully  tried;  that 
about  120  witnesses  were  examined;  that  upon  testimony  the 
referees  had  found  that  the  public  good  does  not  require  the 
building  of  the  road  and  had  so  reported  to  the  supreme  court, 
and  that  the  court,  on  the  18th  day  of  March,  1897,  had  ren- 
dered a  final  judgment  against  the  building  of  the  road. 

Both  parties  agreed  that  since  the  hearing  before  the  ref- 
erees, there  has  been  no  change  of  conditions  which  bear  upon 
the  question  whether  the  road  ought  to  be  built,  and  that 
nothing  has  happened  since  the  findings  of  the  referees  which 
ought  to  be  considered  in  determining  the  question  of  public 
good. 

The  promoters  claimed  that  this  committee  and  this  House 
ought  not  to  consider  the  judgment  of  the  supreme  court  upon 
this  question;  that  such  judgment  was  of  no  consequence  so 
far  as  the  action  of  this  House  is  concerned,  but  that  the 
House  has  the  power  and  ought  to  reverse  the  judgment  of 
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the  supreme  court  without  hearing  or  considering  any  testi- 
mony upon  the  merits  of  the  case  upon  which  the  supreme 
court  has  acted.  The  opponents  of  the  bill  contended  that 
while  the  Legislature  might  be  vested  with  power  to  reverse 
a  Judgment  of  the  supreme  court,  they  would  not  be  justified 
in  so  doing,  except  after  a  full  and  careful  hearing  of  the  facts 
upon  which  the  Judgment  of  the  court  was  based.  The  pro- 
moters of  the  bill  failed  to  give  any  satisfactory  or  valid  reason 
for  reversing  the  Judgment  of  the  court  rendered  last  week, 
and  stated  to  the  committee  that  they  did  not  desire  a  hear- 
ing upon  the  merits,  and  declined  to  produce  testimony;  that 
all  they  asked  the  committee  to  do  was  to  return  the  bill  to 
the  House,  with  or  without  any  recommendation,  as  they 
might  see  fit. 

The  committee  believe  that  the  proposition  of  the  pro- 
moters to  pass  a  bill  without  a  hearing  and  investigation  of  the 
merits  of  their  claim,  thereby  reversing  a  decision  of  the  su- 
preme court,  based  upon  facts  ascertained  after  long  and 
p,atient  hearing,  is  without  a  precedent  in  the  history  of  this,  or 
any  other,  legislative  body.  The  opponents  of  the  bill  re- 
ferred to  the  legislative  hearing  in  1895,  and  the  facts  stated 
in  the  report  of  the  Eailroad  Committee  to  the  House  of  that 
year,  and  also  to  the  reports  of  the  referees  appointed  by  the 
court;  and  offered  to  demonstrate  the  facts  contained  in  said 
respective  reports  if  opportunity  should  be  given  to  go  on 
with  the  hearing.  The  facts  stated  in  said  reports  were  not 
disputed  by  the  promoters  of  the  bill,  and  the  majority  of  the 
committee,  therefore,  deem  it  proper  to  submit  said  respective 
reports  herewith  for  the  information  of  the  House,  and  recom- 
mend the  passage  of  the  following  resolution,  viz.: — Resolved, 
that  the  bill  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

MILFORD   &   MANCHESTER  RAILROAD. 

EEPORT  OF  EAILROAD  COMMITTEE,  1895,  TO  HOUSE  OF  REP- 
RESENTATIVES. 

The  committee  has  devoted  much   time  to  hearing  the 
parties  interested  in  this  bill.     A  large  number  of  witnesses 
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have  been  examined,  counsel  have  been  fully  heard  in  argu- 
ment, and  the  questions  involved  have  been  carefully  con- 
sidered. The  route  covered  by  the  proposed  charter  extends 
from  Milford,  through  the  towns  of  Amherst  and  Bedford,  to 
Manchester,  a  distance  of  some  fourteen  miles. 

Milford  is  located  on  the  Boston  &  Maine  Eailroad.  It  is 
also  the  terminus  of  the  Fitchburg  Eailroad.  It  is  remarkably 
well  situated,  and  exceedingly  fortunate  in  its  railroad  facil- 
ities. It  appeared  that  its  citizens  had  no  complaint  against 
existing  lines,  and  that  but  an  insignificant  part  of  its  business 
would  be  done  over  the  road  to  Manchester,  if  built. 

Amherst  contains  one  thousand  inhabitants,  and  is  a  thriv- 
ing farming  community.  It  has  no  unusual  natural  resources, 
and  no  manufacturing  except  a  saw  and  grist-mill,  such  as 
are  ordinarily  found  in  a  small  country  town.  The  village  is 
centrally  located  in  the  township,  and  is  two  and  one  half  miles 
from  the  stations  of  the  Boston  &  Maine  Eailroad  and  the 
Fitchburg  &  Milford,  and  within  the  same  distance  of  another 
station  on  the  Boston  &  Maine,  called  the  Amherst  station, 
which  is  in  the  town  of  Amherst. 

Bedford  has  the  same  number  of  inhabitants  as  Amherst. 
Like  Amherst,  it  is  practically  without  water  power  or  manu- 
facturing. The  township  adjoins  Manchester,  and  its  main 
center  is  within  five  miles  of  that  city.  Its  business  is  now 
almost  wholly  with  Manchester,  as  that  of  Amherst  is  chiefly 
with  Milford  and  Nashua.  It  has  nothing  unusual  for 
development. 

Manchester  now  enjoys  superior  railroad  facilities.  It 
would  be  hard  to  find  a  city  in  New  England  more  fortunate  in 
this  particular.  That  the  people  so  regard  it  was  apparent 
from  the  testimony  of  several  prominent  gentlemen  who  tes- 
tified before  the  committee.  The  statement  seemed  substan- 
tially unanimous  that  the  existing  corjjorations  are  serving 
the  business  men  of  that  city  with  marked  efficiency  and  at 
reasonable  rates.  One  of  these  men,  the  agent  of  one  of  its 
largest  corporations,  said  he  had  never  seen  better  service 
anywhere;  and  no  complaints  of  any  importance  during  the 
investigation  of  the  committee  were  made  against  either  the 
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Boston  &  Maine  or  the  Concord  &  Montreal  Railroad  by  anyone. 
It  was  contended  that  the  city  would  gain  in  having  another 
line  with  which  to  do  business;  that  two  lines  were  better  than 
one,  and  that  three  lines  would  be  better  than  two,  and  that  the 
building  of  the  new  road  would  bring  new  industries  into  ex- 
istence, and  draw  business  to  Manchester  from  along  the  line 
of  the  new  road.  But,  from  the  testimony,  it  appeared  that  the 
only  effect  of  a  new  line  to  Manchester,  as  to  through  traffic, 
would  be  to  divide  the  business  between  three  parties  instead  of 
two,  and  without  reducing  the  rates;  and  that  while  Manches- 
ter might  gain  to  some  extent  in  local  trade,  it  would  be 
largely  at  the  expense  of  Nashua,  Milford,  and  other  New 
Hampshire  towns,  and  the  committee  is  unable  to  see  that  the 
public  good  requires  such  a  diversion  of  existing  courses  of 
trade.  Neither  is  the  committee  convinced  that  the  build- 
ing of  the  road  would  stimulate  the  establishment  of  any  im- 
portant new  industries.  Several  witnesses  testified  as  to  the 
amount  of  local  business  that  would  be  furnished  the  road, 
but  their  estimates  were  vague  and  unsatisfactory,  and  many 
of  their  statements  were  purely  speculative.  No  estimates 
of  a  reliable  character  were  made.  The  whole  evidence  upon 
this  point  was  general,  unimportant,  and  without  any  apparent 
foundation. 

It  appeared  in  the  course  of  the  hearing  that  this  charter  is 
wanted  by  the  Fitchburg  Railroad;  that  while  that  road  is 
not  here  on  the  surface,  it  is  the  real  party  in  this  contro- 
versy. Almost  every  witness  who  appeared  before  the  com- 
mittee testified  upon  the  assumption  that  the  Fitchburg  Rail- 
road was  to  build  and  operate  this  new  road.  The  Brookline 
&  Pepperell  Railroad,  which  was  chartered  in  1891,  and  the 
Brookline  &  Milford  Railroad,  which  was  chartered  in  1893, 
were  both  built  by  the  Fitchburg  Railroad,  and  are  now  prac- 
tically united  with  that  road.  If  the  Fitchburg  road  did  not 
obtain  through  others  the  charter  of  1891,  it  at  once  got  pos- 
session of  it,  and  the  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  it  was 
the  party  in  interest  when  the  charter  of  1893  was  obtained. 
It  did  not  appear  openly  in  either  case.     In  1891,  the  Boston 
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&  Maine  and  the  Concord  &  Montreal  roads  were  induced  to 
withdraw  opposition  to  the  granting  of  the  charter  upon  the 
assurance  on  the  part  of  the  promoters  of  the  enterprise  that 
there  was  no  purpose  or  design  to  ask  for  any  extension;  and 
in  1893  these  roads  withdrew  opposition  upon  being  assured 
by  the  same  parties  that  neither  the  Fitchburg  Eailroad,  nor 
anybody  else  in  its  behalf,  would  ask  for  an  extension  to  Man- 
chester. 

The  committee  considered  it  a  breach  of  good  faith  on  the 
part  of  the  Fitchljurg,  and  those  who  are  ptessing  for  this 
charter,  to  ask  for  this  extension,  even  if  there  was  any  pub- 
lic exigency  for  its  construction.  But,  apart  from  this,  no 
reason  appears  for  allowing  a  Massachusetts  corporation  to 
extend  its  line  into  the  center  of  our  state,  and  secure  traffic 
which  is  being  successfully  and  economically  handled  by  our 
domestic  road  and  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  their  patrons. 
A  wise  and  proi)er  regard  for  New  Hampshire  interests  de- 
mands opposition  to  any  movement  of  this  kind.  But  the 
fundamental  question  which  the  committee  has  considered 
is  one  of  public  exigency,  and  it  does  not  find  that  there  is 
any  such  public  demand  or  need  for  the  road  as  to  justify  the 
granting  of  the  proposed  charter,  and  therefore  recommends 
the  passage  of  the  following  resolution,  viz.: — Resolved,  That 
the  bill  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

The  facts  stated  in  the  foregoing  report  were  debated  in  the 
House,  and  the  bill  was  indefinitely  postponed  by  a  vote  of  217 
against  99,  February  13,  1895.

That  at  a  meeting  of  the  directors  of  said  railroad  company, 
held  at  Manchester,  March  18,  1895,  Franklin  Worcester  was 
elected  chairman  of  the  board  of  directors  to  serve  in  that 
capacity  till  a  president  of  the  corporation  should  be  cliosen. 
David  A.  Taggart  was  elected  secretary  of  the  board  of  direc- 
tors and  clerk  of  the  corporation;  Charles  M.  Stratton  was 
elected  treasurer  of  the  corporation;  David  A.  Taggart,  acting 
as  solicitor  of  the  corporation,  was  directed  to  enter  in  the 
supreme  court  said  petition;  Franklin  Worcester  and  Thomas 
S.  Hittinger  were  directed  to  procure  all  necessary  surveys  for 
the  proposed  railroad,  and  to  report  the  result  of  such  surveys 
at  a  subsequent  meeting  of  the  directors;  that  no  other  business 
was  done,  and  neither  the  records  nor  the  evidence  show  any 
subsequent  meeting  of  the  directors. 

The  Boston  &  Maine  Eailroad  Company  was  the  only  party 
appearing  to  oppose  the  prayer  of  said  petition,  and  at  the 
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opening  of  the  hearing,  their  counsel,  for  the  purpose  of  pre- 
serving the  rights  of  the  parties,  contended  that  the  questions 
involved  in  this  petition  were  res  adjudicata  by  the  last  Legis- 
lature of  New  Hampshire,  and  that  these  questions  are  there- 
fore not  open  for  consideration,  and  asked  that  this  formal 
objection  be  entered  upon  the  record. 

That  the  petitioners  claimed  that  the  construction  of  the 
proposed  railroad  would  largely  increase  the  value  of  the  wood, 
lumber,  farm  products,  and  real  estate  of  the  towns  of  Bedford 
and  Amherst;  would  revive  the  large  brick  industries  formerly 
located  within  their  limits;  induce  the  opening  and  operation 
of  their  many  granite  quarries;  restore  to  Amherst  its  former 
thrift  and  importance,  bringing  a  large  number  of  summer 
boarders  to  its  village  .and  to  the  shores  of  the  neighboring 
Baboosic  pond;  cause  the  building  and  operation  of  large  ice 
plants  at  that  pond;  give  their  citizens  and  the  citizens  of 
Manchester,  Milford,  and  towns  in  the  southwestern  portion 
of  the  state  increased  and  needed  railroad  facilities;  greatly 
stimulate  trade,  prosperity,  and  values  in  Manchester,  by  giv- 
ing it  a  competing  railroad  to  all  points  south  and  west,  and 
requested  us  to  make  certain  findings  with  reference  thereto, 
and  with  reference  to  other  matters,  and  as  related  to  such  re- 
quests, as  well  as  bearing  upon  said  petition,  we  find  the  fol- 
lowing facts: 

That  the  distance  of  the  proposed  .route,  from  the  intersec- 
tion of  Turner  and  Granite  streets,  in  Manchester,  to  the  ter- 
minus of  the  Brookline  &  Milford  Eailroad,  in  Milford,  is 
between  sixteen  and  seventeen  miles. 

That  the  distance  by  the  Wilton  Eailroad  from  Milford  to 
Nashua  is  eleven  miles,  and  that  the  distance  by  the  Concord 
&  Montreal  Eailroad  from  Nashua  to  Manchester  is  seventeen 
miles. 

That  a  number  of  witnesses,  merchants  in  Manchester, 
complained  that  Manchester  had  not  been  a  billing  point  for 
through  freight  from  the  West,  in  less  than  carload  lots,  and 
that  arbitrary  charges  were  made  upon  such  freight  from 
Nashua,  which  was  a  billing  point,  to  Manchester;  also  that 
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there  was  much  delay  at  Nashua  in  the  transhipment  of 
freight  to  and  from  the  Wilton  Kailroad;  but  we  find  that 
Manchester  is  now  a  billing  point,  and  that  since  the  consoli- 
dation of  the  Concord  &  Montreal  with  the  Boston  &  Maine 
Eailroad,  the  said  delays  are  practically  obviated. 

That  there  is  not,  and  for  some  time  past  has  not  been,  any 
close  connection  of  passenger  trains  from  Manchester  to  Mil- 
ford,  and  from  Milford  to  Manchester,  the  delay  at  Nashua 
being  from  thirty  minutes  to  one  hour  and  thirty  minutes, 
but  there  was  no  evidence  to  show  whether  this  delay  is  reason- 
able or  unreasonable,  or  that  any  formal  complaint  has  been 
made  with  reference  thereto. 

That  the  proposed  route  of  said  railroad  is  feasible,  the  max- 
imum grade  being  estimated  at  one  per  cent,  or  fifty-three 
feet  to  the  mile;  that  the  only  streams  of  any  considerable  size 
to  be  crossed  are  the  Piscataquog  river  at  Manchester,  and  the 
Souhegan  ,at  Milford;  that  the  track  can  be  so  built  as  to  cross 
beneath  the  roadbed  of  the  Wilton  Eailroad  at  Milford,  and 
beneath  the  roadbed  of  the  Manchester  &  NortJi  Weare  Rail- 
road at  West  Manchester.

The  population  of  the  whole  state  in  1890  being  375,837; 
that  the  population  of  Manchester  and  Milford  has  increased 
since  1890,  and  the  population  of  the  above  four  towns  is  esti- 
mated by  the  petitioners,  at  the  present  time,  at  about  60,000. 

That  Manchester  has  diversified  and  large  manufacturing 
industries,  being  in  the  manufacture  of  textile  fabrics,  one  of 
the  foremost  cities  in  the  United  States,  and  has  the  largest 
water  power  in  the  state;  Amherst  and  Bedford  have  no  manu- 
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facturing  except  a  few  water  saw-mills,  running  a  part  of  the 
year;  Milford  has  fair  water  power  and,  for  a  town  of  its  size, 
considerable  manufacturing. 

That  the  village  of  Bedford  Center  is  four  miles  from  the 
railway  station  in  Manchester,  corner  of  Granite  and  Canal 
streets,  and  about  five  miles  from  the  Goffstown  Center  sta- 
tion, on  the  Manchester  &  North  Weare  Eailroad;  and  Am- 
herst village  is  from  two  and  one  half  to  three  miles  from  the 
station  called  Amherst  (fomierly  Danforth's  Corner)  and 
about  the  same  from  the  station  at  Milford,  on  the  Wilton 
Eailroad,  and  the  station  at  Milford,  the  present  terminus  of 
the  Fitchburg  Eailroad,  and  thirteen  miles  from  the  station 
at  Manchester  above  named;  and  that  the  people  of  Bedford 
and  Amherst  have  no  other  railroad  facilities. 

That  the  area  of  Bedford  is  between  23,000  and  24,000 
acres;  that  the  sawable  lumber  in  Bedford  was  estimated  by 
the  witnesses  for  the  petitioners  at  from  twenty  to  twenty- 
:five  million  feet;  we  think  this  is  a  large  overestimate,  but  we 
:find  that  Manchester  is  the  best  market  for  Bedford  lumber, 
and  that  by  reason  of  its  being  upon  an  average  of  about  four 
or  five  miles  from  Manchester,  and  it  being  in  evidence  that 
where  wood  or  lumber  are  within  five  or  six  miles  of  a  market, 
it  is  cheaper  and  more  profitable  to  haul  them  by  teams,  than 
to  transport  them  by  railroad,  to  that  market — practically  the 
proposed  railroad  would  not  increase  its  value  therefor,  but  in 
case  the  owners  desired  to  send  the  lumber  to  any  market 
upon  the  line  of  the  Fitchburg  Eailroad,  the  proposed  railroad 
would  tend  to  increase  its  value  for  such  market,  but  not 
largely. 

That  the  area  of  Amherst  is  about  22,000  acres;  that  the 
sawable  lumber  in  Amherst  was  estimated  by  one  witness  for 
petitioners  at  one  hundred  million  feet,  and  by  witnesses  for 
the  Boston  &  Maine  Eailroad  at  from  ten  to  fifty  million  feet; 
we  find  that  the  last  estimate  of  fifty  million  feet  is  nearer  cor- 
rect than  the  first  ,at  one  hundred  million  feet;  we  find  further 
that  the  best  markets  for  Amherst  lumber  now  are  Manches- 
ter, Eeed's  Ferry,  Nashua,  and  Lowell,  and  that  the  proposed 
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railroad  would  not  increase  its  value  for  the  three  last  named, 
but  might  slightly  increase  the  value  of  a  part  of  it  for  the 
Manchester  market,  and  would  tend  to  increase  its  value  for 
any  markets  which  may  be  found  on  the  line  of  the  Fitchburg 
Railroad,  but  not  largely. 

That  there  are  between  300,000  and  400,000  cords  of  wood 
in  the  towns  of  Amherst  and  Bedford,  most  of  which  is  of  sec- 
ond quality,  and  the  building  of  the  proposed  railroad  would 
tend  to  increase  its  value  to  a  limited  extent,  wherever  a  mar- 
ket for  it  could  be  found,  except  such  of  it  as  is  situated  within 
five  or  six  miles  of  either  Manchester  or  Milford. 

That  in  the  towns  of  Amherst  and  Bedford  there  are  quar- 
ries of  granite  of  considerable  but  undefined  extent,  several  of 
which  have  been  opened  and  worked,  but  not  successfully,  as 
while  it  appeared  that  a  very  small  proportion  of  the  granite 
taken  from  some  of  them  is  of  such  exceptionally  fine  texture 
as  to  create  a  demand  for  it  for  the  best  grade  of  monumental 
work,  the  formation  of  the  quarries  is  such,  the  strata  of  such 
superior  quality  being  thin  and  interspersed  with  conglom- 
erate and  v/hite  seams,  that  a  sufficient  quantity  of  this  supe- 
rior quality  could  not  be  obtained  to  make  their  working 
profitable,  and  it  is  not  probable  that  the  proposed  railroad 
would  make  it  so,  nor  is  it  likely  that  the  granite  of  inferior 
quality  in  these  quarries  fit  for  street  work,  cellars,  and  under- 
pinning can,  under  any  circumstances,  be  profitably  worked, 
except  for  local  demand,  coming  in  competition,  as  it  would, 
with  the  like  quality  from  the  quarries  of  Concord  and  Man- 
chester. 

That  formerly  bricks  were  manufactured  in  Bedford  and 
Amherst  in  large  quantities,  giving  employment  to  a  large 
number  of  men,  and  affording  a  market  for  a  large  amount  of 
wood;  that  owing  to  the  discovery  at  Hooksett  and  Suncook  of 
deposits  of  clay  of  a  superior  quality  and  located  in  high  banks, 
manufacturers  began  to  leave  Bedford  for  those  places,  and 
later,  by  reason  of  railroad  facilities  having  been  extended  to 
Hooksett,  Suncook,  Epping,  Plaistow,  and  other  places,  the 
business  gradually  died  out  in  Bedford  and  Amherst;  that 
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the  supply  of  clay  in  Bedford  and  Amherst  is  large,  hut  not 
well  defined,  covering  perhaps  from  100  to  200  acres,  in  thin 
layers  upon  moist  intervale  land,  from  two  to  three  feet  be- 
neath the  surface;  that  its  quality  at  best  can  only  be  called 
fair,  generally  requiring  the  use  of  ashes  to  work  it;  that  the 
line  of  the  proposed  railroad  is  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of 
the  former  brick  yards;  but  we  find  that  in  the  present  condi- 
tion of  the  brick  industry  throughout  the  state,  .and  without  a 
largely  increased  demand  for  such  brick  as  can  be  made  from 
clay  of  such  quality  as  that  found  in  Bedford  and  Amherst, 
it  is  not  probable  that  the  opening  of  the  proposed  railroad 
would  make  it  profitable  to  work  the  yards  there  to  any  con- 
siderable extent. 

That  Baboosic  pond  in  Amherst  has  an  area  estimated  at 
from  seven  hundred  to  nine  hundred  acres,  that  ice  formed 
from  its  waters  is  of  a  desirable  quality,  and  it  is  estimated  that 
at  least  six  hundred  tons  can  be  harvested  there  yearly;  that 
dealers  in  ice  are  being  gradually  excluded  from  some  ponds  in 
the  vicinity  of  Boston,  which  are  taken  for  parks  and  other 
public  purposes,  and  while  there  are  numerous  ponds  in  the 
vicinity  of  Boston  from  ten  to  thirty  miles  distant,  from  which 
dealers  have  not  been  excluded,  where  a  sufficient  supply  of 
ice  may  be  obtained,  yet  dealers  whose  places  of  business  are 
on  the  line  of  the  Fitchburg  Eailroad,  to  save  switching 
charges  from  other  railroads  reaching  such  pond,  to  the  Fitch- 
burg railroad,  are  looking  to  Baboosic  pond  as  a  superior  place 
for  obtaining  ice,  and  one  or  two  of  them  express  a  readiness 
to  establish  plants  upon  its  shores,  provided  the  proposed  rail- 
road shall  be  constructed,  and  reasonable  freight  rates  can  be 
obtained,  and  thus  give  employment  in  Amherst  to  the  men 
necessary  to  carry  on  such  business. 

That  Bedford  and  Amherst  are  good  farming  towns  raising 
large  crops  of  hay,  fruit,  milk,  and  other  farm  products;  that 
the  proposed  railroad  would  save  their  farmers  the  difference 
between  the  expense  of  carrying  their  products  to  the  present 
railroad  stations  and  to  those  that  would  be  located  upon  the 
proposed  railroad  within  these  towns,  averaging  from  two  to 
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three  miles,  and  so  far  forth  it  would  facilitate  their  access  to 
market,  and  that  there  would  be  a  like  saving  upon  freights 
coming  to  them;  but  it  is  probable  that  a  large  part  of  the  pro- 
ducts of  Bedford  would  continue  to  be  marketed  in  Manches- 
ter without  using  the  proposed  railroad. 

That  the  village  of  Amherst  has  only  water  power  enough 
to  run  one  small  saw  and  grist-mill,  but  it  possesses  some  ad- 
vantages, particularly  vacant  tenements  and  probably  low  rents, 
for  the  cheap  manufacture  of  hand-made  goods,  and  that  for 
many  years  it  has  not  had  any  commodious  hotel,  but  that  the 
evidence  fails  to  satisfy  us  that  the  building  of  the  proposed 
railroad  would  restore  its  old-time  prosperity  or  importance, 
or  that  its  summer  boarders  have  been  less  numerous  in  recent 
years  because  of  any  lack  of  railroad  facilities.  That  Baboosic 
pond,  situated  some  six  or  seven  miles  from  Amherst  station, 
on  the  Wilton  Railroad,  and  quite  near  the  line  of  the  pro- 
posed railroad,  has  attracted  summer  business,  a  farmhouse 
accommodating  some  twenty-five  guests,  and  three  cottages, 
being  already  upon  its  borders,  and  negotiations  for  the  sale  of 
a  small  number  of  lots  for  cottage  sites  are  pending,  awaiting 
the  result  of  this  petition. 

That  the  evidence  fails  to  satisfy  us  that  the  wholesale  trade 
at  Manchester  has  materially  suffered  for  want  of  the  proposed 
railroad  or  that  it  would  be  substantially  increased  if  the  rail- 
road were  constructed. 

That  the  supply  of  water  for  manufacturing  purposes  at 
Manchester,  though  large,  is  insufhcient  throughout  the  en- 
tire year,  and  it  has  become  necessary  to  supplement  the  water 
power  by  the  use  of  steam,  and  large  quantities  of  coal  are 
annually  consumed  for  that  purpose,  while  shoe  shops  and 
manufactories  not  located  upon  the  river  are  worked  wholly 
by  steam  power  produced  by  burning  coal. 

It  was  claimed  that  there  would  be  a  large  saving  to  all 
consumers  of  coal  in  Manchester,  if  the  proposed  road  is  built, 
by  enabling  them  to  obtain  all-rail  coal,  as  it  is  termed,  over 
it,  by  means  of  its  direct  connection  with  the  Fitchburg  Rail- 
road, leading  to  the  Pennsylvania  coal  mines;  the  evidence 
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upon  that  point  is  somewhat  confusing,  but  it  does  not  satisfy 
us  that  the  proposed  railroad  would  effect,  for  any  length  of 
time,  if  at  all,  any  considerable  saving  to  such  coal  consumers, 
except  saving  the  breakage  on  such  portion  of  their  coal  as 
may  be  transported  all  rail  during  the  summer  season  (which 
is  estimated  at  5  per  cent  of  its  cost  per  ton  of  anthracite  coal, 
and  from  1  to  5  per  cent  of  its  cost  per  ton  of  bituminous 
coal  less  than  the  breakage  of  tide-water  coal),  as  the  testi- 
mony of  the  expert  witness  introduced  by  the  petitioners 
tended  to  show  that  the  price  of  all-rail  coal  was  determined 
by  the  price  of  tide-water  coal,  where  they  came  in  competi- 
tion at  points  reached  by  the  Fitchburg  Railroad. 

That  the  dividends  paid  upon  the  capital  stock  of  the  Bos- 
ton &  Maine  Eailroad  since  1883  have  been  as  follows:  1883, 
8  per  cent;  1881,  8  per  cent;  1885,  8  per  cent;  1886,  8^  per 
cent;  1887,  10  per  cent;  1888,  10  per  cent;  1889,  9^  per  cent; 
1890,  91  per  cent;  1891,  8^  per  cent;  1892,  8  per  cent;  1893, 
8  per  cent;  1891,  7  per  cent;  1895,  6  per  cent. 

That  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1895:

The  aggregate  capital  of  the  Boston  &  ]\Iaine  Railroad,  its 
leased  lines,  and  of  its  and  their  funded  debt,  is  $90,000,000. 

The  total  railroad  mileage  in  New  Hampshire  is  1,165  miles, 
of  which  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  owns  and  controls 
912  miles. 

That  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  has  leased  for  long 
terms  numerous  railroads,  including  the  Concord  &  Montreal, 
Manchester  &  Lawrence,  and  Concord  &  Portsmouth,  termi- 
nating in,  or  passing  through,  Manchester;  that  the  dividend 
paid  upon  the  stock  of  the  Concord  Railroad  from  1883  to 
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1889  was  10  per  cent;  upon  Concord  &  Montreal  for  1889, 
8  58-100  per  cent;  from  1890  to  1895,  6  per  cent;  upon  the 
Manchester  &  Lawrence,  from  1883  to  1895,  10  per  cent;  and 
an  extra  dividend  of  50  per  cent  July  1,  1895;  upon  the  Con- 
cord &  Portsmouth,  from  1883  to  1895,  7  per  cent;  that  the 
Concord  &  Montreal  was  leased  to  the  Boston  &  Maine  in  1895 
for  ninety-one  years,  at  an  annual  rental  of  7  per  cent  upon  its 
capital  stock  of  $7,184,700;  that  the  Manchester  &  Lawrence 
was  leased  to  the  Boston  &  Maine  in  1887  for  fifty  years  at  an 
annual  rental  of  10  per  cent  upon  its  capital  stock  of  $1,000,- 
000;  that  the  Concord  &  Portsmouth  was  leased  to  the  Con- 
cord Railroad  in  1861  for  100  years,  at  an  annual  rental  of  7 
per  cent  upon  its  capital  stock  of  $350,000,  and  the  lease  was 
assigned  to  the  Boston  &  Maine  in  1895. 

That  the  value  of  these  stocks,  as  shown  by  brokers'  sales  in 
Boston,  in  March,  1895,  was  as  follows:

The  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  requested  us  to  find,  that, 
"While  the  nominal  party  is  the  Milford  &  Manchester  Rail- 
road, the  evidence  sliowed  that  the  Fitchburg  Railroad  is  the 
real  party  in  interest." 

As  bearing  upon  this  request,  we  find  that,  in  1891,  Messrs. 
Thomas  S.  Hittinger  and  Franklin  Worcester,  desiring  to 
promote  their  private  business  interests,  obtained  from  the 
New  Hampshire  Legislature  a  charter  for  a  railroad  from 
Brookline  to  the  state  line,  five  miles,  and  subsequently  went 
before  the  railroad  commissioners  for  Massachusetts  and  ob- 
tained a  charter  of  the  Brookline  &  Pepperell  Railroad,  ex- 
tending from  the  state  line  to  Pepperell,  fourteen  miles; 
having  obtained  these  charters,  they  first  attempted  to  arrange 
with  the  Concord  Railroad  to  lease  and  operate  the  same,  but 
failing,  they  applied  to  the  Fitchburg  Railroad,  and  it  was  ar- 
ranged that  the  stock  in  these  newly  chartered  roads  should  be 
transferred  or  turned  over  to  one  Ezra  Baker,  a  clerk  in  the 
banking  house  of  Messrs.  Lee,  Higginson  &  Co.,  of  Boston, 
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in  trust  and  as  security  to  Lee,  Higginson  &  Co.,  who  fur- 
nished the  capital  with  which  these  roads  were  constructed,  it 
being  understood  that  the  Fitchburg  Eailroad  was  behind  said 
bankers,  and  when  built  these  roads  were  at  once  operated  by 
the  Fitchburg  Eailroad,  the  original  subscribers  for  the  stock 
never  having  paid  anything  upon  their  subscription;  that  in 
1893  the  said  Hittinger  and  others,  and  subsequently  the  said 
Worcester  was  associated  with  them,  obtained  from  the  New 
Hampshire  Legislature  a  charter  for  the  Brookline  &  Milford 
Eailroad,  seven  miles,  and  an  arrangement  like  that  above 
described  was  made  through  said  bankers  for  its  construction 
and  operation,  the  original  subscribers  for  its  stock  never  pay- 
ing anything  upon  their  subscription,  and  the  Fitchburg  Eail- 
road paying  the  expenses  of  obtaining  all  of  said  three  char- 
ters, and  at  the  date  of  the  opening  of  the  Brookline  &  Mil- 
ford  Eailroad  proceedings  were  pending,  afterwards  consum- 
mated, and  for  the  consolidation  of  said  three  railroads  with 
the  Fitchburg;  that  Messrs.  Hittinger  and  Worcester  are  the 
managing  petitioners  in  the  present  proceedings,  the  former 
having  subscribed  for  $43,200,  and  the  latter  for  $15,000  of 
the  $300,000  capital  stock  of  the  provisional  corporation. 
While  it  was  not  proven  that  there  is  at  present  any  agree- 
ment as  to  the  construction  and  operation  of  the  proposed 
railroad,  or  as  to  the  transfer  of  its  charter,  between  the  peti- 
tioners and  the  Fitchburg  Eailroad,  yet  we  find  that  the  pri- 
mary object  of  the  petitioners  is  in  effect  the  extension  of  the 
Fitchburg  Eailroad  into  Manchester,  to  enable  it  to  compete 
for  the  large  and  important  transportation  business  of  that 
city,  now  done  by  the  Boston  &  Maine  Eailroad,  and  that  it  is 
the  hope  and  expectation  of  the  petitioners,  as  testified  by 
some  of  them  and  admitted  by  their  counsel,  that  if  the  char- 
ter is  obtained,  some  arrangement  will  be  made  with  the  Fitch- 
burg Eailroad  by  which  it  will  build  and  operate  the  proposed 
railroad  for  its  own  benefit;  and  we  find  that  it  is  so  probable 
that  such  will  be  the  result,  that  we  consider  the  questions  as 
to  probable  cost  of  construction  of  the  proposed  railroad  or 
whether  if  operated  independently,  it  would  be  self-support- 
inging  or  would  pay  its  operating  expenses,  immaterial. 
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But  in  case  the  court  should  deem  these  last  questions  mate- 
rial, we  find  that  while  the  petitioners  furnish  no  reliable  evi- 
dence of  the  probable  cost  of  the  road,  its  equipments  and  ter- 
minals in  Manchester,  it  appearing  that  the  grades  and  levels 
had  been  taken  for  only  a  portion  of  the  way,  and  that  no  pro- 
file drawing  or  accurate  estimates  had  been  made,  still  upon 
the  view,  and  considering  the  evidence,  as  to  the  similarity,  of 
the  proposed  route  with  that  of  the  roads  between  Milford  and 
Pepperell,  and  the  evidence  as  to  the  cost  of  construction  of 
those  roads,  we  are  of  opinion  that  the  cost  of  constructing  the 
proposed  road,  its  equipments  and  terminals  at  Manchester, 
would  exceed  the  largest  estimate  of  any  of  the  petitioners, 
$500,000,  and  probably  would  not  be  less  than  $650,000— and 
upon  the  basis  of  this  last  estimate,  considering  the  evidence 
as  to  its  probable  local  business  in  connection  with  the 
through  business  which  may  be  diverted  from  the  Boston  & 
Maine  Railroad  at  Manchester,  although  as  to  how  much  may 
be  so  diverted  there  was  no  definite  evidence,  we  find  that  pos- 
sibly it  might  be  self-supporting  if  operated  .as  an  independent 
line  with  such  business  contract  as  it  could  make  with  the 
Fitchburg  Eailroad,  and  probably  would  be  self-supporting 
if  operated  as  an  extension  of  the  Fitchburg  Railroad. 

That  the  proposed  railroad,  if  built,  would  divert  business 
from  the  existing  roads  at  Manchester,  all  of  which  are  now 
operated  by  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad,  but  to  what  extent 
we  are  unable  to  find,  as  the  Boston  &  Maine  failed  to  show 
the  total  amount  of  its  Manchester  business,  but  as  there  was 
no  definite  evidence  as  to  the  probable  extent  of  such  diver- 
sion, but  it  was  not  claimed  that  it  would  be  to  such  an  extent 
as  to  reduce  their  dividends  on  the  market  value  of  their  stock, 
but  it  was  in  testimony  that  it  might  prevent  a  further  reduc- 
tion in  freight  rates,  which  in  time  they  might  otherwise  be 
enabled  to  make. 

That  what  is  called  through  business  or  traffic  is  now  han- 
dled by  existing  roads  with  convenience  to  patrons  and  at  rea- 
sonable rates. 

That  the  Boston  &   Maine  Railroad  is   now   thoroughly 
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equipped  for  doing  the  business  of  ]\Ianchester  and  vicinity 
as  well  as  all  that  may  for  many  years  be  developed.  It  has 
already  recently  incurred  an  outlay  of  about  half  a  million  of 
dollars,  and  is  preparing  to  expend  as  mvich  more  in  erecting 
freight  houses  and  passenger  station  and  other  facilities  at 
Manchester. 

That  Manchester  and  Milford  are  exceptionally  well  pro- 
vided with  superior  railway  facilities,  and  Amherst  and  Bed- 
ford, considering  their  population  and  business,  are  provided 
with  fair  railway  facilities;  that  the  building  and  operation  of 
the  proposed  railroad  would  give  increased  accommodation  to 
all  these  towns,  giving  an  all-rail  line  between  Manchester  and 
Milford  eleven  miles  shorter  than  the  present  line,  and  giving 
to  the  people  of  Bedford  and  Amherst  for  passenger  accom- 
modation all  the  benefits  incidental  to  the  line  passing  through 
those  towns  and  having  stations  at  or  near  their  central  vil- 
lages in  addition  to  the  benefits  hereinbefore  named,  and 
thereby  tending  to  slightly  increase  the  value  of  their  real 
estate;  and  to  the  citizens  of  towns  in  the  vicinity  of  Milford 
and  in  the  southwest  part  of  the  state  who  wish  to  reach  Man- 
chester and  the  northern  part  of  the  state  over  the  proposed 
railroad  and  vice  versa,  it  would  give  an  increased  accommoda- 
tion in  the  saving  of  the  time  and  expense  of  the  eleven  miles 
between  Milford  and  Nashua,  and  a  direct  line  from  Manches- 
ter and  towns  in  the  northern  part  of  the  state  to  towns  on 
the  line  of  the  Fitchburg  Eailroad,  but  there  is  no  testimony 
from  which  we  can  find  whether  the  amount  of  this  last  named 
travel  would  be  large  or  small. 

That  the  evidence  fails  to  satisfy  us  that  the  building  of  the 
proposed  railroad  would  materially  increase  the  industries, 
wealth,  or  population  of  the  city  of  Manchester;  but  we  find 
it  would  give  to  Manchester  the  benefits  which  might  result 
from  the  opening  and  operation  of  an  additional  line  for  its 
through  traffic  to  the  south  and  west,  and  more  particularly 
such  improvement  in  prompt  and  efficient  service  and  the 
possible  reduction  in  rates,  so  far  as  existing  laws  will  allow,  as 
would  result  should  active  competition  follow  between  the 
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Boston  &  Maine  Eailroad  and  the  Fitchburg  Railroad,  so  long 
as  such  competition  continues. 

We  make  no  finding  as  to  the  town  of  Merrimack,  through 
one  corner  of  which  the  proposed  railroad  is  located,  because 
neither  the  petitioners  nor  any  one  else  claimed  or  offered  evi- 
dence to  show  that  it  would  be  of  any  material  benefit  to  that 
town. 

Requests  for  other  and  additional  findings  were  made  by 
the  petitioners,  and  by  the  defendants.  These  are  not  made, 
because,  after  careful  consideration,  we  are  of  opinion  that 
some  of  them  are  not  warranted  by  the  evidence,  and  that  the 
others  are  not  material  to  the  issue.

The  referees  named  in  the  annexed  order  by  which,  with 
the  agreement  of  the  parties,  the  report  was  recommitted  to 
find  whether  the  public  good  requires  the  proposed  road,  first 
having  given  notice  to  the  parties  that  they  desired  to  hear 
argument  upon  the  question  therein  submitted,  and,  with  the 
assent  of  the  parties,  having  fixed  on  Thursday,  February  11, 
1897,  at  3  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  and  on  Bartlett  Hall,  in 
the  town  of  Hanover,  in  the  county  of  Grafton,  as  the  time 
and  place  therefor,  and  then  and  there  having  heard  the  par- 
ties, by  their  counsel,  in  argument  thereupon  as  fully  as  they 
desired  to  be  heard,  and  now  having  heard  and  considered  all 
the  evidence  and  allegations  of  the  parties  bearing  thereon, 
find  that  the  public  good  does  not  require  the  proposed  road.

Messrs.  Arthur  L.  Keyes,  Warren  Harv<iy,  Edmund  B.  Hull 
submitted  the  following 

MINORITY  REPORT. 

We,  the  undersigned  members  of  the  Eailroad  Committee, 
are  unable  to  agree  with  the  conclusions  .arrived  at  by  the 
majority  of  the  Committee,  for  the  following  reasons:  We 
know  that  the  building  of  the  proposed  road  would  greatly 
benefit  the  section  of  the  state  through  which  it  would  pass, 
by  the  development  of  its  great  natural  resources,  and  that  the 
city  of  Manchester  would  also  be  immensely  benefited  by  the 
increased  railroad  facilities  afforded  by  the  proposed  road;  that 
the  people  along  the  route  are  unanimous  in  their  demand  for 
the  road,  as  shown  by  the  resolutions  adopted  at  the  late  an- 
nual town  meetings  and  read  in  this  House.  We  therefore 
report  the  bill  with  the  following  resolution: — Resolved,  That 
the  bill  ought  to  pass. 

Mr.  Keyes  moved  to  substitute  the  report  of  the  minority 
for  that  of  the  majority  and,  pending  that  motion,  on  motion 
of  the  same  gentleman,  the  bill  and  reports  were  laid  upon  the 
table  and  made  the  special  order  for  Thursday,  March  18, 
1897,  at  11  o'clock.

BILL  FORWARDED. 

An  act  providing  for  a  bounty  on  porcupines.  The  bill 
being  upon  its  second  reading,  Mr.  Oillingham  of  Bradford 
offered  the  following  amendment:   Amend  by  striking  out  in

section  1  the  word  "tail,"  and  substituting  therefor  the  word 
"head."  The  amendment  was  not  adopted.  Mr.  Burbank  of 
Pembroke  moved  to  amend  the  bill  by  inserting  after  the  word 
"porcupines,"  the  word  "skunks." 

(Discussion  ensued.) 

The  amendment  was  not  adopted.  Mr.  Barker  of  Keene 
moved  that  the  rules  be  suspended,  the  bill  read  a  third  time 
by  title,  and  put  upon  its  passage.  On  a  viva  voce  vote  the 
motion  did  not  prevail.

Mr.  Dorr,  for  the  Committee  on  Eoads,  Bridges,  and  Canals, 
reported  A  joint  resolution  in  favor  of  an  appropriation  for 
highways  in  the  towns  of  Eumney  and  Ellsworth,  and  recom- 
mended its  passage.  The  report  was  accepted  and  the  Joint 
resolution  read  a  first  time.  On  motion  of  Mr.  Pierce  of  Som- 
ersworth, the  rules  were  suspended,  the  joint  resolution  read  a 
second  time  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Appropriations. 

Messrs.  T.  J.  Howard,  James  G.  Fellows,  A.  Crosby  Ken- 
nett,  conferees  on  part  of  Senate,  and  A.  L.  Keyes,  W.  G. 
Burnliam,  A.  W.  Pressler,  conferees  on  part  of  House,  for  the 
committee  of  conference,  to  whom  was  referred  An  act  to 
regulate  the  use  of  bicycles  and  similar  vehicles,  reported  the 
same  with  the  resolution, — that  the  House  adhere  to  the  posi- 
tion it  has  taken  upon  the  question  of  concurring  in  the  Sen- 
ate amendment,  and  request  a  further  committee  of  confer- 
ence for  the  pur|)ose  of  proposing  the  accompanying  amend- 
ment. 

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  section  3  and  inserting  the 
following:  Section  2.  The  term  sidewalk,  as  used  in  this 
act,  shall  mean  all  sidewalks  laid  out  as  such  by  a  city,  town, 
or  fire  district,  or  reserved  by  custom  for  the  use  of  pedes- 
trians, that  are  within  the  compact  part  of  a  city,  village,  or 
fire  district.  Upon  petition  of  five  or  more  legal  votei's,  the 
selectmen  of  towns  or  the  mayor  of  cities,  upon  notice  and 
hearing  had,  shall  have  the  power  to  include  Avithin  the  oper- 
ations of  this  act  sidewalks  without  the  compact  part  of  a 
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town  or  city  that  are  built  or  improved  by  said  town  or  city  or 
by  the  abutters;  but  in  such  case,  notices  to  that  effect  shall  be 
posted  near  said  walks  at  least  one  week  before  they  shall  be 
included  within  the  operation  of  this  act.  This  act  shall  not 
include  cross  walks,  nor  foot  paths  outside  the  compact  part  of 
towns  or  cities  that  are  worn  only  by  travel  and  not  improved 
by  towns  or  cities  or  the  abutters.  Nor  shall  it  include  any 
paths  or  walks  that  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  built  for  the 
exclusive  use  of  bicyclists.  The  terms  "bicycle"  and  "tri- 
cycle/' as  used  in  this  act  shall  be  deemed  to  include  all  vehi- 
cles propelled  by  the  person  riding  the  same,  either  wholly  or 
in  part.  The  terms  "park"  and  "square,"  as  used  in  this  act, 
shall  not  include  any  spaces  under  the  control  of  park  commis- 
sioners or  a  park  board,  or  a  special  department  of  a  town  or 
city  having  power  to  make  regulations  relative  to  such  spaces, 
and  this  act  shall  not  in  any  way  abridge  the  powers  of  such- 
commissioners,  board,  or  department. 

The  report  was  accepted.  Mr.  Elwell  of  Exeter  moved  that 
the  bill  be  indefinitely  postponed.  The  Speaker  ruled  that 
the  motion  was  not  in  order.  The  resolution  was  adopted, 
and  the  Speaker  appointed  as  conferees  on  the  part  of  the 
House,  Messrs.  Keyes  of  Milford,  Burnham  of  Mont  Vernon, 
and  Pressler  of  Keene.

BILLS    FORWAEDED. 

An  act  to  legalize  the  vote  of  the  town  of  Colebrook  of  the 
second  Tuesday  of  March,  1897,  to  exempt  the  Colebrook 
House  property  from  taxation  for  a  term  of  ten  years.  Taken 
up  and  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

An  act  providing  for  the  payment  of  fees  into  the  city 
treasury  of  the  city  of  Manchester  was  taken  up.  On  motion 
of  Mr.  Little  of  Manchester,  the  following  amendments  were 
adopted :  Amend  by  inserting  after  the  word  "office,"  in  the 
ninth  line  of  section  1,  the  following:  "With  the  exception  of 
the  city  marshal,  assistant  city  marshal,  police  officers,  and 
watchmen  of  said  city,  who  shall  receive  such  salary  or  pay  as 
the  board  of  police  commissioners  of  said  city  may  from  time 
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to  time  establish  for  said  offices."  Amend  section  2  by  strik- 
ing out  the  figures  "1898,"  and  inserting  the  figures  "1899." 
Mr.  Young  of  Manchester  moved  to  commit  the  bill  to  a 
special  committee,  consisting  of  the  Manchester  delegation. 
The  motion  did  not  prevail.  On  motion  of  Mr.  Little  of  Man- 
chester, the  rules  were  suspended  and  the  bill  was  read  a  third 
time  by  title,  and  passed. 

Mr.  B.  P.  Peirce  of  Dover  moved  to  reconsider  the  vote 
whereby  the  House  voted  to  indefinitely  postpone  An  act 
relating  to  taxation  for  the  support  of  public  schools. 

(Discussion  ensued.) 

SPECIAL  ORDER, 

Mr.  Jewett  of  Laconia  called  for  the  special  order,  it  being 
An  act  in  relation  to  hawkers  and  peddlers.  On  motion  of 
Mr.  Batchelder  of  Keene,  the  bill  was  put  back  upon  its  second 
reading  for  amendment. 

Mr.  Minard  of  Nashua  offered  the  following  amendment, 
which  was  adopted:  Amend  section  1  by  inserting  after  the 
word  "tills,"  in  the  eighth  line,  the  words  "the  manufacturers 
of  furniture  and  ladders  excepted."  On  motion  of  Mr.  Chad- 
wick  of  Exeter,  the  rules  were  suspended,  the  bill  read  a  third 
time  by  title,  and  passed.

REPORTS    OF    COMMITTEES. 

Mr.  Pierce,  for  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary,  reported  An 
act  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Dover,  in  relation  to 
the  time  of  electing  a  superintendent  of  schools,  and  recom- 
mended its  passage.  The  report  was  accepted,  the  bill  read 
once  and  ordered  to  a  second  reading.  Mr.  Pierce  of  Soniers- 
worth moved  that  the  rules  be  suspended,  the  bill  read  a  sec- 
ond and  third  time  by  title,  and  put  upon  its  passage.  Mr. 
B.  P.  Peirce  of  Dover  spoke  in  opposition  to  the  motion.  Mr. 
Pierce  withdrew  his  motion  and,  on  motion  of  Mr.  B.  P.  Peirce 
of  Dover,  the  rules  were  suspended,  the  bill  read  a  second  time

tional work."  The  report  was  accepted  and  the  amendments 
adopted.  The  joint  resolution  was  then  laid  upon  the  tahle 
to  be  printed. 

Mr.  McGloughlin,  for  the  Committee  on  Forestry,  to  whom 
was  referred  An  act  in  amendment  of,  and  in  addition  to, 
chapter  85  of  Pamphlet  Laws  of  1895,  entitled  "An  act  for  the 
protection  and  preservation  of  ornamental  and  shade  trees  in 
the  highways,"  reported  the  same  with  the  resolution, — that 
the  bill  ought  to  pass,  with  the  following  amendment:  Amend 
by  striking  out  the  words  "one  thousand  dollars,"  and  insert- 
ing in  place  thereof  the  words  "two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars 
annually."  The  report  was  accepted  and  the  amendment 
adopted.  On  motion  of  Mr.  Pressler  of  Keene,  the  rules  were 
suspended,  printing  of  the  bill  dispensed  with,  and  the  bill 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Appropriations. 

Mr.  Ahern,  for  the  Committee  on  Appropriations,  to  whom 
was  referred  A  joint  resolution  appropriating  money  for  con- 
tinuing the  work  of  indexing  the  records  in  the  office  of  the 
Secretary  of  State,  reported  the  same  with  the  following 
amendment,  and  recommended  its  passage:  Amend  the  joint 
resolution  as  follows:  Strike  out  the  words  "one  thousand," 
in  the  first  line  of  said  joint  resolution,  and  insert  in  place

Mr.  Ellis,  for  the  Committee  on  Appropriations,  to  whom 
was  referred  An  act  relating  to  the  duties  of  the  Attorney- 
General,  reported  the  same  with  the  resolution, — that  the  bill 
,  ought  to  pass.  The  report  was  accepted  and  the  bill  laid  upon 
the  table  to  be  printed. 

Mr.  McGloughlin,  for  the  Committee  on  Forestry,  to  whom 
was  referred  An  act  to  promote  timber  culture,  reported  the 
same  and  recommended  its  passage.  The  report  was  accepted.

House  Bill  'No.  18,  entitled  "An  act  in  relation  to  the  New 
Hampshire  Asylum  for  the  Insane,"  having  considered  the 
same,  report  the  same  Avith  the  following  preamljle  and  res- 
olution: 
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Whereas,  In  response  to  a  resolntion  of  inquiry,  and  for 
the  purpose  of  solving  a  doubt  regarding  the  New  Hampshire 
Asylum  for  the  Insane,  the  Judiciary  Committee  of  the 
House  of  Kepresentatives  has  recently  reported  that  the  state 
is  the  sole  incorporator  in  a  corporation  owning  said  asylum, 
and  recommending  that  the  trustees  convey  to  the  state  all 
asylum  property  standing  in  their  names,  which  transfer  has 
not  been  made;  and. 

Whereas,  It  seems  advisable,  under  the  above  conditions, 
that  the  state  should  devise  and  put  into  operation  a  more 
direct  method  for  the  management  of  said  institution,  a  more 
comprehensive  care  of  the  state's  insane,  and  a  more  careful 
auditing  of  its  accounts  than  in  the  past;  ,and. 

Whereas,  The  bill  for  the  appropriation  of  $100,000  for  a 
new  building  or  buildings,  now  before  this  Legislature,  is 
without  plans  or  specifications  for  such  building  or  buildings; 
and. 

Whereas,  We  believe  it  is  unadvisable  for  the  state  to  act 
hastily  and  without  careful  investigation,  both  of  the  needs  of 
the  asylum  and  of  the  finances  of  the  state,  in  the  expenditure 
of  such  a  large  sum  of  money;  therefore  the  Committee  on  Ap- 
propriations report  said  joint  resolution  regarding  the  insane 
asylum  with  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  joint  resolution  be  referred  to  the  next 
Legislature.

STATE   OF  NEW  HAMPSHIEE. 

IN  THE  YEAR  OF  OUR   LORD  ONE  THOUSAND   EIGHT   HUNDRED 
AND  NINETY-SEVEN. 

Joint  resolution  providing  for  a  Committee  to  examine  into, 

and  report  to  the  next  Legislature,  the  needs  of  the  New 

Hampshire  Asylum  for  the  Insane. 

Resolved,  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Eepresentatives  in 
general  court  convened,  That  a  committee  of  five,  consisting 
of  three  members  of  the  House  of  Eepresentatives,  be  selected 
by  the  Speaker,  and  two  members  of  the  Senate,  to  be  selected 
by  the  President  of  the  Senate,  be  and  hereby  is  authorized 
and  instructed  to  investigate  and  examine  into  the  manage- 
ment and  needs  of,  and  all  matters  pertaining  to,  the  New 
Hampshire  Asylum  for  the  Insane,  and  submit  a  report  to  the 
next  Legislature.  Said  report  shall  state  whether  by  any 
reasonable  means  the  number  of  inmates  in  said  asylum  may 
be  limited  to  the  capacity  of  its  present  buildings,  and  if  it 
cannot  be  so  limited,  then  the  committee  shall  recommend 
plans  and  specifications  for  the  erection  of  such  additional 
building  or  buildings  as  it  may  deem  necessary,  with  an  esti- 
mate of  the  cost  thereof.  Said  report  shall  also  recommend 
such  method  of  state  control  as  shall  seem  best  adapted  to  the 
wise  management  of  the  asylum.  And  said  report  shall  also 
state  what  transfers,  if  any,  the  trustees  have  made  of  asylum 
property  to  the  state. 

Said  committee  shall  receive  no  compensation  for  their 
work  performed  under  the  provisions  of  this  resolution,  but 
such  necessary  expenses  actually  paid  by  them  while  engaged 
in  such  work  as  shall  be  allowed  by  the  Governor  and  Council 
shall  be  repaid  them  out  of  the  state  treasury  from  money  not 
otherwise  appropriated.

Council,  and  the  Governor  is  hereby  authorized  to  draw  his 
warrant  for  the  same  out  of  any  money  not  otherwise  appro- 
priated; and  that  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  be,  and  the 
same  is  hereby,  appropriated  for  repairing  the  Crotchet  Moun- 
tain road,  so  called,  situated  in  the  town  of  Francestown,  fifty 
dollars  of  said  sum  to  be  expended  in  the  year  1897,  and  fifty 
dollars  in  the  year  1898,  said  sum  to  be  expended  by  an  agent, 
to  be  appointed  by  the  Governor,  with  the  advice  of  the  Coun- 
cil, and  the  Governor  is  hereby  authorized  to  draw  his  warrant 
for  the  same  out  of  any  money  not  otherwise  appropriated." 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Pillsbury  of  Londonderry,  the  House 
voted  to  non-concur  in  the  amendments  and  to  ask  for  a  com- 
mittee of  conference.  The  Speaker  appointed  as  members  of 
such  committee,  on  the  part  of  the  House,  Messrs.  Pillsbury 
of  Londonderry,  McKellips  of  Northumberland,  and  Burn- 
ham  of  Mont  Vernon.

On  motion  of  Mr.  B.  P.  Peirce  of  Dover,  the  rules  were  sus- 
pended, the  bill  read  a  second  and  third  time  by  title,  and 
passed. 

Mr.  Ellis,  for  the  Committee  on  Appropriations,  reported 
a  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  for  the  assessment  and  col- 
lection of  an  annual  state  tax  for  the  term  of  two  years,"  and 
recommended  its  passage.  The  report  was  accepted,  and  the 
bill  read  a  first  time.  On  motion  of  Mr.  Lyford  of  Concord, 
the  rules  were  suspended,  the  bill  read  a  second  and  third  time 
by  title,  and  passed. 

Mr.  Harvey,  for  the  Committee  on  Eailroads,  to  whom  was 
referred  An  act  to  incorporate  the  Manchester  and  Goffstown 
Street  Eailway,  submitted  the  following  report  and  resolution: 

The  member  from  Goffstown,  with  three  other  citizens 
from  that  town  and  one  gentleman  from  Manchester,  appeared 
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before  the  committee  and  made  general  statements 
that,  in  their  opinion,  the  people  of  Goffstown  would  be  ac- 
commodated by  the  building  of  this  road.  All  of  these  per- 
sons admitted  that,  if  the  road  should  be  built  in  the  highway- 
pointed  out,  it  would  parallel  the  Boston  &  Maine  Eailroad 
the  entire  distance  from  Manchester  to  the  village  of  Goffs- 
town. The  bill  seeks  to  confer  authority  upon  the  grantees 
to  build  a  railroad  upon  every  highway  and  street  in  Goffs- 
town and  the  city  of  Manchester,  and,  if  passed  in  its  present 
form,  would  permit  the  paralleling  of  the  entire  street  railway 
system  of  Manchester.  The  promoters  stated  that  they  were 
willing  to  amend  the  bill  so  as  not  to  parallel  the  tracks  of  the 
Manchester  Street  Eailway,  but  no  amendment  to  that  effect 
was  in  fact  submitted  to  the  committee.  It  appeared  to  the 
committee  that  there  might  be  occasion  for  a  street  railway 
line  from  the  present  lines  of  the  Manchester  Street  Eailway 
Avest,  to  a  point  near  St.  Anselm's  College,  for  the  accommo- 
dation of  people  living  in  that  part  of  Manchester;  but  under 
the  existing  charter  of  the  Manchester  Street  Eailway,  that 
line  ought  properly  to  be  built  as  an  extension  of  the  Man- 
chester Street  Eailway  in  Manchester,  rather  than  by  an  inde- 
pendent company. 

The  bill  was  opposed  by  the  Manchester  Street  Eailway^ 
whose  counsel  stated  that  that  railway  company  was  ready  ta 
extend  its  lines  into  every  part  of  the  city  of  ]\Ianch  ester, 
where  the  public  good  required  a  street  railway.  The  granting 
of  this  charter  to  an  independent  company  might  seriously 
affect  the  interests  of  the  Manchester  Company  under  their 
present  charter.  The  testimony  before  the  committee  failed 
to  satisfy  them  that  the  public  good  required  the  building  of  a 
street  railway  from  a  point  near  the  west  line  of  Manchester 
to  the  village  of  Goffstown.  If  it  shall  hereafter  appear  upon 
further  investigation  that  the  public  good  requires  the  exten- 
sion of  a  line  of  the  Manchester  Street  Eailway  upon  this 
route,  or  any  part  thereof,  the  authority  for  such  building  can 
be  readilj'^  obtained  under  the  provisions  of  the  general  elec- 
tric law.     The  committee,  therefore,  return  the  Ijill  to  the 
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House  with  the  resolution, — that  the  bill  be  indefinitely  post- 
poned. 

The  report  was  accepted.  On  motion  of  Mr.  French  of 
Moultonborough,  the  bill  and  report  were  laid  upon  the  table 
and  made  the  special  order  for  Wednesday,  March  24,  at  11 
o'clock. 

Mr.  Ahem,  for  the  Committee  on  Eailroads,  to  whom  was 
referred  x\n  act  to  incorporate  the  Goff' s  Falls,  Litchfield,  and 
Hudson  Eailroad  Association,  submitted  the  following  report 
and  resolution: 

There  appeared  before  the  committee,  in  favor  of  this  bill, 
one  gentleman  from  Litchfield  and  a  citizen  of  Temple,  who 
stated,  generally,  that  the  people  of  Litchfield  would  be  ac- 
commodated by  the  building  of  an  electric  line  on  the  Eiver 
road,  from  Taylors  Falls  bridge  across  the  Merrimack,  in  the 
town  of  Hudson,  north  to  Goffe's  Falls.  IsTo  other  person  in 
favor  of  the  road  appeared  before  the  committee.  It  ap- 
peared that  there  are  no  manufacturing  interests  in  Litchfield 
to  be  accommodated  by  the  road,  and  that  the  whole  number 
of  citizens  of  the  town  at  the  last  census  was  two  hundred  and 
fifty-two. 

While  the  parties  appearing  before  the  committee  dis- 
claimed any  connection  with  the  scheme  of  "Syndicate"  bills 
introduced  at  this  session,  and  which  the  House  has  already 
disposed  of,  it  appeared  to  the  committee  that  this  road  could 
not  be  built  without  immediately  becoming  a  main  link  in  the 
so-called  syndicate  lines,  and  that  the  ultimate  purpose  of  the 
promoters  was  to  obtain  such  a  link  at  the  present  session,  if 
practicable.  There  was  no  evidence  before  the  committee  to 
satisfy  them  that  the  public  good  required  the  building  of  the 
proposed  road,  and  they,  therefore,  return  the  bill  to  the 
House  with  the  resolution, — that  the  bill  be  indefinitely  post- 
poned. 

Tlie  following  report  was  received  from  a  minority  of  the 
committee:  The  undersigned  members  of  the  Eailroad  Com- 
mittee, having  considered  the  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  incor- 
porate the  Goff's  Falls,  Litchfield,  and  Hudson  Eailroad  Asso- 
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ciation,"  herewith  report  the  same  in  a  new  draft,  with  the  fol- 
lowing resolution: — Resolved,  That  the  bill  ought  to  pass.

Mr.  Young  of  Manchester 
moved  to  substitute  the  report  of  the  minority  for  that  of  the 
majority,  and,  that  motion  pending,  on  motion  of  the  same 
gentleman,  the  bill  and  reports  were  laid  upon  the  table  and 
made  the  special  order  for  Wednesday,  March  24,  at  11  o'clock. 

Mr.  Carr,  for  the  Committee  on  Railroads,  to  whom  was 
referi'ed  An  act  to  incorporate  the  Hampstead,  Atkinson,  and 
Plaistow  Electric  Railroad,  submitted  the  following  report 
and  resolution: 

This  bill  was  introduced  by  the  member  from  Hampstead, 
who  appeared  before  the  committee  and  made  a  very  full  and 
clear  statement  regarding  the  proposed  road,  and  expressed 
the  opinion  that  if  it  should  be  built  it  would  accommodate 
the  people  living  upon  the  line  who  desired  to  do  business  at 
Haverhill,  Massachusetts,  and  he  also  expressed  the  belief 
that  the  Massachusetts  people  would  build  from  Haverhill  to 
the  state  line  to  make  a  connection  with  this  line.  He  also 
stated  that  the  capital  for  the  building  of  the  line  had  not  been 
raised,  and  he  was  not  at  all  sure  that  it  could  be  raised  if  the 
line  was  chartered;  but  he  thought  there  was  perhaps  more 
prospect  of  obtaining  capital  for  the  building  of  the  line  under 
a  special  charter  than  there  would  be  under  the  general  law, 
although  upon  this  point  the  member  was  not  positive.  There 
was  no  evidence  before  the  committee  to  satisfy  them  that  the 
public  good  required  the  building  of  the  proposed  road,  and 
the}^,  therefore,  return  the  bill  to  the  House  with  the  resolu- 
tion,— that  the  bill  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

The  following  minority  report  was  submitted :  The  under- 
signed, member  of  the  Railroad  Committee,  having  consid- 
ered a  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the  Hampstead, 
Atkinson,  and  Plaistow  Electric  Railway,''  herewith  report 
the  same  in  a  new  draft,  with  the  following  resolution: — Re- 
solved, That  the  bill  ought  to  pass.

MESSAGE  EEOM  THE   SENATE. 

A  message  from  the  Honorable  Senate,  by  its  Clerk,  an- 
nounced that  the  Senate  concurred  with  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives in  the  passage  of  the  following  bills: 

An  act  in  amendment  of  chapter  156  of  the  Public  Statutes, 
relating  to  the  formation  of  railroad  corporations. 

An  act  in  amendment  of  section  17,  chapter  27  of  the  Laws 
of  1895,  entitled  "An  act  in  relation  to  the  incorporation, 
organization,  and  regulation  of  street  railway  companies,  and 
authorizing  the  use  of  electricity  as  motive  power  by  existing 
steam  railroads." 

An  act  in  amendment  of  section  1  of  chapter  249  of  the 
Public  Statutes  of  the  state  of  New  Hampshire,  in  relation  to 
special  police  officers. 

An  act  to  legalize  the  proceedings  of  the  biennial  town 
meeting  in  the  town  of  Dunbarton,  held  on  the  third  day  of 
November,  1896. 

An  act  ]3roviding  for  the  payment  of  fees  into  the  city 
treasury  of  the  city  of  Manchester. 

An  act  in  relation  to  administration  of  the  state  prison. 

An  act  concerning  the  preservation  and  inspection  of 
ballots. 

Joint  resolution  with  reference  to  the  title  of  the  property 
of  the  New  Hampshire  Asylum  for  the  Insane. 

An  act  to  exempt  the  property  of  the  New  Hampshire  Col- 
lege of  Agriculture  and  the  Mechanic  Arts  from  taxation. 

An  act  to  provide  for  the  assessment  and  collection  of  an 
annual  state  tax  for  the  term  of  two  years. 

The  message  also  announced  that  the  Senate  concurred 
with  the  House  of  Eepresentatives  in  the  passage  of  the  fol- 
lowing concurrent  resolutions: 

Besolvcd  by  the  House  of  Representatives,  the  Senate  con- 
curring, that  the  present  session  of  the  Legislature  be  brought 
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to  a  final  adjournment  on  Friday,  Marcli  26,  at  12  o'clock, 
noon. 

Whereas,  It  has  come  to  our  knowledge  that  the  Presi- 
dent has  under  consideration  the  consolidation  of  the  United 
States  pension  agencies  of  the  New  England  States;  therefore. 

Resolved  by  the  House  of  Eepresentatives,  the  Senate  con- 
curring, that  such  consolidation,  in  their  judgment,  would  be 
seriously  injurious  to  the  interest  of  the  veterans  of  this  state. 

The  message  also  announced  that  the  Senate  had  granted 
the  request  of  the  House  of  Eepresentatives  for  a  further  com- 
mittee of  conference  for  the  purpose  of  reporting  the  follow- 
ing entitled  bill  in  new  draft:  "An  act  in  relation  to  the 
taking  of  ice."  The  President  has  appointed  as  members 
of  such  committee,  on  the  part  of  the  Senate,  Senators  Ken- 
rick,  Buxton,  and  Wallace. 

The  message  also  announced  that  the  Senate  had  voted  to 
reconsider  the  vote  whereby  it  refused  to  concur  with  the 
House  of  Eepresentatives  in  the  passage  of  the  following  bill: 
An  act  to  sever  the  homestead  of  Moses  F.  Eiley  from  the  High 
School  District  of  Woodsville,  in  the  town  of  Haverhill,  and 
annex  the  same  to  the  Union  School  District  in  the  town  of 
Bath,  for  school  purjDoses. 

The  message  also  announced  that  the  Senate  refused  to  con- 
cur with  the  House  of  Eepresentatives  in  the  passage  of  the 
following  entitled  bill,  sent  up  from  the  House  of  Eepresen- 
tatives: "An  act  in  amendment  of  section  3,  chapter  212  of 
the  Public  Statutes,  relating  to  sheriffs,  coroners,  and  con- 
stables." 

The  message  also  announced  that  the  Senate  had  adopted 
the  following  concurrent  resolution,  in  the  adoption  of  which 
it  .asked  the  concurrence  of  the  House  of  Eepresentatives: 

Whereas,  Three  successive  forestry  commissions  have  re- 
ported that  the  denudation  of  the  forest  cover  in  the  region  of 
the  White  Mountains  threatens  to  inflict  irreparable  injury 
upon  the  prosperity  of  the  state; 

Resolved  by  the  Senate,  the  House  of  Eepresentatives  con- 
curring, that  the  forestry  commission  be,  and  it  hereby  is. 
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instructed  to  consider  the  expediency  of  the  establishment  by 
the  state  of  a  White  Mountain  forest  preserve,  or  forest  park, 
as  a  means  of  perpetuating  the  forest  cover  at  the  sources  of 
our  principal  rivers,  and  thus  insuring  an  equalization  of  the 
water  supply  and  water  flow  upon  which  both  our  agricultural 
and  manufacturing  industries  depend,  and  to  report  to  the 
next  Legislature,  if  such  a  forest  preserve  or  park  shall  be 
recommended,  by  what  methods  it  can  be  established,  and  its 
proper  boundaries.     The  resolution  was  concurred  in. 

The  message  also  announced  that  the  Senate  concurred  with 
the  House  of  Eeprescntatives  in  the  passage  of  the  following 
bill,  with  amendment,  in  the  passage  of  which  amendment  it 
asked  the  concurrence  of  the  House  of  Eepresentatives: 

An  act  to  incorporate  the  Bethlehem  Electric  Light  Com- 
pany. Amend  section  2  by  inserting  after  the  words  "capital 
stock,"  in  the  fifth  line,  the  words  "and  bonds,"  so  that  said 
eection,  as  amended,  shall  read  as  follows:  Section  2.  Said 
corporation  is  hereby  empowered  to  generate,  manufacture, 
produce,  and  supply  electricity  for  purposes  of  light,  heat, 
and  mechanical  power,  for  public  and  private  use;  and  may 
lease,  purchase,  acquire,  hold,  and  improve  property,  real  or 
personal,  to  an  extent  not  exceeding  in  value  its  capital  stock 
and  bonds,  which  it  shall  be  necessary  or  convenient  for  said 
corporation  to  do  in  carrying  out  the  purposes  of  this  act, 
with  the  right  to  sell,  convey,  and  dispose  of  the  same  at  pleas- 
ure; and  may  contract  with  persons  and  corporations  for  the 
use  of  electricity  for  any  of  said  purposes;  and  may  contract 
with  said  town  of  Bethlehem,  or  any  village  district  that  now 
is  or  may  hereafter  be  organized  in  said  town,  also  with  the 
town  of  Franconia,  adjoining,  or  any  village  district  that  now 
is  or  may  hereafter  be  organized  in  that  town,  for  electricity 
for  public  uses,  on  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon,  and  said 
town  or  said  districts  are  hereby  authorized  to  contract  with 
said  corporation  for  electricity  for  public  uses  and  to  raise 
money  to  pay  for  the  same  in  the  same  manner  money  is  raised 
for  other  purposes.     The  amendment  was  concurred  in. 
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special  order. 

The  discussion  of  An  act  in  relation  to  the  New  Hampshire 
Asylum  for  the  Insane  was  resumed.  Mr.  Bales  of  Wilton 
moved  the  previous  question,  which  was  ordered.  The  ques- 
tion being  upon  the  substitution  of  the  minority  report,  on  a 
viva  voce  vote,  the  House  voted  to  substitute.  Mr.  Ellis 
of  Keene  called  for  a  division.  A  division  being  had, 
the  vote  was  declared  by  the  Speaker  to  be  manifestly 
in  the  affirmative.  The  question  then  being  upon  the 
adoption  of  the  amendment  reported  by  a  minority  of 
the  committee,  on  a  viva  voce  vote,  the  amendment 
was  adopted.  Mr.  Lyford  of  Concord  offered  the  follow- 
ing amendment:  Amend  section  2  by  inserting  after  the  word 
"year,"  in  the  seventh  line,  the  words  "with  an  option  to  pay 
any  part  of  said  bonds  at  the  end  of  five  years  from  the  date 
thereof."  The  amendment  was  lost.  On  motion  of  Mr. 
Pillsbury  of  Londonderry,  the  following  amendment  was 
adopted:  Amend  section  1  by  adding  the  following:  "Such 
appropriation  shall  not  be  available  until  the  board  of  trustees 
have  conveyed  the  asylum  property  to  the  state,  as  provided 
by  the  vote  of  this  Legislature."  Mr.  Lyford  of  Concord 
moved  that  the  rules  be  suspended,  the  bill  read  a  third  time 
by  title,  and  put  upon  its  passage. 

(Discussion  ensued.) 

On  a  viva  voce  vote,  the  motion  prevailed.  The  bill  was 
read  a  third  time  by  title,  and  passed. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Lyford  of  Concord,  at  3.35,  the  House 
adjourned  and  was  immediately  called  to  order  in  afternoon 
session.

Mr.  Batehelder,  for  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary,  to 
whom  was  referred  An  act  in  amendment  of  chapter  81  of  the 
Public  Statutes,  relating  to  telegraph,  telephone,  and  electric 
light  companies,  reported  the  same  with  the  resolution, — that 
the  bill  ought  to  pass.     The  report  was  accepted. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Batehelder  of  Keene,  the  rules  were  sus- 
pended, the  bill  read  a  third  time  by  title,  and  passed, 

Mr.  Batehelder,  for  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary,  re- 
ported An  act  in  amendment  of  chapter  81  of  the  Public  Stat- 
utes, relating  to  telegraph,  telephone,  and  electric  light  com- 
panies, and  recommended  its  passage.  The  report  was  ac- 
cepted and  the  bill  read  a  first  time.  On  motion  of  Mr. 
Batehelder  of  Keene,  the  rules  were  suspended,  the  bill  read 
a  second  and  third  time  by  title,  and  passed. 

Mr.  Cilley,  for  the  Committee  on  Military  Affairs,  reported 
A  joint  resolution  for  the  repair  and  proper  care  of  cases  con- 
taining war  flags  in  the  rotunda  of  the  state  house,  and  recom- 
mended its  passage.  The  report  was  accepted  and  the  joint 
resolution  read  a  first  time.  On  motion  of  Mr.  Young  of 
Manchester,  the  rules  were  suspended,  the  joint  resolution 
read  a  second  time,  printing  being  omitted,  and  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Appropriations. 

Mr.  Cilley,  for  the  Committee  on  Military  Affairs,  to  whom 
was  referred  An  act  to  amend  chapter  59,  section  38,  title  13, 
Pamphlet  Laws  of  1895,  in  relation  to  regimental  and  battalion 
field  and  staff  officers,  reported  the  same  with  the  resolution, — 
inexpedient  to  legislate. 
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Mr.  Varney,  for  the  special  committee,  consisting  of  the 
Dover  delegation,  to  whom  was  referred  An  act  to  amend  the 
charter  of  the  city  of  Dover,  relating  to  the  time  of  electing 
superintendent  of  schools,  reported  the  same  with  the  resolu- 
tion,— that  the  bill  be  indefinitely  postponed.  The  reports 
were  accepted,  and  the  resolutions  severally  adopted. 

The  committee  of  conference  upon  the  non-concurrence  of 
the  House  of  Eepresentatives  in  the  passage  of  the  amend-

An  act  relating  to  the  duties  of  the  Attorney-General  was 
taken  up  and  refused  a  third  reading. 

A  joint  resolution  in  relation  to  Dartmouth  College  was 
taken  up.  On  motion  of  Mr.  Ellis  of  Keene,  the  rules  were 
suspended,  the  joint  resolution  read  a  third  time,  and  passed. 

A  joint  resolution  for  an  appropriation  for  the  construction 
of  a  bridge  across  Sawyer's  river,  in  Hart's  Location,  and  re- 
pealing chapter  152  of  the  Session  Laws  of  1895,  was  taken  up. 
On  motion  of  Mr.  Dudley  of  Brentwood,  the  rules  were  sus- 
pended, the  joint  resolution  read  a  third  time,  and  passed. 

(The  Speaker  in  the  chair.) 

An  act  in  amendment  of  section  33  of  chapter  10  of  the 
Public  Statutes  relating  to  the  commission  of  lunacy  was 
taken  up.  The  question  being,  Shall  the  bill  be  read  a  third 
time?  discussion  ensued.  Mr.  Sullivan  of  Concord  moved 
that  the  bill  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

(Discussion.) 

The  motion  did  not  prevail.  The  bill  was  ordered  to  a 
third  reading.  On  motion  of  Mr.  Pillsbury  of  Londonderry, 
the  rules  were  suspended,  the  bill  read  a  third  time  by  title, 
and  passed. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Leavitt  of  Effingham,  the  following  con- 
current resolution  was  adopted: — Resolved  by  the  House  of 
Eepresentatives,  the  Senate  concurring,  that  the  Senators  and 
Representatives  in  Congress  from  the  state  of  New  Hampshire 
be  and  hereby  are  requested  to  do  all  in  their  power  to  procure 
the  passage  of  the  bill  introduced  by  Mr.  Terry,  in  the  House 
of  Eepresentatives,  54th  Congress,  1st  session,  numbered  4057, 
entitled  "A  bill  in  relation  to  cigarettes  and  to  limit  the  effect 
of  the  regulation  of  commerce  between  the  several  states,  and 
with  foreign  countries  in  certain  cases,"  which  reads  as  fol- 
lows: 
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Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
of  the  United  States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled,  that 
all  cigarettes  transported  into  any  state  or  territory,  or  re- 
maining therein  for  use,  consumption,  sale,  or  storage  therein, 
shall,  upon  arrival  in  such  state  or  tenitory,  be  subject  to  the 
operation  and  effect  of  the  laws  of  such  state  or  territory,  en- 
acted in  the  exercise  of  its  police  powers,  to  the  same  extent 
and  in  the  same  manner  as  though  such  cigarettes  had  been 
produced  in  such  state  or  territory,  and  shall  not  be  exempted 
therefrom  by  reason  of  being  introduced  therein  in  original 
packages  or  otherwise. 

XOTICE     OF     RECONSIDERATIOX. 

Mr.  Ahern  of  Concord  gave  notice  that  on  tomorrow,  or 
some  subsequent  day,  he  would  move  to  reconsider  the  vote 
whereby  An  act  relating  to  the  duties  of  the  Attorney-General 
was  refused  a  third  reading.

An  act  relating  to  life  insurance  contracts.  Eead  a  first  and 
second  time  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary. 

An  act  in  amendment  of  chapter  160,  Public  Statutes,  rela- 
ting to  passengers,  freight,  and  railroad  police.  Eead  a  first 
and  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Eailroads. 

In  Senate  new  draft.     An  act  in  relation  to  county  auditors. 
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Read  a  first  time.  On  motion  of  Mr.  Lyford  of  Concord,  the 
rules  were  suspended,  the  bill  read  a  second  and  third  time  by 
title,  and  passed. 

TAKEN  FROM  THE  TABLE. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Hill  of  Concord,  An  act  in  amendment  of 
chapter  67  of  the  Public  Statutes,  in  relation  to  the  laying  out 
of  highways,  was  taken  from  the  table.  The  question  being 
Shall  the  House  recede  from  its  position,  and  concur  in  the 
Senate  amendment  ?  the  House  voted  to  recede  and  concur. 

UNFINISHED  BUSINESS. 

Mr.  Wilcomb  of  Chester  called  for  the  unfinished  business, 
it  being  An  act  relative  to  the  payment  of  tuition  of  chil- 
dren attending  school  outside  the  town  in  which  they  reside. 
The  question  being  upon  the  motion  to  indefinitely  postpone, 

(Discussion  ensued.) 

On  a  viva  voce  vote,  the  motion  was  lost.  Mr.  Burbank  of 
Pembroke  called  for  a  division.  A  division  being  had,  8  gen- 
tlemen voted  in  the  affirmative  and  171  in  the  negative,  and 
the  motion  did  not  prevail.  On  motion  of  Mr.  French  of 
Exeter,  the  bill  was  put  back  upon  its  second  reading.  On 
motion  of  Mr.  Prescott  of  Hampton  Falls,  the  following 
amendment  was  adopted:  Amend  section  1  by  substituting 
the  following:  Section  1.  Any  town  in  which  a  high 
school,  or  public  school  of  corresponding  grade  is  not  main- 
tained, shall  pay  for  the  tuition  of  any  child  who,  with  its  par- 
ents, resides  in  said  town,  and  who  attends  a  high  school  of 
another  town  or  city,  if,  in  the  opinion  of  the  selectmen  and 
school  board  of  the  town,  the  qualifications  of  such  child  are 
satisfactory  and  such  parent  is  unable  to  pay  for  such  tuition. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Pillsbury  of  Londonderry,  the  following 
amendment  was  adopted:  Amend  by  striking  out  section  3. 
Mr.  Burbank  of  Pembroke  offered  the  following  amendment: 
Amend  the  fourth  line  of  section  1  by  inserting  after  the  word 
'^school,"  the  words  "or  academy." 

(Discussion  ensued.) 
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On  motion  of  Mr.  Huntington  of  Hanover,  the  bill  and 
amendments  were  laid  upon  the  table.

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  section  2  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following:  Section  2.  The  term  sidewalk, 
as  used  in  this  act,  shall  mean  all  sidewalks  laid  out  as  such  by 
a  city,  town,  or  fire  district,  or  reserved  by  custom  for  the  use 
of  pedestrians,  that  are  within  the  compact  part  of  a  city,  vil- 
lage, or  fire  district.  Upon  petition  of  five  or  more  legal 
voters,  the  selectmen  of  towns  or  the  mayors  of  cities,  upon 
notice  and  hearing  had,  shall  have  the  power  to  include  within 
the  operations  of  this  act  sidewalks  without  the  compact  part 
of  a  town  or  city  that  are  built  or  improved  by  said  town  or 
city,  or  by  the  abutters;  l)ut  in  such  case,  notices  to  that  effect 
shall  be  posted  near  said  walks,  at  least  one  week  before  they 
shall  be  included  within  the  operation  of  this  act.  This  act 
shall  not  include  cross  walks,  nor  foot  paths  outside  the  com- 
pact part  of  towns  or  cities,  that  are  worn  only  by  travel  and 
not  improved  by  towns  or  cities  or  the  abutters.  Nor  shall  it 
include  any  paths  or  walks  that  are  now,  or  may  hereafter  be, 
built  for  the  exclusive  use  of  bicyclists.  The  term  "bicycle," 
and  "tricycle,"  as  used  in  this  act,  shall  be  deemed  to  include 
all  vehicles  propelled  by  the  person  riding  the  same,  either 
wholly  or  in  part.  The  term  "park"  and  "square,"  as  used  in 
this  act,  shall  not  include  any  spaces  under  the  control  of  park

commissioners  or  a  park  board,  or  a  special  park  department 
of  a  town  or  city  having  power  to  make  regulations  relative 
to  such  places,  and  this  act  shall  not  in  any  way  abridge  the 
powers  of  such  commissioners,  board,  or  department.  The 
report  was  accepted  and  the  amendment  adopted. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Lyford  of  Concord,  at  5.15,  the  House 
adjourned.

Mr.  McKellips,  for  the  Committee  on  Appropriations,  to 
whom  was  referred  A  joint  resolution  in  favor  of  an  appro- 
priation for  highways  in  the  towns  of  Eumney  and  Ellsworth, 
reported  the  same  with  the  resolution, — inexpedient  to  legis- 
late.    The  report  was  accepted  and  the  resolution  adopted. 

Mr.  Batchelder,  for  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary,  to 
whom  was  referred  An  act  to  regulate  and  control  telegraph 
rates,  reported  the  same  with  the  resolution, — inexpedient  to 
legislate.  The  report  Avas  accepted.  The  question  being 
upon  the  adoption  of  the  resolution, 
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(Discussion  ensued.) 

On  a  viva  voce  vote,  the  resolution  was  adopted.  Mr.  Clem- 
ent of  Warren  called  for  a  division.  A  division  being  had,  the 
vote  was  declared  manifestly  in  the  affirmative,  and  the  reso- 
lution was  adopted. 

Mr.  French,  for  the  Committee  on  Railroads,  to  whom  was 
referred  An  act  to  incorporate  the  Berlin  Electric  Railway, 
submitted  the  following  report  and  resolution:  The  only 
persons  appearing  in  support  of  this  measure  were  two  of  the 
members  from  Berlin,  one  of  whom  made  some  general  state- 
ments with  reference  to  the  proposed  railway,  but  offered  no 
testimony,  coming  from  any  source  whatever,  that  the  people 
of  Berlin  desired  the  building  of  the  proposed  road.  There 
was  no  testimony  before  the  committee  as  to  the  width  of  the 
streets  through  which  it  was  desired  to  maintain  and  operate 
the  road,  nor  any  testimony  from  the  town  officers  or  other- 
wise, that  it  was  practicable  to  build  such  a  road  as  is  contem- 
plated by  the  l)ill,  and  there  was  not  sufficient  testimony 
before  the  committee  to  justify  them  in  recommending  the 
passage  of  the  present  bill.  No  evidence  was  offered  enabling 
the  committee  to  investigate  the  merits  of  the  bill,  and  inas- 
much as  the  proposed  road  can  be  built  without  difficulty 
under  the  general  electric  railway  law,  if  the  citizens  of  Berlin 
desire  it  built,  the  committee  believe  that  the  citizens  and  offi- 
cers of  Berlin  ought  to  have  an  opportunity  to  express  their 
wishes  with  reference  to  the  proposed  road,  and  where  it  shall 
be  located  if  built;  and  for  these  reasons  they  are  of  opinion 
that  this  special  charter  ought  not  to  be  granted  at  the  pres- 
ent time,  and,  therefore,  return  the  bill  to  the  House  with  the 
resolution, — that  the  bill  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

The  following  minority  report  was  submitted:  The  under- 
signed, members  of  the  Railroad  Committee,  having  consid- 
ered An  act  to  incorporate  the  Berlin  Electric  Railway,  here- 
with report  the  same  with  the  following  resolution: — Resolved, 
That  the  bill  ought  to  pass.

MESSAGE   FROM   THE   SENATE. 

A  message  from  the  Honorable  Senate,  by  its  Clerk,  an- 
nounced that  the  Senate  concurred  with  the  House  of  Eep- 
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resentatives  in  the  passage  of  the  following  bill:  An  act  in 
relation  to  the  New  Hampshire  Asylum  for  the  Insane. 

The  message  also  announced  that  the  Senate  had  voted  to 
postpone  the  following  entitled  bill  to  the  next  Legislature: 
"An  act  in  relation  to  the  New  Hampshire  Asylum  for  the 
Insane." 

The  message  also  announced  that  the  Senate  refused  to 
concur  with  the  House  of  Eepresentatives  in  the  passage  of 
the  following  entitled  bills  sent  up  from  the  House  of  Eep- 
resentatives: 

An  act  to  exempt  from  taxation  money  loaned  and  secured 
by  mortgage  upon  real  estate,  situated  in  this  state,  at  a  rate 
of  interest  not  exceeding  5  per  cent  per  annum. 

An  act  to  legalize  the  vote  of  the  town-  of  Colebrook,  of  the 
second  Tuesday  of  March,  1897,  to  exempt  the  Colebrook 
House  property  from  taxation  for  a  term  of  ten  years. 

The  message  also  announced  that  the  Senate  had  granted 
the  request  of  the  House  of  Eepresentatives  for  a  committee  of 
conference  on  the  following  entitled  joint  resolution:  "A 
joint  resolution  for  an  appropriation  in  favor  of  lighting  the 
lighthouse  on  Loon  Island,  in  Suuapee  lake,  by  electricity, 
and  for  placing  and  maintaining  buoys  on  said  lake,  and  for 
placing  additional  buoys  on  Lake  Winnipesaukee,  and  repair- 
ing buoys  already  existing  on  said  lake."  The  President 
has  appointed  as  members  of  such  committee,  on  the  part  of 
the  Senate,  Senators  Scott,  Faulkner,  and  Ashley. 

The  message  also  announced  that  the  Senate  recedes  from 
the  following  amendments  to  House  joint  resolution  relating 
to  repairs  on  State  Normal  School  buildings:  Strike  out  the 
words  "and  heating,"  in  the  third  line.  Insert  after  the 
word  "school,"  in  the  sixth  line,  the  words  "for  painting  Nor- 
mal Hall,  so  called;  for  putting  a  stand-pipe  in  said  Normal 
Hall,  and  for  a  toilet  room  in  the  school  building." 

The  message  also  announced  that  the  Senate  concurred 
with  the  House  of  Eepresentatives  in  its  amendments  to  the 
following  entitled  bill:  "An  act  to  regulate  the  use  of  bicy- 
cles and  similar  vehicles." 
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The  message  also  announced  that  the  Senate  had  adopted 
the  following  concurrent  resolution,  in  the  adoption  of  which 
it  asked  the  concurrence  of  the  House  of  Kepresentatives: 
Resolved  by  the  Senate,  the  House  of  Kepresentatives  con- 
curring, that  there  be  a  committee  of  five,  three  on  the  part  of 
the  House  and  two  on  the  part  of  the  Senate,  appointed  to 
investigate  as  to  all  the  needs  of  the  Asylum  for  the  Insane, 
as  to  new  buildings,  title  of  the  property  there,  real,  personal, 
or  mixed,  and  any  matters  such  committee  may  deem  of  im- 
portance for  the  state  to  know,  and  report  to  the  next  Legis- 
lature. On  motion  of  Mr.  Lyford  of  Concord,  the  concurrent 
resolution  was  laid  upon  the  table. 

TAKEN  FROM  THE  TABLE. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Barrett  of  Walpole,  An  act  relative  to  the 
payment  of  tuition  of  children  attending  school  outside  the 
town  in  which  they  reside  was  taken  from  the  table.  The 
question  being  upon  the  pending  amendment  offered  by  Mr. 
Burbank  of  Pembroke,  on  a  viva  voce  vote,  the  amendment 
was  adopted.  On  motion  of  Mr.  Woodman  of  Lebanon,  the 
following  amendments  Avere  adopted:  Amend  section  1  by 
striking  out  the  word  "town,"  in  the  first  and  third  lines,  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words  "school  district." 
Amend  section  2  by  striking  out  the  word  "town,"  in  the 
first  and  third  lines,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words 
"school  district."  Mr.  Burbank  of  Pembroke  moved  that  the 
bill  ,as  amended  be  laid  upon  the  table  to  be  printed.  The 
motion  did  not  prevail.  After  debate,  the  bill  was  ordered  to 
a  third  reading.

]\Ir.  Merrill,  for  the  Committee  on  Eailroads,  to  whom  was 
referred  An  act  to  incorporate  the  Derry  and  Pelham  Eailroad 
Company,  submitted  the  following  report:  The  bill  was  in- 
troduced by  the  member  from  Pelham,  who,  with  two  other 
citizens  of  Pelham,  made  general  statements  to  the  effect 
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that  there  is  occasion  for  the  building  of  this  road,  from  the 
granite  quarries  in  Pelham  to  the  state  line,  to  connect  with 
a  Massachusetts  road  not  yet  built  or  authorized.  The  bill, 
however,  seeks  authority  to  extend  such  proposed  line  from 
Pelham  north,  through  Windham  to  Derry,  and,  so  far  as 
that  part  of  the  line  is  concerned,  there  was  no  evidence 
before  the  committee  tending  to  show  that  the  public  good 
required  it  to  be  built.  If  the  public  good  requires  the  build- 
ing from  Pelham  to  the  state  line,  the  right  to  build  the  same 
can  readily  and  inexpensively  be  obtained  under  the  general 
electric  railroad  law. 

The  committee,  therefore,  return  the  bill  to  the  House  with 
the  resolution, — that  the  bill  be  indefinitely  postponed. 
The  following  minority  report  was  submitted: 
The  undersigned  members  of  the  Railroad  Committee^  hav- 
ing considered  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the 
Derry  and  Pelham  Railroad  Company,"  herewith  report  the 
same  with  the  following  resolution: — Resolved,  That  the  bill 
ought  to  pass.

MESSAGE     FROM     THE     GOVERNOR. 

The  following  message  was  received  from  His  Excellency 
the  Governor,  by  the  Honorable  Secretary  of  State: 
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STATE   OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE. 

Executive   Depaetment. 

Concord,  March  25,  1897. 
To  the  House  of  Representatives : 

Herewith  I  return  House  Bill  No.  84,  entitled  "An  act  in 
amendment  of  chapter  93  of  the  Public  Statutes,  relating  to 
scholars,"  without  my  approval. 

The  following  are  some  of  the  reasons  for  my  action.  It  is 
a  substantial  revision  of  chapter  93  of  the  Public  Statutes,  en- 
acted only  six  years  ago,  relating  to  scholars,  and  I  am  satis- 
fied the  Legislature  has  not  carefully  considered  all  the  pro- 
visions of  the  bill  now  in  my  hands. 

Section  1  of  the  present  bill,  amending  section  7  of  chapter 
93  of  the  Public  Statutes,  increases  the  penalty  for  a  violation 
of  school  district  by-laws  by  striking  out  "not  more  than  one 
year,"  and  inserting  "not  more  than  five,"  and  giving  to  police 
courts  and  justices  of  the  peace,  authority  to  sentence  scholars 
to  the  Industrial  School  for  a  violation  of  the  by-laws  of  a 
school  district,  for  a  term  not  exceeding  five  years,  instead  of 
for  a  term  not  exceeding  one  year,  as  provided  in  the  Public 
Statutes.     I  see  no  good  reason  for  this  increase  of  penalty. 

Section  3  of  tlie  bill  under  consideration  amends  section  11 
of  chapter  93  of  the  Public  Statutes  in  a  most  radical  manner. 
Said  section  11  reads  as  follows:  "No  child  under  the  age  of 
sixteen  years,  who  cannot  read  and  write,  shall  be  employed  in 
any  manufacturing  establishinent  during  the  time  the  public 
schools  in  the  district  in  which  he  resides  are  in  session." 
The  bill  under  consideration  amends  said  section  so  that  it 
reads  as  follows:  "No  child  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years, 
who  cannot  read  and  write  in  the  English  language,  shall  be 
employed  in  any  manufacturing,  mechanical,  or  mercantile 
establishment  during  the  time  the  public  schools  in  the 
district  in  which  he  resides  are  in  session,"  and  section  13  of 
said  chapter  93  reads  as  follows:  "If  any  owner,  agent,  super- 
intendent, or  overseer  of  a  manufacturing  establishment  shall 
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employ  any  child  in  violation  of  the  provisions  of  either  of  the 
three  preceding  sections,  he  shall  be  fined  not  exceeding  fifty 
dollars  for  each  offense,  for  the  use  of  the  district."  The  law 
of  1891  was  very  stringent,  making  it  a  misdemeanor  for  any- 
one in  charge  of  a  manufacturing  establishment  to  employ  a 
minor  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years  who  could  not  read  and 
write  in  some  language,  that  is,  the  law  says  in  substance  that 
no  minor  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years,  without  education, 
shall  be  employed  in  any  manufacturing  establishment  during 
the  sessions  of  the  public  schools.  This  is  a  sufficiently 
stringent  statute.  The  present  bill  extends  this  stringent 
measure  to  mechanical  and  mercantile  establishments.  Just 
what  construction  the  court  might  put  upon  the  terms  "me- 
chanical or  mercantile  establishment"  is  uncertain,  and  just 
how  far  these  provisions  might  reach  I  do  not  know;  but  I  can 
hardly  think  the  Legislature  intended  to  make  it  a  serious 
offense  to  employ  a  boy  or  girl  under  sixteen,  unacquainted 
with  English  and  well  acquainted  with  some  other  language. 
It  is  eminently  proper  to  encourage  all  comers  to  become  ac- 
quainted with  our  language.  No  offense  would  be  committed 
against  the  cause  of  good  government  by  an  English  educa- 
tional requirement  preparatory  to  exercising  the  right  of  suf- 
frage; but  to  say  that  a  young  man  or  woman,  coming  from 
another  country  before  they  had  reached  the  age  of  sixteen 
years,  although  educated  in  the  language  of  the  land  from 
which  they  came,  should  be  debarred  from  all  opportunity  to 
earn  their  daily  bread  until  such  time  as  he  or  she  had  ac- 
quired a  knowledge  of  our  language,  is  an  offense  against  that 
sense  of  justice  which  everywhere  prevails  in  this  country. 
And  to  make  it  an  offense  punishable  by  a  heavy  fine  for  an 
employer  to  furnish  an  opportunity  to  work  for  a  person  so 
circumstanced  is  still  worse.  There  are  other  serious  objec- 
tions to  the  bill,  but  the  foregoing  are  sufficient  to  prevent  my 
signing  the  bill.
